“HUNTING FOR SOULS." 


Bnoortry, June 26,—Ur, Talmago's text this 
morning was: —"'He wasa mighty hunter be 
fore the Lord."— jenesis, x.,9 Hen id 

In our day, hunting iva sports but in the lands 
and the binmes iafented with \Woal beasts, it was 
& tnatter of Lf or death with the people. It was 
very different from going out on a: unsanhiny of 
terneon with a patent breech-loador, to ahoot 
reed birds 03 tho flate, when I’o lux and Achilles 
and Diomedes wentout to olrar the land of lions 
and tigers and bears, My text sets forth Nim 
rod ae a hero, when it presenta him with broad 
shoulders and shaggy apparel, and eun browned 
face aud arm bunched with o uscle—"'a mighty 
honter before the Lord" T think he used the 
bow aud the wrrow with great succe # practicing 
archery. 

I hove thought if it ia euch a grand thing and 
such a brave thing to clear wild beasts out of a 
coun'ry, if itis not a better apd braver thing 
to hunt dows and destr-y th se great ovils of 
society that ore stalking the laud with fierce 
eye and blioly paw, and sbarp tusk and quick 
spring. T have wonder. d if thete is not such a 
thing as Gospel huoting, by which those who 
have been flying from the truth may be captue- 
ed for God and Heaven, The Lord Jeeusin his 

sermon | sed the art of atigling for an illustra. 
tion when He said : “I will inake you fishers 
of men.”” And so I think I have authority for 
using hunting for an illustration of Gospel 
truth ; and I pray God that there may be many 
a man in this con; ‘ation who shall begin to 
study Gospel ar on: of whom it may, oft-ra 
while, be said: “He was a mighty hunter 
before the Lord.” 

How much awkward Christian work there is 
done in the world! Huw many good people 
there are who drive souls away from Christ in- 
stead of bringing them to Him !—religious 
blunderers who upset more than the nght. Their 
gun has a crooked barrel, and kicks as it goes 
off, ey are like a clumsy comrade who gos 
along with skiltul hunters; at the very moment 
he ought to be most quiet, he is cracking an 
alder or falling over a jg and frightening away 
the game. How few Christian people have evar 
learned the lesion of which I read at the begin- 
ning of the service, how that tte Lord Jesus 
Christ at the weil went from talking about a cup 
of water to the most practical religious truth, 
which won the woman's soul for God! Jesus 
in the wilderness was breaking bread to the 
people. I think it was good bread; it was 
very light bread, sud the yeast had done its 
work thoroughly, Christ, after he had broken 
the bread, said to the people: ‘Beware of the 
yeast, or of the leav p, of the Pharisees!” So 
natural a transition jt was ; and how easily they 
all understood Him! But how few Cbristian 
people who understand bow to fasten the truths 
ot God and religion tothes uls of men! Tru. 
man Osborne, one of the evangelists wh» went 
through this country some yeors ago, had a 
wonderful art in the right direction. He came 
to my father’s house one day, and while we were 
all seated in the room’ he avid ;—Mr. Talmage, 
are all your children Christiana?’ Father said : 
* Yes all but De Witt.” Then Truman Osborne 
looked down into the fire-place and began to 
tell a story of a storm that came on the moun- 
tains, and all the sheep were in the fold; but 
there was one lamb outside that perished in the 
storm. Had he looked me in the eye I shou d 
have been angered when he told me that 
etory ; but he looked into the fire-place, and it 
was ao pathetically and beautifully done that I 
never found any until I was sure I was 
inside ths fold, where the other sheep are.

Are they cut off from 
God, w go into eternity, no wing to. bear th+m, 
no bght to cheer them, no Saies5 to greet 
them? I hear to-day surging up from the lower 
depths of Brooklyn, a groan that comes through 
our Christian assemblages ard through our 
Christian churches; and it blots out all this 
scene from my eyes to-day, as by the mista of 
the great Niagara, forthe dash and the plunge 
of these great torrents of life droppiog down in- 
to the fathonless and thundering abyss of suf. 
foring and woe, I think rometimes that just 
as God blotted out the church «f Thyatira and 
Oorinth and La dicea, because of their sloth and 
stolidity, He will blot ont American and Eng. 
lish Christianity, and raise on the ruins a as 
wart wide-awake, missionary Church ; that con 
take the fu'l mesning of that command :—''Go 
into all the world, aod preach the Gospel to 
every creature, He that believethZand is bap- 
tized shall bs saved, and and he that believeth

T remark, further, if you want to sucosed in 
Gospel hunting you must have courage. If the 
hunter stand with trembling hand or eh ulder 
that flinches with fear, instead of his taking the 
catamount, the catamouct takes him. What 
would become of the Greenlan’e. if, when out 
hunting for the bear, he should stand shivering 
with terror on an iceberg? What would have 
become of Du Chaillu and Livingstens in the 
African thicket, with a faint heart and a weak 
knee? When a panther comes within twenty 
paces of you,and it has its eye on you, and it hea 
squatted for the fearful spring, “Steady there,” 

Courage, O ye spiritual hunters! There are 
great monsters of lacie prowling all around 
about the community, hall we not in the 
atrength of God go forth and combatthem? We 
not only need more heart, but more back-bone, 
What is the Church of God that it should fear 
to look in the eye any traragression? There is 
the Bengal tiger of drunkenness that prowls 
around, aud instead cf attacking it, how many 
of us hid« under the church pew or the com- 
muni n table? There is so much invested in it 
we are afraid to assault it ; milljons of doll»rs in 
barrels, in vate, in epigots, in corkscrews, in 
gin palaces with marb‘e floors and Italian 
top tables, and chased ice-coolers, and in the 
strychnine, and the logwood, and the tar. 
taric acid, and the nux vomica, that go to 
make up our “pure” American drinks, I 
looked with wondering eyes on the ‘Heidelberg 
tun.”

Would to God that 
instead cf here and there a strageler going out 
to fight these great monsters of iniquity in our 
country, the million membership of our churches 
would band together and hew in twain these 
great crimes that mako tho land frightful with 
their roar, and ure fa\tening upon the bodies 
and souls of immortal men, Who is ready for 
such a party as that?

He is- 
sued a writ of attachment, as ho heard that 
Mr. Gordon before he left had issued a 
powor ofattorney to Landon, authorizing 
him to collect and pay bills and sell goods.

This was after the arrest. On Saturday 
morning, a man, a tailor, named Drewry, 
told him that Gordon had absconded, and 
would not come back again without hand- 
cuffs. This was said in Landon’s presence. 

Cross Examined.—His authority from 
Gordon, Morey & Co., upon which he acted 
as inanager, was last seen by him in his 
coat pocket at the Henderson House. He 
left it there to go to Kingston on Wednes- 
day, 15:h June, before Gordon absconded, 
He had not been able to find itsince, Ac- 
cording to that agreement he was engaged 
for & year, with the option of gotting $200 
a month and pay his cwn hotel bill or $1£0 
straight salary per month and the firm pay 
his hotel bill up to $50 per month, On 
further examination it was shown that the 
option was exercised before the agreement 
was drawn, when he had chosen the Jatter 
proposition. He did not know what Lan- 
don did for the company, He did not 
know what he got but was told by Gordon 
that he was to get $5 per week. He did 
not know that Landon had a power of at- 
torney until he learned it at Kingston on 
Thureday, before Gordon Jeft. He had 
been paid $11 only on his salary since 
his engagement. On the Saturday 
on which Gordon absconded business was 
carried on as usual; goods were sold and 
taken from the store. He may have stated 
that were it not for the power of attorney 
held against him he would have sold th 
whole business out. This would be,because 
he wished to protect the creditors. He said 
this becausejhe did not have any faith in 
Landon. He did not ask Landon for pay. 
Gordon never never stated to him that his 
account was overdrawn. A powerof attor- 
ney issued by Mr. Morey to him, Bebcomb, 
after Gordon had absconded was given to 
the court, Jt was executed on Sunday, 
June 19th. The witness stated that he was 
sent to Kingston to collect a bill of goods 
sold by Landon. When he got there he 
found Landon in the city with a power of 
attorney to collect and a telegram from 
Gordon telling him to return. 

Officer Hayes gave the particulars of his 
search of Landon’s premises. After he had 
made the search he learned that a trunk 
had been taken from Landon’s house about 
an hour prior to his visit. He hunted for, 
and found, Edwards, a street car driver, 
and upon information got from him he went 
to Wallace’s confectionery store about 2 
o'clock in the morning and found the trunk 
was there. Bedcumb and the Chief went to 
the store and identified the goods. The 
Warrant was swore out and he arrested 
Landon,

OF THROAT COOLEKS MADB FROM 


FRESH FRUITS,

Lomonade and orangeade should be made 
at least half an hour beforo using. Hand 
crush tho fruit in a wooden equeczer, 
though you have a dozon of ancestral ail- 
ver, throw tho skins and pulp into the 
juice, with plonty of sugar and pounded 
ice, cover and let stand till the ice has 
melted, strain through linon checseoloth 
two or three times till clear as orystal,then 
dilute just enough of the filtered water,and 
sot the pitcher in an ico pail till wanted. 
Put cracked ico in tumblers of mousseline 
glass, and pour the champagne colored 
fluid on it. Contrary to the general idea, 
tho refined way of taking alliced drinks 1s 
through a long bight straw, which eaves 
the teeth from u july, gived the fullest 
flavor of every drop, aud spares the sight 
of indiscreet beauty tilting her tumbler 
on her pretty nose, or Maximilian with a 
dewy moustache—banish the thought. 

But we nedd not contine ourselyes to 
lemous and oranges if we are temperance 
folk. Tho wide resources of modern house- 
keeping treat us to “lucent syrups, tinct 
with” pinvapple, tamarind, pomegranate, 
mulberry, Kirschenwassor of cherries, and 
all tho home fruits. It 19 netther trouble- 
dome or oxpenaive to bottle syrups for the 
year's aupply. Asnmall domestic press of 
well seasoned maple is very much needed, 
but any mellow fruit (and dead ripe fruit 
is most suitable forsirups) can be crushed 
in a lomon-squeezer, and strained through 
the linen strainercloth sold as cheese- 
cloth. I find it better than flannel for 
most uses, though the crystal c'earness 
comes only by repeated strainings, without 
ecjueezing, saving the pomace for jam My 
mother’s method for grapo syrup anowers 
just as well for cherries, white currants, 
strawberrirs, and all subacid fruite, which 
are pressed before cooking, cleared by 
straining woll, and boiled stowly 10 a stone- 
ware pan, adding a half pint of crushed 
sugar to each quart of juice ten minutes be- 
foro the hour's boiling is done Cool before 
bottling, acal and keep in a dark,cool place, 
an ice closet, down the well, or ina pitdug 
in the cellar floor fillod with sand, 

Britas you would have a reputation as 
hostess and housekeeper with tho guests 
who laste your cooling cups, do not after 
common recipes, mix your fruits, Straw: 
berries and raspebrries d) not blend with 
currant juice, let old cook-booka say what 
they will. Still less can the juico of any 
fruit be watered with that of garden rhubarb 
and the fraud escape detection, Lot your 
atrawborry syrup be of strawberrics, and 
your peach syrup of peaches ; but don’t in 
sult your pecceplions by adding currant or 
pie-plant juice, or mixing in any way 
whatever. 

The drink of all others for summer is the 
juice of newly pressed fruit, what in wine 
countries isknown as the ‘‘must” from 
grapes. Must itself is unsurpassod in its 
benefits for the use of man. It has phos- 
phates for the brain,and pure blood. making 
substance in its particles to renew the 
wasted particles of the body, while tho 
gentle aroma revives his nerves. What 
poets have sung of wine is true of the un- 
fermented juice of thegrape, which is so 
delightful to the taste of every human 
being from infancy to age, that, once 
introduced, wine-growers will never find 
their acres over-productive. As grapes 
can be kept three parts of the year in our 
northern states, and California or the south 
can supply a new stock when ours are out 
of the market, there is no reason why the 
grapes should not be freshly offered in every 
shop each week in the year. Its use will 
make a new era in vigor of brain and body 
forthe race, Let these wordsstand. The 
age will see them true.

H, D, M¥YDW,) Bavker aud Broker, 


Brvad aod 34 Now Btroots, Now York Uity 


captaina of his Majesty's navy bired a poat 

chaise in London, aud were together driv 

en down to Portamonth to join their ships, 
One of thease, offieera” was Captain John 
Ilutt, who had. been appointed to the 
Queen, a 98 gua aliip on which Rear-Ad 

miral Alan Gardner Was abou’ to hoist his 
flag. Tho other was OUapt sin John Harve y 

who, by Lord Howe's particular desire, 
had been appointed to the Brunswick. 
Both shipa were fitting out for service with 
the Western Squadron ; with which, more 
thav a year later, Lord Howe defeated 
tear-Admiral Villaret on the glorious first 
of June. Both captains mortally 
wounded while doing their duty on that 
memorable day and both captains died of 
their wounds on the 25 h of Juno, 1794. 

The victory of the Ist of Jane, 1794, was 
won rather by the pluck of individual com- 
manders and of their men than by tho tac- 
tical skill of the seven British admirals who 
flow their flag on the occasion. From about 
eight o'clock, when Earl Howe, in the Queen 
Cnarlotte, first broke the French line, the 
hostile fleets were enveloped in smoke un- 
til nearly one, and during those five hours 
communication between ship and ship was 
almost impossible, All that was known 
was that it was tho business of cach British 
ship to steer for and to independently on- 
gage the ship immediately opposed to her 
in the French line. Burl Howo's signals 
just before going into action wero to that 
effect, and every British captgin carried 
them out to the bost of his ability. None, 
however, fought his ship with more con- 
spicuous gallantry than did the afore- 
mentioned John Harvey. 

The Brunswick, a large seventy-four, was 
anew vessel, having been launched at 
Deptford in 1790. Her tonnage was 1,836, 
and her complement consisted of 650 men. 
In the early morning of the eventful First 
she was in hor station immediately astern 
of the Queen Charlotte: and, when signal 
wont up to engago, both ships made for 
the centré of the French lino, the Bruns- 
wick losing her foretopgaliant mast by one 
of the first shots that were fired from the 
enemy. Inspite of this she ran rather 
ahead of the flagship, and so, for a time, 
covered that veasel from the ships of the 
French centre and rear. The Queen Char- 
latte cut the hostile line astern of Ly 
Montagne. The Brunswick should have 
cut it astern of the next vessel ; but the 
enemy was in such close order that she 
could not get through there, and was oblig- 
ed to bear olf for an opening that showed 
itself between Le Patriote and Le Vengeur. 
Succeeding in his attempt, Captain Harvey 
was able tolay his ship along side Le 
Vengeur, 74,in such a manner that the star- 
board chains of the Brunswick hooked into 
the forechains of the enemy. ‘The situa- 
tion does not altogether seem to have 
pleased the Brunswick's master, who asked 
to be allowed to cut the Vengeur clear; but 
Harvey said ‘* No! We've got her and we 
will stick to her ;"" and, thus locked to- 
vether, the two line-of-battle ships went 
away hotly engaged. They lay so close to 
one another that eight of the Brunswick's 
starboard ports could not be opened. But 
the difficulty was overcome by firing the 
guns through them. 

Already a muskot ball had torn away 
part of Elarvey’s right hand ; but he bound 
up the wound in a handkerchief, and so 
hid it from the men. Muzale to muzzle 
the guns were fought, the Brunswickers on 
the lowor deck coolly depressing their 
pieces, and then waiting for Le Vengeur to 
rise, in order to be able to hit her below 
the water line, The fire was so furious 
and the smoke so dense that a second 
French seventy-four, L’Achille, managed 
to approach unperceived to within musket

Tho gallant captain's right arm had been 
amputated on the evening of the battle ; 
but, from tho first, tho nature of his in- 
juries allowed but slonder hopes of his re 
covery, and on the 30th he died at 
mouth. Ten days later he would 
completed his fifty-fourth year. 

Captain John, who was buried at Eaatry, 
Kent, left several children, two of whom 
wore naval officers, Captain Henry,whose 
opportune arrival in the Ramillies did 
much towards deciding the action betweep 
his brother's ship and Le Vengour, was 
immediately promoted, and, in 1797, aa 
rear-admiral, commanded the force which 
took or destroyed the Spanish squadron in 
Shagaramus Bay, Gulf of Paria. To this 
day the family is well represented in the 
service ; but there is no longer an 0. M.S. 
Brunswick, The last of the name ended 
her days as a converted screw.—St. James’ 
Garette,

Mn. Evrroxn,—On my roturn from Col- 
lingwood, I this morning'read with intor- 
ost and pleasure your editorial and Mr. 
Johnson's letter in lust Monday's issue 

Tho trade policy known as ‘commercial 
union" is daily receiving l\acreasing sup: 
port. I will not say | am fully committed | 
to it. Tho discussion has only commenced, | 
Tho question is of vital importance and 
very intricate, affecting every branch of 
national Iife—commercial, industrial and 
political ; honce the fullest consideration 
and the calmeet investigation should be 
given it. On the ono hand it is claimed 
that it would immensely benefit the trade 
and commerce of the country and establish 
its political autonomy ; on the other it is 
contidently asserted that commercial and 
political ruin would inevitably follow its 
adoption, 

1 well romomber that during the national 
policy campaign of 1878 52, in which I took 
an active supporting part, free trade was 
conceded to be correct in principle, but it 
was said tho Americana will not have free 
trade with us, as they had erected a tariff 
Chinese wall egainst us we must do the 
same against them. We must protect our 
selves, and it was urged that so long as they 
maintained their Chinese wall wo must 
maintain ours. DButit was said, let them 
theow down theirs and we will gladly de- 
molish ours 

If, then, I favor commercial union, it ie, 
as | view it,in barmony with the teachings 
of the Liberal Conservasive party and with 
the raison d'etre for the national policy. 

No doubt any considerable change of 
fiseal policy would disturb trade more or 
less, and if it can be demonstrated that 
commercial union would destroy our agri- 
cultural industries the discussion must end. 
Unquestionably, the mining and lumbering 
interests of Canada would be greatly bene- 
fited. As to manufacturcs it seems to me 
that what they want for development is 
market. Tho National Policy gave them a 
amall market. Commercial union would 
give them a large market. There is in 
both countries abundance of capital seeking 
investment, and there can be no fear that 
with a continent for a home market Canada 
aloue would be without manufactories. 

The bogie of annexation is (as usual) 
raised to frighten the loyal timid from con- 
sidering earnestly this great question —the 
many undoubtedly loyal men—lvoyal to 
British connection who adcccato commer- 
cial union shows conclusively there is no 
ground for such a scare-crow. If our loy- 
alty to British connection cannot stand the 
strain of even discussing a question—a 
system, which, it is claimed, will, if adopt- 
ed, give us increased commercial prosperity 
with other great benefits, it must be a 
sickly plant indeed, 

1 kuow that the National Policy was 
excused io free trade England upon the 
ground that Canada adopted it to protect 
herself against the United States, and it is 
said that we must not discriminate againat 
Great Britain. But it seems to me that in 
this matter we should juatdo what Man- 
chester and Birmingham and Sheftield and 
Glasgow and England, and every country 
does—consider our own interests. if 
commercial union with the Empire and an 
Imperial. Federation with protection is 
possible, and better for us than commercial 
union with the United States, let us try 
for it by all means. But let us have free- 
dom to discuss and to adopt whatever 
policy wo may consider best for ourselves, 

There are apparent to the eye of even a 
casual observer grave political questions 
affecting the yery existence of confedera- 
tion and there are political forces at work 
which have a tendency to shatter the union 
of the provinces, and many patriotic Can- 
adians, loyal to British connection, look 
with hopeful eyes to commercial union or 
something akin to it, as the only means to 
prevent such a result and annexation, Ard 
many congider that such a trade policy 
won strengthen rather than weaken our 
political existence with British connection, 

The question must soon.be discussed by 
the statesmen of both countries, and as we 
raised our ‘* Chinese wall” in self defence, 
it is only fit and proper that the Americana 
should offer firat to throw down theirs. 
From what we hearit 1s far from being a 
certainty that Mr. Butterworth’s bill will 
pass. 

Meanwhile let us discuas the question in 
all its phages as principals, not as adyocates 
—as loyal Canadians not as party politicians 
—placing the interest of Canada first al- 
ways, to the end that if the American 
people make the Sse we may be able 
to give them an intelligent and well con- 
eldered answer. 

The great gtatesman who so long has 
guided Canada, and who knows this country 
as a whole, and in all its several parts, bet- 
ter than any man living has not yot spoken, 
It is not to be expected that he sliould. (I 
do not overlook the interviewer's article in 
the New York Times. When he wants to 
speck his mind he will choose some more 
direct and national channel.) We may 
well know that he is watching and con- 
sidering the question with a keen eye. He 
created and has ever led the party of pro- 
gress and with it this conntry in the path 
of a Fi And po stand stil) or reaction- 
ary policy can now be tolerated or thought 
of for an instant. 

Great party leader as he is, he {a also the 
great leador of this country and we may find 
that upon this, as upon all other questions, 
he will decide and act as he believes for 
tis good of the country. 

I would like to hear the financial side of 
the question discussed, j, e. in the event of 
Commercial Union how could we raiso 
enough revenue to meet the interest upon 
our debt, sinking fund, the current ex- 
penses and public works. Whateffect would 
auch a poligy have upon our financial cred- 
it/ I fear there aye many who have a yague 
idea that if we had Commercial Union with 
the United States we should get that coyn- 
try to assuine, and out of its superabundant 
wealth pay off our (to it) insignificant pub- 
lic debt. 

Permit me to say that I do not think 
that Erastus Wiman, who as Canadians wo 
have all been proud of until within a few 
months ~since he has invented for his na- 
tive country atrade policy which ho be 
lieves will greatly bonefit us—should for 
this be iter lightly of, He has given 
too many proofs of hig good will to Canada 
to be so treated, and that he has becomo 
wealthy by logitimate means ought not to 
ba a reproach.

At Toronto on Dominion Day, Mayor 
Howland delivered thé following excellent 
address :-—He thought the presont was a 
critical time for Canada, Thore were times 
in the history of a nation, a5 of an indi 
vidual, whon its action was of great im 
portance, It was so with Oanada. In 
view of the discumsions*which @ro now go- 
ing on in this country i€ was clear that 
many are in fayor.of & great change and 
that thoso who support this are belittling 
the country. He oid not think we would 
get anything that is worth having by be 
littling our Dominion, When he heard a 
man talk asifhe had lost faith in our 
prospects he did not like that kind of a 
man. He did not think there was any 
reason for auch talk. The yvory men who 
wore decrying the country contemplated 
making @ groat commercial bargain with 
our neighbors, What kind of time was 
it to talk about making a bargain with a 
shrewd customer when menu were crying 
out that Canada cannot atand by hersolf 
any longer and that there is little hope for 
the fucure | This reminded him very much 
of aman sitting on a plank and sawing 
himeelf off. That was the position the ad- 
yooates of Commercial Union were putting 
Canada into. He did not beliove the coun- 
try was as badly off as these people wou'd 
try to make out. We have gained very 
rapidly in population since Confeder- 
ation. Besides this the population hore 
is very different. from that of the 
United States. The very best class of im- 
migrahts have come to Canada, The Unit- 
ed States were filling up rapidly, but they 
were beginning to fear they will be dena- 
tionalized by tho foreign element. He 
would rather go slower and get the better 

classes. (Cheers.) Canada at Confedera- 
tion was in debt a little over a hundre 
million dollars, something over thirty dol- 
lars per head. It was true the debt had 
been increased and that it) now reached 
about $240,000,000, or $40 p@r head. That 
money, howoyer, represented assets, The 
whole of the North-West had been pur- 
chased and opened up, In railways we 
have $93,000,000. . We have. $29,000,000 
in canals and $20,000,000 in other prop- 
erty. Notwithstanding all this expendi- 
ture, the debt has only increased $10 per 
head. The people, like a merchant does, 
should look at the assets. He had no feel- 
ing of despair about this country. Wo are 
doing well. We have just reached the 
point where we should have reaaon to look 
for a return for our investments, and some 
people say we are.at the end of our tether, 
He had noconfidence in men who used 
such arguments. Our trade has increased 
to over $200,000,000 per year. We have 
been going forward. Tho best test of all 
was in the savings of the gag In 1868 
we had in our savings banks at Confedera- 
tion only $24,000,000, while now we have 
over $200,000,000. He wanted to know 
who was going. to be afraid of the 
future of a country whose people had 
that money in the bank. Look at 
the character of commercial union, He 
was thoroughly in favor of everything 
that will give us freer trade with the United 
States, provided Canada didnot have to 
give up that which we value more than 
that. The different States of the Union 
were simply a humber of States who have 
commercial union. Unless the United States 
felt that they were going to get some great 
return they would never put usin a posi- 
tion which would make Canada the envy of 
every State of the Union. We would be 
virtually a State having all the advantages 
of the country with none of its burdens. 
They are looking at the question clearly 
aud judiciously, and if they can get the 
clamps on such Canadian interests as will 
be effected by Commercial Union they 
know that something further will have to 
be effected if they withdraw from the ar- 
rangemert. By Commercial Union we 
would risk our national life. We cannot 
afford to become a subsidized nation. There 
is one nation of that kind we hear about 
occasionally. It is known as a mean nation 
it is Egypt. That is exactly what we 
would be if we suffered ourselyes to come 
under the control of any other nation. We 
would lose character, and would be detest- 
ed and miserable from the day we entered 
into such an arrangement. We can never 
place tho collection of our revenue in the 
hands of foreigners. He was willing 
to acknowledge that there were many 
good men in this country who would 
support the movement from honest mo- 
tives, but thay are not looking at the real 
issue. Ae did not like the argumont of 
impatience, He liked men who could ywait 
and work for the prosperity of their coun- 
try. Ifthe price of wheat goes down in 
the Old World, must wo give up everything 
in despair! He did not believe that the 
mass of tlie honest farniors in this country 
wore going to adopt that policy, Woe aro 
in a botter position now to make a bargain 
with the United States thanever. Just as 
goon as the Americans are certain that we 
are determined to have a great British na- 
tion on the north of them, and that wo are 
never going to put ourselves into a position 
to be forced into union with them, then 
they will bo willing to make a fair bargain 
with us agive usa quid pro quo for what 
we gave thom. Why should we give up 
the great prospect of a great Britioh nation 
on the continent? People who have lost 
faith In this country are very weak, Mon 
who aro always crying out, **We will never 
be a success,” are not of much uso, He was 
willing to acknowledge that thinge are in 
bad shape. He was novertholess detormin- 
od that this Canadian country shall always 
be Canada. He did not like the system 
of the provinces extorting blackmail from 
| the Dominion. Wo have got to rane 
up such a sentiment that, like the honost 
son who goos to his fathor and 
says ho will support himuolf, the various 
provinces will cease to look for the driblote 
from Ottawa and will meet their own ox- 
penees, Woe havo got to put down scotar- 
ianism and provincialiom. Woe have got to 
put down everything that is going to pro- 
vent the provinces from being more united, 
Aw far aa our British association and con 
| nection are concerned, wo must atrive for 
| the advanocoment of a firm British power 
|heroe. With that wo will always havo freo- 
dom and power, If the time evor comes 
that tho groat nation should pay to us 
“You have grown too big for manago- 
ment,” wo must always hold on like men, 
and never pars from that which God has 
given us, We will not give ‘up the great. 
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oat gift of God, which is the nationality of 
the country. Thore are thousands who 
now support Commercial Union who would 
be opposed to itif they knew what it 
moana, We must discuss this question 
fairly and squarely, and keep it apart from 
politics. We must not let this become the 
petty ambition of any man. Woe must not 
beg the trade ofa nation which will erect 
barriers against other countries and against 
the country we love so much. In overy- 
thing wedo wo must bo loyal to the great 
nationality. with which God has entrusted 
us, and which will yot be tho great nation 
of this continent ** When I lose faith in 
Canada,’ said the Mayor in conclusion, **I 
donot want to live any longer.” (Applause. )

slon, and is theretore highly prized. Miss 
Bird, too, has recorded some very remark- 
able details on the materia medica of China 
and Japan.

WHAT THE MINISIER OF CUSTOMS THINKS OF 
THE PROJKCT. 


The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of 
Customs, being in town yesterday, and his 
opinion—as ths able and experienced head 
of the chief revenve collecting department 


emroial Union betioon Canada and the Unit- 
ed States being of great public interest and 
importance at the present time, the editor 
of this journal sought and obtained a few 
minutes’ conversation on the subjeet, with 
the Minister. 

Mr. Bowell, although not prepared to be 
formally interviewed, yet expressed him- 
self freely against the project as of a totally 


being precisely in harmony with those 
which have been expressed ini those col- 


umns, surrendering our right to make 
and reg own tariff, we would aban- 
don our dependence, which 


we had successfull maintained against the 
world, and our political severance from 


od States would follow within a very short 
time. 

Our madtfactures in general, being of 
the same chat oa those of the United 
States, with much smaller capital, less ac. 
quired skill, and less extensive, would in- 
evitably be swamped by those of the United 
States—such, tor example, as carriages and 


hari 


crushed out under a 174 per cent tariff, 
others had barely managed to exist under 
it, and with unrestricted competition from 
the United States a large majority of them 
would be swept out of existence within 
three months of the consummation of the 
commercial union. 

Mr. Bowell further said he should like 
the advocates of this wild project to, tell 
him where our revenue would come from 
under the proposed union. The United 
States tariff would of course govern and the 
result would be that we would, by the 
pooling arrangement, lose several millions 
in customs’ revenue, beéause we import 
much more largely from other countries 
than do the United States, and under their 
tariff wewould import from that country an 
immense quantity of goods which are now 
bought from other nations, all of which 
revenue would be lost. 

Time did not permit of the hon, gentle- 

man’s speaking on other branches of the 
subject, but he indignantly denied that the 
Conservative” party, had ever proélaimed 
the doc f free trade with the United 
States, or ever entertained the idea of such 
athing. The*‘ reciprocity of trade or reci- 
procity of tariffs'’ which was proclaimed in 
1876 applied only to natural productsa—such 
articles as are named inthe Tariff Act. The 
Conservative party had favored reciprocity 
asdofined in the treaty which oxpired in 
1866—not commercial union or anything 
Approaching to it, which he doclared to be 
wholly impracticablo, unless Canada was pre- 
pared for annexation to the United States. 

The Minister of Customs spoke for him- 
self only, but from the tone of his remarks 
it is perfectly nafe to conclude tht the pres- 
en’ Government are unitedly and determi- 
nedly hostilo to the project.

Orrawa, July 4.—Tendors closed to-day 
for the ocean mail contract, It is under- 
stood that the tenders in are one of C.P.R. 
capitalists and a joint ono of the Allan line 
and Dominion lines, The impression pre- 
yailing that the Allans could not get the 
contract in any case, owing to tho build of 
their ships, is dispelled by Mr. Andrew 
Allan having announced that if they get 
the contract the fastest steamers will be 
built for the purpose, and that the plans 
and lines of the proposed new vessels are 
evon now prepared, 

The businees cf the country during the 
fiscal year, just issued, shows satisfactory 
proofs of progress in eome departments. 
There are great increases, as will be seen 
when the blue booke are prepared. For 
instance, the postal business shows a great

Sin,—I have noticed that on several oc- 
casions Mr, Thomas Shaw, sccretary of the 
Central Farmers’ Toatitute, has taken the 
trouble to misrepresent the actions of the 
Canadian Manutacturors’ Association and 
of mysolf. Herotofore Mr. Shaw's mis 
atatements have beet ignored and probably 
for this reason he now considers himself 
absolved froma very careful consideration 
of the voracity of hianssertiona whon deal 
ing with the manufacturing interests. At 
a recont mooting of the Wentworth Farm- 
ers’ Inatitute, held in the city of Hamilton, 
Mr. Shaw is reported to hayo spoken as 
follows ;—"'A Mr. Nicholls, who writes as

facturers down. This, as you well know, 
isacalumny. All we ask is fair play and 
an opportunity to make tho most of our 
energies, which cannot be obtained under 
the existing state of affairs, The farmers 
can, if they will, show this special agent of 
the manufacturers that they know not only 
how to govern their own affairs but that 
they are the balance of power in the Do- 
minion. 1 must confess that I have been 
marvellously struck With the force, the 
common senso and the knowledge of tho 
men who have been practically character- 
ized by the secretary of the Manufacturors’ 
Association ag know-nothings.”’ 

In reply to Mr. Shaw's porsonal rofer- 
ences contained in the above oxtract, I 
would say, sir, that thoy lack the essential 
elements of truth and candor; but if ie 
has read any of my letters to the press he 
knows that not a single line warrants his 
gratuitous fabrications, and I would further 
say that in the discussion of a question of 
such moment, cheap personal clap-trap bo- 
fitting a cross-road politician is neither the 
most effective nor dignitiod moans of pre- 
sonting ono’s views to thie public, at the 
time when we are all sincerely ‘desirous of 
arriving at an uprojudiced. opinion as to 
which course would result in the greatest 
good to the groatost number, 

Ihave not written on this question as 
secretary of the Canadian Manufactnrers’ 
Association. I have not accused the farm- 
era of trying to build themselves up by 
pulling the manufacturers down,and I have 
never even by implication character- 
ized the farmers as know-nothings. These 
denials are emphatic and the onus of prov- 
iny his assertions lies with Mr, Shaw, 

This same gentleman has said in refer- 
ence to the manufacturing industries :— 
‘** But when this floutishiog little interest 
tell the 200,000 farmera of Ontario that 
commercial union with the United States is 
not in the interests of Canada, that re- 
spectable body can surely afford to accept 
the statement as a good joke.” Whilst 
regrotting the offenciveness of Mr. Shaw's 
chosen language | must also differ with 
his deductions. It is claimed that the 
total annual production of Canadian farms 
is $400,000,000 annually, truly a brave show- 
ing, hence the covert sneer at the indus- 
trial classes. But there are two sides to 
every question, and although in the last 
census year, 1881, qurindustrial establish- 
ments were neither as numerous nor as ex- 
tensive as at present, I find that, according 
to the official figures, the value of their 
products amounted to $309,000,000, and 
that they paid out in wages the enormous 
sum of $60,000,000 for that year, From 
personal knowledge I venture the state- 
ment that wero a census taken this year 
the total value of productions would exceed 
$500,000,000, so that Mr. Shaw’s jibe at 
the ** manufacturers’ little interest’ was as 
injudicious as it was boorish and uncalled | 
for, 

Let me analyze these figures still further. 
Our total production of farm products is 
estimated at $400,000,000, of which 10 per 
cent or $40,000,000 is exported and 90 per 
cent. or $360,000,000 enters into home 
consumption. Who buys this, and who 
pays for it? Apart from those engaged in 
professions and in commerce, what per 
centage of the annual amount of $60,000, - 
000 (now possibly $100,000,000) paid by 
manufacturerg to their employees goes in- 
to the pockets of the farmer? Supposing 
that free traders haye all the time erred in 
claiming so persistently that the con- 
aumers pay the duty, and admitting for 
the sake of argument, that in the event of 
Commercial Union the farmer would got 
an increased price for his horses and _bar- 
ley equivalent to the full amount of the 
duty now levied by tho United States, 
wouldat oflset the certain loss of custom he 
is now in receipt of from the mechanics and 
artisane,let alone those engaged in our finan- 
cial inetitutions and in nercantile pureuits? 

Let me try to establish» conclusion. For 
the fiscal year onding June SUth, 1886, the 
total value of exports of horses to the Unit- 
ed States was $2,104,355, on which $420,- 
871 waa collected as duty.

It must be borne in mind that the above 
figures deal with only some of the most im- 
portant of farm productions similar to our 

own, and do not include the items of butter 
and cheese, which would swell the total im- 
mensely, but sufficient data in given to 
show that our friends across the line appoar 
to not only produce quite suflicient to 
moet the most of their own requiromeute, 
but export their over-production to the 
extent of about $500,000,000 annually, 

Now look atthe question from a different 

standpoint and critically examine the value 
to the commonwealth of the ‘little in- 
terest” of which Mr, Shaw speaks.so dis- 
paragingly. 1b has been claimed that 
seven tenths of the working population of 
the Dominion are engaged in agricultural 
pursuits. This statement is wide of the 
mark, as according to the consua returns 
but 40 per cont, are employedin agriculture, 
whilet 20 per cent. are employed in manu- 
facturing industries, the remaindor em- 
bracing those engaged in commerce, 
the professions and domestic service, 
1t is not my object to belittle the import- 
ance of the farming interests, but I am en- 
deavoring to get at the facts, which I take 
as] find them. Tho 40 per cent. engaged 
in agriculture turn their capital over but 
once a yoarand spond little of what is re- 
ceived in payment for their sales in 20m- 
parison to the other classes, The farmer 
grows his own subsistence, and what he 
may, spend outside of this for cottons and 
woollene, stoves, furniture, etc., amounta 
to a comparatively small sum per head per 
annum, Itis far different with the other 
classes, who spend a large percentage of 
their total income for such necessaries of 
lifo as are produced by the farming 
community. This much has been - said 
in order to demonstrate the value of the 
home market to the farmer and for the 
purpose of working upto the point at 
which I will attempt to prove the constantly 
increasing valus of this home market. 
Again, referring to the census report, I tind 
that for the period embraced between the 
years 1871 and 1881, the increase in our 
population in the towns and cities was 33 
per cent,, whilst during the same period 
the increase of the rural population was 
but 15.6 por cent. These are instructive 
tiguros aud afford ample food for reflection. 
The best authorities all agree that in the 
great European markets the wheat from 
India will soon displace that ¢x ported from 
this continent. When the tine comes what 
will the United States do with her annual 
surplus production of 100,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, which is the mean of the total 
exports from that country during the past 
eight yeara? With our constant additions 
to our urban population, the home market, 
in the time of trial, will be found to be the 
only market which is safe and secure. 

Another circumstance that is worth con- 
sideration is the fact I have previously re- 
ferred to, viz:—That the capital of the 
farmor is generally invested in his land, 
buildings and implements, and that the 
interest on the capital thus investcd is re- 
presented by the net results obtained from 
his crops, live stock, dairy products, ete. ; 
the capital usually remaining intact with 
constant additions in the shape of improve- 
ments which increase the original value of 
the farm. A large proportion of this cap- 
ital is ‘turned over” but once a year, when 
the crops are harvested. On the other 
hand, the merchant or manufacturer may 
own neither land nor buildings, but the 
capital invested in his business may be 
“turned over” as often as once a month, 
circulating in every direction and giving 
employmentto an army of assistants of 
high or low degree, who spend a large per- 
centage of their earnings for those neces- 
garios which our friends the farmers are 
always ready to sell for hard cash, 

From a careful review ot the situation it 
soems to me that thriving cities, towns and 
villages atthe farmer's door, and that pros- 
p2rous merchants and diversfied industries 
creating an army of consumers on the spot, 
are tho most reliable factors in the prosper- 
ity of the farmer. 

Thore are many other deductions which 
may be drawn from the official statistics of 
this country and of the United States, but 
space will not allow me to encompass them 
within the ordinary limit of one newspaper 
letter,

Dear Sin,—I notice by the report that 
the Jast cheese market in your city was 
very slimly attended, in consequence of the 
cheese having been bought up previous to 
that day. Would it not be better, as there | 
is a market established, to atrongthen it as 
much as possible by refusing to sell outside 
the Board? as in the majority of cases, 
Board prices exceed outside bids, We have 
only to compare the prices paid for the last 
half of June cheese wherever contracts were 
made in this and other sections, with the 
prices paid in places whero the selling was | 
mainly done through the Board of Trade ; | 
and besides, it gives every dealer in cheese 
who chooses to attend, a fair opportunity 
to make at least an offer, I think the pat- 
rons of cheese fec'ories as a rule would pre- 
fer that salesmen become members of the 
Board, and will bo satisfied with results if 
their cheese is sold in that way. [t will 
also relieve salesmen of a good deal of anx- 
iety and responsibility, by giving them a 
better idea of the market than they other- 
wise could have, and putting them in know- 
ledge of what othera obtain ; and if occa- 
sionally an outside bid should exceed the 
prices offered on the Board, would it not 
be wise if needs be to accept even a lower 
bid, if a higher one outside is intended to 
draw off support from the Board and there- 
by impair its efliciency.

The Afghan Situation, 


EVENTS IMMINENT THAT MAY LEAD ENGLAND 
INTO WAR. 


Lonvon, July 5.—Tho news from Afghan. 
istan is really serious, The latest telegrams 
announce anothor deteat of the Ameer's 
troops by the Ghilzvis and states that the 
inhabitants of the Herat province are ready 
to join the rebels, The Persian minister 
and others have had interviews with Lord 
Salisbury and dwelt upon tne possibility of 
Russian occupancy of Herat. It is not 
denied that the Czar's forces are within a 
few forsakhs of that place. (An Afghan 
forsakh denotes, it is understoud,about the 
distance a horse can walk in an hour.) 

The fall of the Amser's power may be 
followed by circumstances which would ex- 
cite Russian occupation, and the Persians 
have in former times regarded such posses- 
sion of Herat as sufticient reason for war ; 
but now, so the Persian minister has in- 
formed Lord Salisbury, the Shah would not 
lift a finger against the Russians. Russian 
occupation of Herat would undoubtedly 
be followed by English occupation of Can- 
dahar, and the war office is anxious over 
the likelihood of events occurring that may 
lead to hostilities between Russia and 
England. 

Lonvon, July 5.—Advices from Cabul 
say that the Ameer suspecting the fidelity 
of the Janishedies near Herat, owing to 
the visits of a Ruesian emissary, imprison- 
ed the Khan and threatens to shoot him 
unless the tribe send him to Cabul with 
some of their chiefs at hostages. A number 
of the head men of the Janishedies have 


one over to the Russians. The forts at 
erat have been repaired and the crops 
aronnd the city harvested. 

Lonpon, July 5,—England and Russia 
have made mutual concessions regarding 
the Afghan boandary, which it is expected 
will result in an early agreement.

A POINTER FOR THE WIMANITSs, 


Lonvon, July 5.—In the House of Lords 
last night Lord Leamington asked for the 
production of the correspondence with the 
Canadian government respecting thechanges 
in the tariff, 

Earl Onslow said he could see no adyan- 
tage that would arise from the production 
of the papers, The government's policy 
was to leave to Canada the regulation of 
her own fiscal offairs, 

Earl Granville held that while England 
adopted the wise policy of permitting the 
Dominion to regulate her own tariffs, she 
was not to be debarred from making friendly 
communications when tariffs were imposed 
which seemed disadvantageous to this as 
compared with other countries, 

The Earl of Dunraven contended that 
the policy of Canada had done no harm to 
England, but, onthe contrary, had done 
much good. He congratulated the Goy- 
ernment on the fact that it had not at- 
tempted to interfere with the fiscal arrange- 
ment of the Dominion, 

In response tofurther urging Lord Onslow 
assented to laying the papers on the table.

PARNELLISM AND OnIMt 


The Phoontxs Pack Murders, 


FURTHER DISCLOSURES Bb

The London Vimesof June 15ch 
more reverts to the subject of ‘Parnellism ’ 
and Crime,” introducing the matter by say- 
ing that the Parnellites, having declined 
all logitimate means of clearing their char- 
acters, have fallon back on the prudent 
plan of ignoring tlie statements we have 
mado respecting their relations with the 
authors and the advocates of crime. We 
do not intend to let the subject drop be- 
cause it is distasteful to these gentlemen. 
They have made their bed and muat lie on 
it. They haye profited by the patronage 
and by the pecuniary assistance of Patrick 
Ford and hin gung, and thoy must not com- 
plain that they ere identifiod with their 
transatlantic partners. To day we publish 
some facts bearing on the Phenix Park 
murders,” Much myatery still attaches to 
the relations between the Irish Land 
League and the invincible conspiracy, which 
culminated in the Phoenix Park murders, 
but a good deal is known besides what ap- 
peared in the evidence at the trials of tho 
complicity of some of the **Constitutional- 
ists’ with that crime. It must be borne in 
mind that the Parnellites maintain that 
the Land League and the National League 
in Ireland, England, and the United States 
are all constitutional bodies, working by 
lawful means for lawful ends, and that 
there isa complete solidarity established 
between all these loagues in the threo 
countries, The unity of the organization 
on both sides of the lrish Channel is provy- 
ed by a scoret circular iesued by the execu- 
tive of the League at Wostiminister three 
days after tho suppression of the parent 
society in Irelands Lt showa that the con- 
spirators recognized the illegality of their 
proceedings. The following is the text of 
It: 

‘* Strictly private. 
members only. 

** Lonpon, October 21st, 1881, 

‘Dear Sin,—-It is earnestly requested 
that the utmost caution be exercised by all 
the branches in their meetings and in their 
reports to the Press, that nothing be done 
or said which would enable the Government 
to establish a connection between our or- 
ganization and the Irish National Land 
League. Tothisend it will beabove all things 
necessary that no money be sent to Ireland 
and that no public announcement be made 
of any money you.may forward to us. The 
aim of the Government” is to establish a 
connection between the two bodies, in 
which case they would prosecute all of us 
here for conspiracy. The greatest care is 
necessary to prevent this. Make no refer- 
erence to this letter when writing to me, 
as many of my letters are opened in tho 
post,

The question of the disposition of the 
fund of £244,820 is intensely interesting, 
but upon this subject the curiosity of even 
the contributors themselves remains un- 
satistied. Accounts were urgently demand 
ed at ono time, but none have ever 
been given, Egan plainly informed his 
trusted intimates that certain sums had 
been spent for purposes which would not 
bear the light; and, in view of his own 
complicity with the Phounix Park murders, 
the particulars of his remittances, direct 
and indirect, to Frank Byrne might have 
proved embarassing. Egan's accounts 
merely disclosed the payments made, not 
the purposes for which the money was 
given. But the fact is clear, however, it 
being accounted for that several months | 
after he resigned the treasurership he had | 
funds in hand to enable his fellow criminal 
in the Phosnix Park murdor plot to escape 
to America, 

1f the League leaders bo the constitu 
tional agitators they now claim to be their 
earlier etaff appointments proye them to be 
the most unfortunate of men. As svon as 
the authorities in Dublin got upon the 
track of the Invincibles one after another 
of the salaried officials of the League both 
in Ireland and England acknowledged his 
complicity. with the crime through hurried 
and clandestine flight. And not only these, 
but also the trusted colleague and friend of 
the leaders, that ‘‘ clean handed patriot” 
Patrick Egan, did not dare to hold his 
ground. Whac proofs of hia guilt thore 
may be on record in Dublin Castle we can- 
not tell, but there can bo no reasonable 
doubt as ‘to what his part was in the crime. 
The treasurer of the loague paid the wages 
of the murderers. Upon this subject the 
Times shall probably have more to say here- 
after. 

It was Frank Byrne, the secretary to the 
English branch of the League, who pro- 
cured the weapons with which the crime 
was perpetrated, and his wife was after- 
wards feted in New York as ‘“‘tho bravo 
little woman” who carried those weapons 
to Dublin. 

Referring to the offices of the League at 
Westminister, the Zimes says: The regular 
occupants of the office wero Frank Byrno 
himself, D. McSweenoy,clork to the League, 
now dead, and Mr. il. Campbell, Mr. Par- 
nell’s private secretary, and now M. P, for 
Fermanagh. Tho treasurer of the League, 
Mr. Thomas Quinn, now M, P. for Kil- 
kenny, was a frequent visitor ; and while in 
London the Lrish M,P.’s were in and out at 
all hours. Tho M. P.’s of course held thoir 
caucus meetings there, as also did the 
executive committee of the League. In this 
oftice the weapons were kopt for sevoral 
days before Byrne removed them to his

On Russia's Now Railway, 


Ihave just returned from a long busi- 
neces tour along the north Persian frontier 
and as faras Mery, and | expect you will 
be glad to hear something about the new 
Central Asian railway, ‘The travelling is 
pretty slow and disagreeable, and in Eng 
land we should not think much of the way 
the line is laid, but the Ruasians seem to 
be making good use of it. Three times be- 
fore I gotto Askabadon the outward 
journey we were put into sidings to let big 
goods trains go by. One carried a quan- 
tity of Held guns (little ones) and waggons, 
about eightoen or twenty of each. I could 
not see what was inthe others, for every- 
thing was covered up; but thoy said at 
Askabad, ‘* That's military stores for the 
frout,”’ almost asifa war was going on. 
Indeed the railway is chiefly a military 
affair, but docs some business also in pil- 
grims, though I think fifty soldiors go east 
for one pilgrim. There was a long train of | 
soldiers at Askabad bound, they said, for 
Chardch ; but when | got to Chardeh a few 
days afterwards they were not thero, but 
many others were. 1| got an English news- 
paper of the beginning of March that said 
there was going to be no branch of the | 
line south from Kara Chacha, but only 
a branch up to Chardhui, onthe Oxua, 
It’s quite true there is not a branch south 
from Kara Chacha, aud if I had gone any 
further I should not have known there was 
anything more than the line to the Oxus, 
But I went as far as Mery, and a little way 
from Kara Chacha, sure enough, they were 
making a branch to the southeast, When 
I came back I asked about it. They said 
it was going one way to Meshed and the 
other way to Herat ; so your English paper 
is all wrong. They seemed to Le hurrying 
along with it, and at Kara Chacha there 
was a quantity of metals piled up ready to 
go on, some in trucks. The Nussians say 
the line to Meshed is for pilgrims, tho line 
to Herat is ‘for India ;” both will pay. 
Before you get this I expect the line will 
be ovér the old Afghan frontier and _ half 
way to the new one—perhaps up toit. They 
get along very quickly. Kizil Arvat to 
Merv took them only about 18 months,and 
the distance is about 400 miles. Kara 
Chacha to the old frontier (Afghan, mean) 
is only about 30 and the new one (Zulficar) 
only about 100 miles,

Free trade 
among ourselves is a good thing, and fair 
thing, because social, political, industrial 
and other conditions are uniform from one 
endof the land to the other. We have 
advantage of auch unrestricted traftio be- 
cause we are Americans. If outsiders wish 
to share in these things they can do so by 
com'ng in with us, The door is open. 
When an [rishman or a Gorman wants our 
good things he comes and partakes of 
them. We do not reach across the ocean 
to grasp him. If Canada wants free trade 
with this great country she can get it, once 
and for all, by casting in her lot with ours, 
Nobody who has any sense would strike a 
blow to annex her territory to ours; but 
when the Canadian people, kindred to us 
ia blood and Janguage, and living in a land 
which nature has made a part of ours, wish 
to become incorporated with this great Re- 
public, they will be cordially welcomed ; 
and we may confidently aflirm that they 
will never secure permanent free trade with 
us until this movement occurs,” 

From a United States standpoint the 
Textile Record takes a position at once 
natural and patriotic—the only position 
consistont with national pride and self-re- 
spect. Thacountry that cannot manage 
its own fiscal affairs is unworthy of exer- 
cising the priveleges of self government ;

The Story of a Slaver, 


HEARTLESS EXPEDIENTS OF A MAN NOW LIV- 
ING IN BOSTON, 


To-day I heard a story from a sea captain, 
who has been all over the world, and finally 
sottled near Atlanta, the best place, he says, 
hehas everfound. Among the seafaring men 
he knew before the war, was a captain that 
had been a slaver. Once he had a cargo of 
300 slaves, sailing with them from off the coast 
of Africa to Ciba. After a few days’ sail 
he saw he wes chased by a United States 
manof wer If he was caught with the 
slaves, the poualty was death for him and 
his crew, and his cargo was worth $200,- 
000. So he had two incentives to get away 
—escape or capture. He hung the heavy 
all around the hull of his vessel, on the out- 
side, just below the edge of the deck. It 
was held by some cleats. These cables are 
so heavy that a man can only lift about two 
feet of one. Then he had the 300 naked 
negroes brought on deck and each one's 
wrists crossed and tied fast. They were 
then placed along the guuwales, facing out- 
ward and leaning over, and astrong cord 
fastened the hands of each one to this 
heavy iron cable just below them on the 
outside. 

Then th in waited the result of the 
race, He had on every stretch of canvas 
his poles could carry. If he could run till 
dark he hoped to dodge the steamer and 
be out of sight before another day. But 
the sun did not ‘go down fast enough and 
the steamer came pn too fast. There was 
at last no hope of escape. The crew stood 
ready with axes ; the captain raised his 
hand and in an istant every cleat was 
knocked loose, There was a> sudden jerk, 
over went the negroes; there was for an 
instant a fringe of 600 black hee's in the 
air, and cable and negroes were gone 
to the hottom. Commodore Maury says 
tho pressure of water at great depths is 
such that fishes cannot go there to devour 
and chemical decomposition cannot take 
place. So these negroes are down there 
yot, still tied’in a circle to that iron cable, 
with their heads down and heels up, in the 
eternal stillness of those depths. 

As soon as the man-of war came up, a 
lieutenant boarded the slaver and found 
plenty of signs of negroes, but not a single 
slave. And the captain was not arrested, 
fle sv0n had another cargo of negros, which 
he this time successfully landed and sold 
in Cuba, On hig return to Boston, however, 
he and his mate fell out and the mate told 
on him, The captain ran away to Cuba and 
was not prosecuted. After awhile his 
friends succeededin gettinga pardon for him 
from the president and he returned to 
Boston, where he now resides—wealthy, 
happy and respected, He tuld hia story to 
his old friend, who told it to me. Aas for 
the poor negroes jerked over the gunwales 
ao suddenly headforemost into the water 
forever—woll, they were captured while

TABERNACLE SERMONS, 


PAUL IN THE BASKET. 


Manrna’s Vingyarp, Masy., July 3.—Many 
hundreds «f Brook yn Tabernacle people and 
th ir friends have made a pilgrimage to this 
place, Tt1s one pointin an excursion of six days, 
taking in Newport, Nantucket, and this island. 
The Rev'd T, DeWitt Ialmage, D.D , preached 
here this morning in the great campmecting tab- 
ernacle, Thousands of people were present from 
all parte of New England, The music was con- 
ducted by a band, 

Dr. Talmage's text was:—‘' Throngh a win- 
dow in a basket was I let down by the wall "— 
2 Cor, xi. 33 He said: 

Sermons on Paul in Jail. Paul on Mars Hill, 
Paul in the shipwreck, Paul before the Sanhe- 
drim, Paul before Felix are plentiful, but io my 
text we have Paul ip a basket. Darnascus is a 
city of while and glistering architecture, some- 
times called “the eye of the East,” sometimes 
called ‘‘a pearl surrounded by emeralds,” at 
one time distinguish’d for swords of the best 
material called Damascus blades, and upholstery 
of richest fabric called damasks. A horseman 
by the name of Saul, riding towards this city, 
had been tbrowntrom the saddle, The horse 
had dropped under a flash from the sky, which 
at the same time was so bright it blinded the 
rider for many i pent think, sopermanently 
injured his eyesight that this defect of vision 
became the thorn in the flesh he afterwards 
speaks of. He storted for Dama ovs to butcher 
Christians, but after that hard fall from his 
horse he was a chavged man and pesnched 
Christ in Damascus till the city was shaken to 
its foundation, 

The wayor gives authority for his arrest, and 
the popular cry is *“‘Killhim ! killhim!” The 
city 1¢surrounded by a high wall and the gates 
are watched by the police lest the Sicilian 
preacherescape, Many of the houses are built 
on the wall, and their balccnies projected clear 
over and hovered above the gardens outside. It 
was customary to lower baskets out of these 
balconies and pull up fruits and flowera from 
the gardens, Ir this day visitors at the monas- 
tery at Mount Sinai are lifted andlet down in 
baskets. Detectives prowled around from 
house to house looking after Paul, but his 
friends bid him, now in one place, now in anvther. 
He is no coward, os fifty incidents in his life 
demonstrate, But he feels his work is not cone 
yet, and so he evades assossination, ‘Is that 

reachier here ?”’ the foaming inob shout at one 

ouse door, ‘'Is that fanatic here ?"’ the police 
shout at another house door, Sometimes on the 
street incognito he passes through a crowd of 
clenched fists and a metimes he secretes hiin- 
self on the housetops. At last the infuriated 
populace get on sure track of him, Thoy have 
positive evidence that Le isin the house of one 
of the Christians, the baloony of whose home 
reaches over the wall, ‘Here he is! Here he 
is !” The vociferation and blasphemy and how)- 
ing of the pursuers are at the frontdoor, They 
breakin, *‘Fetoh out thot gospelizer, and let 
us hang hishead onthe city gate. Where 18 
he ?” The emergency was terrible. Proyidential- 
ly there wasa good stout basket in the house. 
Paul's friends fasten » rope to the basket, 
Paul steps into it. The bosket is lifted to the 
edge of the balcony on the wall, and then while 
Paul holds on to the rope with both hands his 
friends lower away, carefully and cautiously, 
slowly but surely, further down and further 
down, uatil the basket strikes (he earth and the 
a noutle steps out and afoot, and alone starts on 
that famous missionary tow, the story which 
has astonished earth and heaven, Appropriate 
entry in Pau ’s dairy of travela ; *' Througha 
window ina basket was I let down by the wall.” 

Observe, first, on what a slender tenure great 
results hang. The ropemaker who twisted that 

cord fastened to the lowering buaket never knew 
how much would depend Bpon the streng h of 
it. How if it had been broken and tho apostle’s 
life had been dashed out? What would have 
become of the Christian church? All that 
magnificent misstooary work in Pamphilia, 
Cappadocia, Galatis, Macedonia would never 
have been accomplished. Al his writings that 
make up so indispensable avd enchanting a part 
cf the New Testament would never have been 
written. ‘The story of r sucrection would never 
have been #0 glori-usly told as heatold it. That 
example of heroic and triumphant endurance 
at Philippi, in the Mediterranean Euroclydon, 
under flagellation and at his beheading would 
not bave kindled the courage of ton thousand 
martyrdoms. But the rope holding the baeket, 
how much dopended on it! So, again and 
ayain, great results have hung on what seemed 
slender circumstances. 

Did ever ship of many thousand tons croesin 
the sea have such important passenger as had 
once a boat of leaves from taffrail to stern, only 
three or four feet, the vessel made waterproof 
by a cont of bitumen, avd floating on the Nile 
with the infant lawgiver of the Jowa on board? 
What if some crocodile should crunch it? What 
if some of the o.ttle wading in for a drink 
should sink it? VYeasels of war sometimes car:y 
forty guns looking through the port holes, ready 
to open battle, But that tiny craft on the Nile 
seems to be armed with all the guns of thunder 
that bombarded Sinai at the lawgiving., On how 
fragilo craft eoiled how much historical import 
ance ! 

The parsonage at Wpworth, England ison fire 
in the night, and the father rushed through the 
hallway for the rescue of his children. Seven 

children are out and safe on the ground, but one 
remaina in the consuming building, That one 
wakes, and findiog bis bed on bre and the 
building crumbling, comes to the window, and 
two peasants make a ladder of their bodies, one 
peasant standing on the shoulder of the other, 
and down the human ladder the boy descenda— 
John Wesley. If you would know how much 
depended on that Jadder of peasants, ask the 
millions of Methodists on both sides of the sea.

awa ashore, the Bible held in hia teeth. - The 
book was read on all sides until the ‘rough and 
viclous population were evauge ized, and a 
church was started and an enlightened common 
wealth eatablished, and the world's hiatory has 
no moro brillant page than that which tells of 
the transformation of » nation by one book, It 
did not seem of much imp rtance whether the 
sailor continued to hold the book in his teeth or 
Jot it fallin the breakers, but upon what small 
circumstances depended what mighty results 

Practical inference : There are no insignifi- 
cancen in our lives ‘The minutest thing is part 
of ainagnitude. Infiuvity is made up of infin. 
itesimals, Great things an oggre gation of amall 
things. Bethlebem manger pulling on a atar 
in the eastern kky. One book in a drenched 
sailor's mouth the evangelization of a multitude, 
One boat of papyrus on the Nile freighted 
with events of allages. The fate of Christen 
dom in a basket let down from a window on the 
wall. What you do, do well, Ifyou make a 
rope make it strong and tr 1¢, for you know not 
how much toay depend on your workmanship 
If you fashion a boat let it be waterproof ror 
you know not who may eail init. If you put a 
Lible in the trunk of your boy as he goes from 
home let it be heard in your prayers, for it may 
have a mission as far reaching as the book which 
the sailor carried in his t«eth to the Pitcairn 
beach. Ihe plaivest man’s life is an island 
between two elervities—eternity past rippling 
against hio shoulders, eternity to come touchivg 
his brow, The casual, the accidental, that which 
merely happened 60, ara parts of a great plan, 
and the rope that lets the fugitive apostle from 
the Damascus wallis the cable that holds to ite 
moo:ing the ship of the church in the northeast 
storm of the centuries 

Again, notice unrecopniz'd and unrecorJed 
Services. Who spun that rope? Who tied it to 
the basket? Who steadied the i'lus‘ rious 
preacher as ho stepped into it? - Who relaxed 
not a muscle of the arm or dismissed an anxious 
look from his face until the basket touched the 
ground and discharged its magniticent cargo ? 

ot oneof their names had come to u’, but 
there was no work dove that day in Damascus 
or in all the earth compared with the importance 
of their work. What if they had in. the agitation 
tied'a knot that could slip? What if the sound 
of the mob atthe deor had Jed them to Bay: 

Pau' must take care of himself, and we wall 
take care of ourselves ?” No, no! They held 
the rope, andin doing so did more for the 
Christiao church than any thousand of us will 
ever accomplish. But God knows and has 
made eternal record of their ucdertaking. And 
they know. How exultant they must hevefelt 
when they read his Jetters to the Romana, to the 
Ooriuthians, to the Gala'ians, to the Ephesian®, 
to the Philippians, to the Coloesians. to the 
Thessalonians, to Limothy, to Titus, to 
Philemon, tothe Hebrewa,aud.when they heard 
how he walked out of prison with the rarthquake 
unlocking the door for him, and took command 
of the Alexandrian corn shi» when the s»tlora 
were nearly all scared to death, and preached 
4 sermon that néarly shook Felix off his jndg- 
ment seat, I hear the men ‘and women who 
helped him down through the wicdow ant over 
the wall talking in private over the matter, and 
saying: ‘How glad I am that we effocted that 
rescue! In coming titnes others nay get tha 
plory of Paul’s work, but no one shall rob us of 
the satisfaction of knowing that we held the 
rope. 

Once for thirty-six hours we expected cyery 
moment to go to the bottom of the ccean. The 
waves struck through the skylights and rushed 
down into the hold of the snip and hisscd against 
the boilers. It was'an awfal time ; but by the 
blessing of God and the faithfulness of tha men 
in charge, we camo out of of the cyclone and we 
arrived at home, Each one before leaving the 
ship jhanked Capt. Andrews. I do not think 
there was a man or women that went off that 
ship without thanking Capt. Andrews, and 
when years after I heard of his death I was 
impelled to write a letter of condolence to his 
family in Liverpool. Ezerybody recognized the 
goodness, the courage, the kindness of Capt. 
Andrews ; but it occurs to me now that we never 
thanked the engineer, He stood away down in 
the darkness amid the hissing furnases doing his 
whole duty. Nobody thanked the enginear, but 
God reorgaized his heroism and his continuance 
and his fidelity, and there will bs. just as high 
reward for ths engineer who worked out of 
sight as for the captain who stcod on the bridge 
of the ship in the midst of the howling tempsst. 

There are sail to be about 69,000 ministers of 
religion in this courtry, Ab: ut 50,000 I warrant 
came from early homes which had to struggle 
for the necessaries of life. The sons of rich 
bavkers and merchants, The mbst of those 
who become ministers are ths sons of those who 
had terrific struggle to get their everyday bread. 
The collegiate and theological education of that 
son took every luxury from the parental table 
for eight years. The other children were more 
scantily appareled. The son at college every 
little while got a bundlefrom home. In it were 
the socks that mother had knit, sitting up late 
at uicht, her sight not as good as once it waa. 
And there also were some delicacies from the 
sister's hand for the voracious appetite of a 
hungry student, The father swung the heavy 
cmale through the wheat, the sweat rolling from 
his chin bedewing every step of the way, and 
then sitting down under the cherry tree at noon 
thinking to himself: ‘‘I am fearfully tired, but 
it will pay if I can once see that boy through 
college,and if I can know that he will be preach- 
ing the Gospel after Iam dead.” The younger 
children want to know why they can’t have this 
and that. as others do, and the motker eays : 
“Be patient, my children, until your brother 

radustes, and then youshall have moreluxuries; 

ut we must seo that boy through ” 

Tho yeara go by, and the son bas be n ordain- 
ed and 1s preaching the glorious Gospel, and a 

reat revival comes, and souls by scores and 

undred,s accept the Gospel from the lips of that 
young preacher, and father and mother, quite 
old now, are visiting the son at the village par 
sonage, and at the close cf a Sabbath of mighty 
blessing fath rand mother retire to their room, 
the son lighting the way and asking them if he 
can do anything to make them more comfort. 
able, saying if they want anything in the night 
just to knock on tho wall. And then, all alone, 
father and mother talk over the gracious ia 
fluences of the day and say; “Well, it was 
worth all we went through to educate that boy. 
It was a hard pull, but we held on till the work 
was done, The world may not know it, but, 
mother, we held the rope, didn’t wet” And 
the voice, tremn!ous with joyful emotion, re 
aponds: ‘Yes, father, we held the repe. I 
feel my work ia done, Now, Lord, lettest thou 
thy ser ant depart in peace, for mine eyes have 
seon thy aalyation,”” ‘Pshaw !" saya the fath 
er, ‘I never felt so much like living in my life 
ae now, I want to see what that fellow is going 
on to do, he has brgun ao well”

Lato on a Sundayaftornoon in July 1776, 
thres young girls ventured from the enclo- 
sure of Boonesborough to amuse themeeslves 
with a canoe upon the river that flowed by 
the fort. Insensibly they dmfted with the 
lazy curront, and before they were aware 
of thoi danger were seized by five warriors, 
Thoir resistance was useless, though thoy 
wielded the paddles with desperation ; their 
canoo was drawn ashore, and they were hur- 
riod off in rapid retreat toward the Shaw- 
neo towns in Ohio, Their screams were 
heard at the fort, and tho cause well guess- 
ei, Twoofthe girls were Betsey and 
Frances,daughters of Colonel Richard Cal!- 
away, the other was Jemima, daughter of 
Boone. Tho fathers were absent, but soon 
returned to hear the eyil news and arrange 
the pursuit. Callaway assembled a mount- 
od party, and was away through the woods 
to head off the Indians, if possible, before 
they might reach and cross the Ohio, or 
before the fatigue of their rapid march 
should so overcome the poor girls as to 
cause their captors to tomahawk them, and 
so disencumber their flight. Boone started

the rescue, in a letter written the next Sun- 
day to the Lieutenant of Fincastle, Colonel 
William Preston ; 

“Our study had been how to get the 
prisoners without giving the Indians time 
to murder them after they discovered us, 
Four of us fired, and all of us rushed on 
them ; by which they were prevented from 
carrying anything away except one shot- 
gun without any ammunition, Colonel 
Boone and myself had each a pretty fair 
shot as they began to move off. I am well 
convinced 7 shot one through the body. 
Tho one he shot dropped his gun ; mine 
had none. The place. was covered with 
thick cane, and being so much elated on 
recovering the three poor little heart-bro- 
ken girls, we were prevented from making 
any further search, We sent the Indians 
off almost naked, some of them without 
their moccasins, and none of them with so 
much as a knife or atomakawk. After the 
girls came to themselves sulliciently to 
speak, they told us that there were five 
Indians,four Shawanese and one Cherokee; 
they could speak good English, and said 
they should go to the Shawanese towns. 
The war-club we gob was like those | have 
seen of that nation, and several words of 
their language, which the girls retained, 
were known to be Shawanese.”’

The Sportsman's Music, 


Under the above title W. J. Henderson 
contributes to the July Century an article 
on the calle of the various game birds with 
their musical notations. We quote as fol 
lows: ‘Unfortunately for the goose, it can 
bo imitated to perfection, and the unhappy 
birds frequently meet their end by paying 
to much heed to its deceptive notes.

These two shooters live on 
opposite sides of a large pond, and are on 
the constant watch for birds of any kind 
that may come in from the sea to reat, 
Early one morning Mr. Bright heard a dis 
tant but vigorous honking. He soon saw 
a flock of seven geese flying in towards the 
pond. Quickly getting his gun and some 
heavy cartridges, hie hastened down to the 
edge of the pond, keeping himself hidden 
behind a heavy hedge. As soon as he 
had selected his position, he  utter- 
eda vigorous honk, to which the lead 
er of the incoming flock responded. 
I'lying low, they sailed majestically in over 
the opposite shore, a hundred and fifty 
yards away from Mr. Bright. They were 
evidently weary, and anxiousto settle down 
in the smooth water#ofthepond. Suddenly 
out of the tall marsh grasa on the shore 
opposite Mr, Bright,two puffs of blue amoke 
and two booming reports rolled out. The 
leader of the flock folded his wings and fell 
to the ground dead, Mr. Bright then 
know for the first time that Captain Green 
was at hand. The birds swerved from 
their course and flew toward Mr. Bright, 
who easily killed the second bird. Both 
he and Captain Green did not cease honk- 
ing, and the birds after going away, to a 
considerable distance, sailed back again.

With his heavy gunn he killed 
two of them, when they vircled and swept 
across the pond, where Captain Green killed 
two more. The remainingbird, which had 
been wounded by scattering shot, made a 
hard struggle to rise to a safe height. 
Captain Green hastily slipped in a cartridge 
and took a longshot. <A few feathers fell 
from the bird, and he flow across the pond. 
Mr. Bright then got a long shot at him, 
breaking his wing and bringing him down.”

Houre of Commons on the 6th of March, 
1878, whon the Mackenzie Government was 
in power, Fly said: There is no wrong in 
‘*a reciprocity of Lariffa, it is to our inter- 
‘Cost, but Zam cmsident that one great ob- 
ject in having something lke a retaliatory 
** policy ul be that if you are to have re- 
‘“ciprocity un trade you aol only qet it in 


** that way.”

They (che Americans) will 
** not have anything like reciprocity of trade 
** with us, unless we show them that it will 
* be to their advantage. Whyshould they 
‘cive us reciprocity when Lhey have our 
**markets open to thom now! Jt ts only 
‘by closing our doora and by cutting them 
** out of our markets that the y will open theirs 
‘\to us, _If they were now told: you can- 
** not come in unless you give ua reciproc- 
‘ity, that would be found with them a 
‘*powerful argument. If you say, ‘we 
‘* will cripple your trade, and shut you out, 
but at Ure same lime we will give you every 
‘opportunity of fairly entering into a 
‘* yeciprocity of trade with 14, if nol we will 
** keep vur markets to owrseloes,'"’ 

The above extracts show that Sir John's 
views in 1878 were not at all what you as- 
sume the National Policy meant. But to 

ut the question beyond a doubt | give in 
full the famous resolution he moved on the 
occasion on which he made the speech [ain 
quoting from, It is as follows ; 

“That this House 18 of opinion that the wel- 
fare of Canada requires the adoption of a Na- 
tional Police, which, by a jndicieus readjust- 
ment of the Tariff, will bevetit and foster the 
Agricultural, the Afioing, the Manufacturing 
aod other inte rosts of the Dominion; that suc 
a policy will retain in Canada thousands of our 
fellow-countryinep, now obliged to expatriate 
thamsely:s in search of the employment denied 
them at home; will restore prosperity to our 
struggling icdustiies, now so sadly depressed ; 
will prevent Canada from being made a sacr fice 
market; will encourage and develop an active 
inter-provinc'al trade, and moving (as tt ought to 
do) in the direction of a reciprocity of Tariffs with 
our neighbors. so far as the varied interests of 
Canada may demand, will areatly lend to procure 
for this country,eventual’y,a reciprocity of trade 

Ultimate reciprevity of trade, as the out- 
come of the adoption of the National Po. 
licy, was plainly in Sir John’s mind, and 
not the isolation that you advocate, The 

resent apparent willingness of the United 
states to grant reciprocity shows tho old 
loader’s foresight. It has come to pass 
exactly as he predicted and evidently de- 
sired. Had Mr, Mackenzie's policy of jug 
handled free trade been continued, the 
Americans would now have control of our 
markets, and, as we could offer no quid pro 
quo, they would laugh at our proposition 
for reciprocity. The National Policy has 
created a condition of things that places us 
in a position to make a trade, and the 
Americans are likely to give us the oppor- 
tunity at an early date, 

You do not accept my statement that the 
removal of the American duty on barley 
would benetit our farmers.to the full extent 
of the duty. Iam pleased to be in excel- 
lent company in this matter, and find in 
the speech of Sir John, from which | have 
already quoted, the following unanswerable 
presentation of the case : 

Sir John said, ‘‘ | put a case in the East- 
ern Townships of a man upon the imagin- 
ary line which is between this country and 
tho United States. Suppose he has ]00 
acres of land on the Canadian side of the 
line and 100 acres on the American side. 
Suppose he grows 1,000 bushels of barley 
on each of his farms. He takes his 1,000 
American bushels to the American market 
and gets one dollar a bushel for it. Ho 
takes his 1,000 bushels of Canadian barley 
to the American market and gets but 85 
cents per bushel, because he has to pay 15 
per cent duty for taking it across that im 
aginary line. How could it in this case be 
said that the consumer pays the duty? It 
comes out of the pocket of the Canadian 
farmer.” 

My argument is sustained by an authority 
that you will not question,and what is true 
of barley is equally soin regard to any of 
our exports, the market price of which is 
fixed in the country to whieh they are export- 
ed. To get into that market the pxporter 
must pay all imposts, If the market price 
of barley were fixed in Canada and the 
Americans were obliged to come here for it 
then the consumer would pay the duty. 
Consumers of American coal in Canada have 
been ob'iged to pay the Canadian duty be- 
cause they had to goto the United States 
foritand the price is regulated there. 
Cousumers of Canadian barley in the Unit- 
ed States do not pay the American duty, 
for the reason that they have barley of 
their own and their market controls the 
price here, 

Reforring again to the iron question, I 
would point ont that the official figures you 
oN amply sustain my contention, that by

We copy the above mainly becauso the 
Writer unconsciously supplies a very strong 
argument against commercial union, If it 
wore not for the ** ruinous tariff wall” the 
farmers around Welland could take their 
hay, butter, eggs, meat, wood, barley, peas, 
beans, poultry, ete., to Butlalo, and could 
get from 26 to 50 per cent, more than they 
can get in Welland. Now let us examine 
these statements. The United States duty 
on hay is $2aton. If the Welland tarmec 
could get $18a ton for his hay without the 
duty, he can get $11 for it with the duty. 
If he could get $11 for hay in Buffalo, he 
would not sell it in Welland for $7. We 
may add that hay in New York city ia worth 
$10 and $l1a ton, We have at pressnt 
no Butfalo quotation. 

The duty on meat is one cent a pound. 
To say that the removal of that duty would 
give the Welland farmer 26 to 50 per cent. 
more for his meat than he now gets is 
simply ridiculous. Dressed hogs are about 
two cents a pound higher in Hamilton than 
in Buffalo. Here they are quoted at 74 
cénts : in Buffalo at $5.40 to $5.60 per 100 
pounds, In fact free trade would injure the 
farmers of Welland so fur aa nieat is con- 
cerned, 

There is no duty on eggs entering tho 
United States and thore 18 no duty on fire- 
wood, Now the farmers of Welland get 
80 little benefit from the breaking down of 
‘the ruinous tariff wall” in respoct to those 
articles that the Z'ribune writer does not 
know it has been broken down. He ox- 
pects,the same increase of prices of from 
25 to 60 per cent. in eggs and cordwood 
that he expects for the other articles he 
enumerates. Tho remission.of duties on 
those articles does no good to the farmer of 
Welland county. The articles which bear 
no duty are put into the same clasa with 
articles which pay the duty, Now, if com- 
mercial union in cordwood and eggs has 
not benefiled the Welland farmor, how can 
it be supposed that commercial union in 
other articles can benefit him 7 

As for wheat, the price in Buffalo is not 
80 high as in some parteof Canadn, It is 
true enough that No. 1 hard wheat is worth 
83 cents in Buffalo ; but it is also true that 
the farmers of Welland county do not raise 
No 1lhardwheat. No 1 hard wheat is 
quoted in Toronto at 93 cents, or ten cents 
higher than in Buffalo.—Spectator.

Diamond Mining in Africa, 


AS DESCRIBED IN A SOUTH AFRICAN LETTBR 
TO THE LONDON DAILY NEWS. 

As a romantic, precarious occupation dia- 
mond seeking isat an end. The whole 
business is reduced to a system, and is as 
prosaic and well organized as making calico 
or any other industry. The doctrine of 
averages has fixed within pretty close limits 
the yield of diamonds in carats per s0 many 
cubic feot of ground, and the value of the 
diamonds varies according to the fluctua- 
tions of trade. A good harvest in America 
means so many shillings a caratin Kimber- 
ley, and war rumors or panicson the Con- 
tinential Bourses send down the barometer 
in the diamond market with surprising ra- 
pidity. The individual digger has long 
since disappeared and his place has been 
taken by joint stock companies, whose 
shares are in great demand. The pick and 
shovel have been superseded by dynamite. 
Regular mining under ground is coming 
more and more into vogue, instead of bie 
open-quarry system, which created the 
hugo pits and chasms that, astonish the 
visitor. One thing only is constant—pe- 
culiar to the soil we tread. Now, as ever, 
all the manual work about the imines is 
done by black labor; the white man 
is an overseer, a boss, perhaps 4 
mechanic; but the actual work—the 
drilling, the striking, the manual labor— 
is dono by the natives, of whom soine 15,- 
000 to 20,000 are constantly employed,and 
have been employed since the discovery of 
the fields, in constantly changing relays. 
Every tribe in south and southeastorn 
Africa meet in this vast labor exchange. 
They tramp down from regions where no 
white man has ever penetrated, work a few 
months, and plod wearily back, loaded 
with their modest purchases and filled with 
such lessons asthe compounds and the 
canteens of Kimberley can teach, Their 

wages are good—now 1bs. a week. A few 
years ago thoy got J0s., but the supply 
of labor has overtaken the demand, and 
the necessaries of life are cheaper. Only 
quite lately the companies have taker to 
shutting their natives up in large barracks 
or compounds to prevent the theft of dia 
monds which took place to a ruinous ex- 
tent. I visited one of these in which some 
1,500 laborews were lockod up, The in- 
closure contained shops, a swimming bath, 
roading room, whore school was going on, 
and a hospital for the sick, The mon 
themselves seomed jolly and happy, and 
the evidence of the growth of civilization 
was not wanting in the shapo of a rubbor 
of whist played by four naked barbarians, 

The contract for three months’ continoment, 

which is of course entirely voluntary, The 

canteen interest, which has been almost 

ruined by the enforced seclusion of its best 

customers, is making desperate efforts to 
about logialative interference with 
the new systom ; it is to be hoped in tho 
interests of good ordor and morality that 
thoy may fall,

To fumigate a house, burn in it eulphur 
or tar ; then whitewash and paint.

Motha can be kopt out of garmonte’ by

Lemon juice and sugar, mixed very 
thick, is useful to relieve coughs and sore 
throate. It must be very acid as well as 
sweet, 

It ia said that anufling powdered borax 
up the nostrils will cure a catarrhal cold, 

A good way to take cod liver oil, to 
make it palatable, is by putting it into to 
mato ¢ atsup. 

A ricoh gloss can bo put on glass by rub- 
biog it quickly with newspaper ; dry or wet 
whiting will give a brilliant polish to glaan. 

To apply a mustard plaster ro as not to 
blister the skin, mix the mustard with the 
white of an egg instead of water. The 
plaster will draw thoroughly without  blis- 
tering the most delicate skin. 

Butter and eggs for cake should always 
be beaten to a cream, 

To boila pudding in a bag dip, bag 
(which should be made of thick cottun or 
linen) in hot water and rub the inside with 
flour before putting in the pudding ; when 
done dip the bag in cold water and the 
pudding will turn out easily. Always put 
a plate on the bottom of the kettle to keep 
the pudding from burning. 

You can take out spots from wash goods 
by rubbing them with the yolks of eggs be- 
fore washing. 

The lustre of morocco may be restored 
by varnishing with tho white of an ogg. 
Apply with a sponge. 

For a cough, boil together a half-cup of 
molasses and butter the size of a hickory 
nut; squeeze into this the juice of one le- 
mon. Thisis a simple and often efficient 
remedy for an ordinary cough. 

The surest and most practical way of not 
having milk scorched is to scald it in a 
double boiler, ora tin that sits in a kittle 
of boiling water, The wetting of a kettle 
with cold water and allowing it to remain 
a few minutes before putting the milk in 
will lessen the danger of scorching the 
milk. 

Clean stoves when cold with 
polish mixed with alum water. 


When the nose threatens to bleed exces- 
sively it can sometimes be arrested by 
putting the feet into hot water, or by ap- 
plying a mustard plaster between the 
shoulders, 


In sweeping carpets use wet newspapers 
wrong nearly dry and torn in pieces. The 
paper collects the dust and does not soil 
the carpet. e 

When linen has turned yellow, cut up a 
pound of fine white soap into a gallon of 
milk, and hang it over a fire in a wash ket- 
tle. When the soap has completely melt- 
ed, put it in linen and boil it half an hour; 
then take it out. Have ready a lather of 
soap and water; wash the linen in it, and 
then rinse it through two cold waters, with 
a very little blue in the last.

A Drunken Sattor Upsets a Centre 
Board Sloop, 


Twenty Soven Persovs Drowned. 


\ 


New Youk, July 11.—Tho sloop yacht 
‘‘Mystory” left Ruffle Bar, an Island in 
Canarsie Bay, at»7 o'clock last evening, 
loaded almost to the gunwales with women 
and children, When off Barren island en 
route for Canarsie, the yacht capsized, and 
only thirteen of the forty souls composing 
her passengers and crew are known to have 
been rescued. The party was made up 
chiefly of German families, resident in 
Brooklyn and Long Island City. They 
have come to Canarsie by the early trains, 
and had hired two yachts, the ‘‘Myatery” 
aud ‘'Christina,” to take them to RufHle 
Bar. The fathers and several of the 
families proferred to remaiv about Canarsies 
which accounts to @ome extent for the 
preponderance of women and children, 
The boats had carried out a plentiful supply 


of beer, which was served around with a 
free hand. So many of the men of the 
party showed the eflecta of beer that the 
skipper thought it best to put the women 
and children aboard the ‘‘Mystery,” which 
is a cabin yacht, forty feet long, and rates 
asa much safer boat than her consort, 
The women protested when they learned 
that Captain Hendrickson and his nine 
year old son were all of the men on board, 
Their protest went unheeded and Captain 
Hendrickson became so angry that some of 
the passengers noticed thathealso had been 
drinking too much beer. The ‘'Mystery” 
swung off from the Ruffle Bar pier at 
7 o'clock. A very brisk west by 
north wind was fairon their quarter, and 
the yacht started with her main sail single 
reefed. She did not make as good time as 
Captain Hendrickson desired, consequent- 
ly he insisted on shaking out the reef 
against the remonstarices of tho passengers. 
The reef knots were unfastened, and the 
boom dropped just asa squall of consider- 
able violence struck the sail. Ina second 
the yacht was on her beam ends, and all 
the persons on deck were struggling in the 
choppy sea. The catastophe was witness- 
ed from the tug ‘J. C. Dean,” which was 
then over two miles away, but which im- 
mediately ran to the rescue. For five 
minutes the yacht remained on her beam 
ends and the shrouds and bulwark afforded 
some hold for the engulfed people. The 
struggle for aplace to hold to was awful. 
Fully half of the drowning people were 
children, from babes iu arms to six years 
old, The mothers made frantic efforts to 
get their little ones to where they could 
hold on to a rope or a spar and help them- 
selves. One after another they were awopt 
off in the tide- way, and buoyed by their 
clothing, their hands waved in frantic and 
unavailing appeals for help. Some time be- 
fore the *‘ Dean” got near enough to be of 
use, a negro put oub from Barren Island in 
a row boat, and was the first to aid the 
drowning people, Those who were past 
helping themselves he dragged into the 
boat ; others he lashed to the gunwales. 
Altogether he saved seven lives. When 
the *‘ Dean’ arrived, there were few of 
the victims still above the surface. As 
she neared a woman was seen floating, try- 
ing to buoy up her four year old child. 
A man on the guards suddenly exclaimed, 
‘* My God, that is my wife,’’ and dived to 
her aid. The woman had already lost her 
grip on the child and was about sinking 
when he reached her. Ho had the choice 
of saving her or his child and he chose the 
wife. Ho and she were soon drawn aboard 
the Dean, but the child sank before their 
eyes. The next grappled was a woman of 
middle age, but she died from exhaustion a 
few minutes after she was brought aboard 
the tug. A child and another woman also 
died after they were taken out, but five 
were rescued alive. The ‘'Dean’”’ then took 
aboard the seven which the negro had 
aved, It was nearly dark when the 
*‘Dean” arrived at Canarsie with her load 
of dead and half drowned passengers. Por 
haps thirty of the five hundred persons on 
the beach were relatives of the people who 
had sailed to Ruffle Bar in the morning, 
and were already becoming anxious at the 
delay of their return. The wail that wont 
up when the accident was made known was 
heartrending. Every one of the roscued 
persons had left one or two, and in one 
case, threo childron in the water, and thoy 
passed from the apathy of half conscious 

ness into wild hysterics, Then the hus 

bandas, coming in from fishing, learning of 
the disaster and how they had been bereft 
of wife and children, became wild in the 
first agonies of their bereavoment. The 
exact numbor of lives lost was 27.

(From the New York Suy) 


I was in charge of a party makiog a sur 
vey for a railroad line between N 4g poor 
aud Hyderabad, India (said Major White), 
and as there was no hurry about the work, 
our party wan as muc ha hunting na 0 aur 
veying party, Wonumbered about thirty 
eight poople, ton of whom were white men. 
Owing to the difliculties of the country we 
had no saddle horses, but took along aix or 
eight pack animals, and oaoh native also 
had a paok to hear, Pho sady difticultios 
in the way of building a line made the 
country a sportsman’s paradise, Twenty 
yeard ago there was more wild and savage 
gamo to the acré in that district than elae- 
where south of Lucknow, but the march of 
oivilizstion has doubtless driyen the big 
wild game away by this time, 

Wo wore travelling along the north branch 
of the Gadavey River—sometimes upon its 
bank and again a couple of miles from the 
water ; sometimes travelling 6b or 6 miles a 
day, and again halting fora couple of days 
to fish or shoot—when a moat singular in 
cident befel me individually, I had left 
camp at.an oarly hour in the morning to 
lith. While I carried my rifle with me, I 
had no intention of going out of my way to 
find game, On the previous afternoon, [ 
had observed what seemed to be a capital 
fishing spot in a bend of the rivor, and it 
was to this place [ hastened as | left camp, 
Some of the native servants were astir and 
saw mo set out, but I did not want their ser- 
vice. It was pretty thick jungle between 
the camp and the bend, but at the bend 
there was aclear spot an acre in extent, 
with a heavy forest growth and a ledge of 
rocks for a background. As I took a look 
around before sitting down on the bank to 
my sport I remarked that it was a good 
spot for wild beasts, but as there was 
nothing moving I went right to.work with 
my fishing tackle. Catching a frog for 
bait, I flung in tha hook, and. it wasn't 
tive minutes before I was meeting with 
such luck that all thoughts of tigers, 
snakes and hyenas were driven out of my 
mind. 

I had landed half a dozen good sized fish, 
and was just then playing a larger one, 
when a alight noise, startled me, and | 
looked around to see.such a sight as has 
seldom come to the eyes of a sportsman, 
A full grown tigor was within five feet of 
me, playing with one of the fish, It was 
tho last fish pulled out, and in its dying 
agonies it was jumping about on the grass. 
Every time it moved the tiger would reach 
out a paw ina playful way, and once or 
twice ho struck hard enough to move the 
fish three or four feet, Ltellyou Il wasa 
badly frightened man,and.all | could do was 
to sit there with mouth and eves open, The 
tiger had crept down the bluffs,and why he 
hadn't attacked me wasa mystery. He went 
from fish to fish, turning them over with 
his paw, and time and again brushing me 
with his tail as he moved about, My rifle 
was ten feet away, leaning against a bush, 
and I might have been idiot enough to try 
to reach it, but for a warning. My per- 
sonal servant had followed me to se what 
luck Thad. He came into the neighbor- 
hood while the tiger was playing with the 
fish, and softly climbing a tree, he uttered 
the call of a bird to attract my attention, 
and then sang out :— 

‘Do nothing to provoke the tiger, mast- 
er. He isa hiloweele, and if you do not 
cross him he will go away.” 

He meant that the spirit of a good na- 
tive had been transformed, and it was 
cloarly the common sense way to follow his 
advice.

I turned to the fish tugging at my line and | 
landed him.

j A Bad Waste of Time. 


The supposition that Canada is ina tight 


| place, and that nothing but commercial 


union with the United States will disen- 
tangle it, isa very grave mistake. The 
country 14 Aas prosperous as any in the 
world, for ita ronxources are within itaolf, 
aod after satisfying the needs of its own 


people there is plenty to pare for the ne 
cersities of others. ‘Thisis a self-suatain 
log people, and is not dependent for its 
food or manufactured goods upon apy 
The plea that “something is going 
to happen” if we do net fling aside the in- 
dependence thathas been won, and lay 
ourselves prostrate av the door of the great 
Yankee Nation, is a misleading one. What 
is there to show that we shall not prosper 
during the next ten years as we have dur- 
ing the past decade | Is it aot apparent to 
everyone that the towns and cities are go- 
ing ahead with rapid strides, « condition 
which shows that the farming population 
16 prosperous also. Tho reports that are 
being made from time to time indicate that 
farm property of all descriptions is con- 
stantly on the increase. The game condi- 
tion of things ts seen in connection with 
our manufactures, and with all the mone- 
tary institutions of the country. Thus 
whatever may be said as to the advisability 
of commercial union with the States it 
cannot be properly urged that it ig necessity 
that compels it. That Canada has always 
been in favor of kindly reciprocal relations 
with the ‘‘other side’ is true enough. They 
were brought about during Lord Elgiu’s 
administration in 1854, by the advice and 
encouragement of the English Government 
and remained in force to our satisfaction 
till abrogated by the Americans themselves. 
The Government of this country has on 
several occasions tried ite utmost to secure 
a renewal of those conditions, but has been 
met witha constant refusal on the part of 
the Washington cabinet. As hus been 
said, ‘‘they have persistently refused to 
** negotiate.”” And now two Americéu gen- 
tlemen, Hon. Mr. Butterworth and Mr. 
Wiman, come amongst us to tell us what a 
capital thing commercial reciprocity would 
be, and how anxious the Americans are to 
see it brought about. Well, if they are-so 
very anxious they have displayed a curious 
way of exhibiting their solicitude. They 
have erected . hostile: duties as againat 
all kinds of Canadian productions and 
manufactures, and have gone so far as 
to tax not only the fish that were at 
one time sent in under treaty free of duty 
but the very tin caus in which the fish were 
contained. The policy of the American 
Government has been strongly anti-Cana- 
dian in many ways that have been painfully 
marked. That we all know. And now it is 


other 


‘said that they are so desirous to give us re- 


ciprocal relations again, and that tltey 
would welcome all that we grow or that we 
manufacture. But who is it that says so ? 
Has Congress said so? Has President 
Cleveland said so ? Has any communication 
beeo made to the British Governinent look 
ing in that direction? Has either of the 
leading parties inthe States adopted ** com- 
mercial reciprocity with Canada,” as a 
watchword anda policy? None of these 
things have taken place. All that we know 
about the matter is that two American 
gentlemen have come over to tell us thatit 
is to our advantage that that kind of re- 
ciprocity should prevail. But even if that 
were true what power have we as a people 
to bring it about? Can our Legislature order 
il! CanGovernmentenforce it? Weall know 
to the contrary. Tho initiative lies with the 
American Government, who have thus far 
‘* persistently refused to negotiate." What 
Messrs. Butterworth and Wiman should do 
is to convince the American people that it 
is to their advantage to bring about open 
trade with this country, and thus influence 
those obdurate ones at Washington who 
have for so long a time and so often slam- 
med the door of reciprocity in the faces of 
the Canadian people. The time that Mr. 
Wiman. is spending in Canada is but so 
much lost effort, because it has not been 
directed to influence those that have the 
matter so much in their own keeping. It is 
the policy at Washington to keep out Cana- 
dian products and manufactures as much as 
possible, and for that purpose its tariff is on 
the average twice as high against us as that 
of Canada is against them. If they are sin- 
cere in wishing a free intercourse with this 
side of the lines, the readiest way would be 
to reduce the existing prohibitory tariff and 
thus take advantage of our markets. But 
will they do it? Not atall. Let Mr, But- 
terworth go to any manufacturing city in 
the United States and propose such a thing, 
and what fate would await him? He would 
be simply lauglted at. The people there 
might regard annexation with pride and sat- 
isfaction, but to deal with us on fair and 
equal terms on any other conditions they 
are set steadfastly opposed to,—London Mree 
Press.

Blood thirstinosa asa Human Lustinet 


As Rochefoucauld says, there ia some- 
thing in the misfortunes of our vory friends 
that does not altogether displease ua; and 
an apostle of peace will feel a certain yici- 
ous thrill run through him, and enjoy a 
vicarious brutality, as he turns to the 
column in his newspaper, at the top of 
which *‘ shocking atrocity” stands printed 
in large capitals. Sve how the crowd flocks 
around a street brawl! Consider the 
enormous annual sale of revolvers to per- 
sons, not one in a thousand has any serious 
intention of using them, but of whom each 
one has his carnivorous self-consciousness 
agreoably tickled at the notion, as he 
clutches the handle of his weapon, that he 
will be rather a dangerous customer to 
meet. See the ignoble crew that escorts 
every great pugi ist—parasites who feel as 
if the glory of his brutality rubbed off upon 
them, and whose darling hope from day to 
day is to arrange some asetto of which they 
may share the rapture without enduring the 
pains, The firat blows at a prize fight are 
apt to make a refined spectator sick, but hia 
blood is soon up in favor of one party, and 
it will then seem as if the other fellow 
could not be banged and pounded and 
mangled enough—the refined spectator 
would like to reinforce the blows himself. 
Over the sinister orgies of blood of certain 
depraved and insane persons let a curtain

Could we trace it back through our 
line of descent, we should see it taking 
more and more the form of a fatal reflex 
response, and at the same time becoming 
more and more the direct emotion that it 
is.— Popular Science Monthly.

Paterson, N, J., July 16.—There was 
rioting here yesterday and last evening. 
The loca! Orangemem paraded and picnick- 
ed here with the Newark and Jersey City 
lodges. In the forenoon the paraders were 
attacked with stones on Mill street, but 
the police soon stopped the trouble and 
arrested James Neary, who was armed with 
a pistol, This made the ribbon men angry 
and at night thero was a crowd in the 
atreets ready fora fight.

A strong force of police soon arrived 
on the scene and used their clubs freely, 
dispersing the mob and making twelve 
arrests. The Orangemen dispersed in 
groups. There was great excitement on the 
atreets up to a late hour. 

Liverroor, July 13.—The Orange core- 
monies here yesterday resulted in a riot. 
The parades were attacked by crowds of 
Catholics, who threw stones and other mis- 
siles at them in the ranks. The police 
forcibly removed the party emblems carried 
by the Orangemen, About a dozen persons 
were severely injured. Many were treated 
at the hospitals for cuts and bruises,

Will it not be readily admitted that the 
United States commercially as wellaso 
nation from a finaucial standpoint are the 
moat prosperoue poople on the face of the 
globe. Is it nobpaying off the war debt 
after paying all the calls upon the treasury 
(notwithstanding the adding largely to the 
yearly oxpenditure by ponsions We.) at the 
rate of millions per year, whereas we ore 
yoar by year going tho othor way, without 
a proper return otf the expenditure. I 
justify tho expenditure we haye made if 
the enterprises are given the opportunity 
of making these expenditures return to 
the exchequer by way of increased busi- 
ness done, and what I say is that it ia hope- 
less to expect this for ages unless we in- 
croase our business therefor, Our canals 
and railways into which the public money 
has so largely gone and which for, say one 
half represents our asserts for the dobt so 
incurred, haye a capacity for doing im- 
monsely more busiiivss than they do and 
they by so doing become to that extent 
more valuable assets, representing and 
justifying the expenditure. Although our 
assets aro put down as a bank would its, 
“available” (in a sense) yet IL fear such 
would come to grief if an attempt were 
made to realize, as for instance the 
late offer for the Intercolonial, which the 
European syndicate were willing to take 
over and guaranteed ‘‘to run the road” if 
it were given the syndicate, only $40,000, - 
000 of our assets |(one would suppose they 
had struck Belleville.) 

Sir, what I repeat is, that in my opinion 
(and it will pass for whatit is worth, like 
that of anyone else's) that if we had that 
froe passaye of trade andcommerce between 
the Dominion and the United States these 
railways and canals and their appurtenances 
would become the principal highways from 
the great Western States to the sea, Of 
course it may be said, soit may be now: 
But the answér to thisis that the merchants, 
traders and bankers of the United Stated, 
under Lhe existing trade relations between 
the two countries, as a matter of course 
prefer their.own people and their own arter- 
tes of commerce, whereas if this iron wall 
were knocked down, trade would find its 
natural and true outlet to the sea, which 
would be by the utilization of our railways 
and waler navigation. It is like making 
water run up hill, it can be done by arti- 
ficial means, and this is the present mode 
with trade, 

When this time comes, our agsets, at 
least that portion to which I refer, would 
become valuable and wculd do something 
more than pay the interest upon the princi 
pal, whereas now some do not pay the run- 
ning expenses. I don’t think, sir, you can 
point outan American arterial road to the 
soa in like ciroumstances, 

Why Sir, how is it that the moment onc 
croases the line into the U, §S. everything 
is buatle and life, and everyone full of busi- 
ness and epterprise, whereas with us we can 
scarcely say more, and speak the truth — 
save perliaps in one or two of our cities — it 
is the reverse. 

This | know would not be the case if the 
customs wall were abolished, and trade and 
commerce, which has built up old England 
and is building and making the States, were 
allowed to flow to and fro between us with- 
out let or hindrance, whereas now trade and 
enterprise naturally approach our line from 
the American side and vice versa and it is 
as abruptly and nonsensically turned back. 

As to the rant and talk of annexation and 
independence, etc., this,Sir, is unworthy of 
sensible men. Surely, Sir, everyone knows 
that neither can or will be brought about 
unless the people desire it, and this long in 
the future, if ever, It is like this present 
question, if the people won’s have it there is 
an endtoit, And your humble servant 
speaking for himself, and I fancy I can on 
this safely speak forall who are debating 
this question, will decline to enter into a 
commercial union with the United States 
unless the partuership,if it may be so called, 
and this is the way of putting it that all can 
understand, I say that unless the partner- 
ship and the shares alloted to each member 
of that partnership is not a fair and proper 
one, [ decline to enter into it, It is not 
union at any price, *‘ but on fair terms,” 
Just as our policy was in 1878, not ‘jug 
handled,” then there is no cause of com- 
plaint, but one of gratification and pleasure, 
and then it will not be as the opponents of 
the question urge, where is the revenue 
to come from! These things are all a mat- 
ter of business detail, and 1 don’t think Sir 
John Macdonald or Edward Blake will be 
one whit behind our American cousins in 
driving a bargain.

KESULT OF MR. FLETCHER'S INVESTIGATION 
INTO THK MYSTERIOUS DISBASE—SERIOUS 
CHARACTER OF ITS KRAVAUGES,

Orrawa, July 12, —Mr, Fletcher, the Do- 
minion entomologist, has just returned 
from Prince Edward County, whither he 
has been at the request of Mr. Platt, M 
P., to investigate a disease which is at- 
tacking the pea fields of that County.

Pick out your breeders, saya the Farm 
Journal, the pigs with long bodies, broad 
backs and deep, round hams, Select a 
breed which has hair onit. A good coat of 
hair counts on a hog as well as any ani- 
mal, It isa protection in summer and in 
winter, 

In twenty days the eggs of one hen would 
exceed the weight of her*body. So of any 
bird. Yet the whole of shat masa of albu- 
men is drawn directly from her blood, If 
stinted in food, of course, it would limit 
the number as well as tho size of the eggs. 

Good butter cows will make a pound of 
butter to every 14 to 18 pounds of milk, 
“General purpose cows" want from 22 to 
31 pounds, and some cows would require 
50 pounds of milk to make «a pound of 
butter. Average dairies require somewhere 
about 26 pounds of milk to make a pound 
of butter, 

After shearing ticka will emigrate from 
the shorn sheep to the lamb; then is the 
time to drive the ticks out of the focks. 
Watch the lambs, says Farm and Home, 
and when the ticks have colonized them dip 
in tobacco water. Twelve or fifteen pounds 
refuso tobacco boiled in a gallon or two of 
water, then diluted to make one barrel, 
will do for 100 lambs. 

Josiah Hooper thinks that if farmers 
were aware of the value of the cutting back 

rocess on their newly sot trees we should 
ear of fewer failures and see botter-shap- 
ed specimens. Peach trees a year from the 
bud should have the side branches headed 
back to short sprouts and the leader severe- 
ly shortened ; there would then be a fine 
grorit of young wood, and aleoa good root 
evelopment. 


If we wish to form in our cow the habit 
of quantity and continuity in milking we 
must between the first and second calvings 
exercise the utniost vare to see that she is 
not only provided with the food to give the 
largest flow of best milk, but that the 
milking tendency is at this period fostered 
and encouraged by every reasonably avail- 
able means. At this time in the life of the 
cow is this tendency fixed.—Rural Cana 
dian. 


Tocure diarrhea in fowls, take new 
milk, say half a cup for each fowl, heat an 
irou poker, or any suitable piece of iron, 
red hot and acorch the milk with it; give 
as warm as the fowl can stand it. Itisa 
sure curo for looseness in calves, colts or 
humans, and will check looseness in fowls. 
Give it to fowls witha spoon; let it run 
down the roof of the mouth, so that it will 
not get in the windpipe. : 

Itis stated by the North British: Agricul- 
turist that tn a gallon of skim milk there is 
nearly a pound of solid food, almost chemi- 
cally similar to the lean of meat. This is 
the flesh ofthe milk, and there is no 
reason why itshauid not be eatenas afood, 
just as meat is eaten, with the addition of 
any kind of pure foreign fat; but, being 
mingled with a liquid,the peopleare unable 
to appreciate it, and rarely perceive the 
fact that it is food at all. 

Give the breeding sows the run of aclover 
field all through the summer if possiblo. It 
is less stimulating than any dry winter 
food, and will keep them in health with far 
less fever than any other food wo have over 
tried. ‘The pigs, moreover, will soon learn 
to pick at it and eventually make it their 
staple food, giving them growth, health, 
frame and size, and fit them for the 
purpose of life, be that breeding or fatten- 
t , better than anything else.—Rural

» If the field be heavily covered with tall 
weeds, and there be no other crop growing 
thereon, broadcast 10 bushels of lime over 
the weeds and plough them under, before 
they seed, a8 a green manurial crop.

That the drinking and 
amoking of Joudanum and opium are not 
unknown vices in New York any physician 
will affirm, But there isa practice which 
is even more deleterious, the use of the 
hypodermic syringe. To estimate the 
growth of this evil, it is only necessary to 
take the testimony of druggists and deal- 
ers in surgical instruments, The fact is, it 
has become a problem with which social 
reformers must deal. Acquaintance with 
this method of taking opium is made in- 
nocently enough, it generally having been 
prescribed by the family physician to al- 
leviate some temporary ailment. The effect 
is observed by the patient, and too often 
when the doctor goes the syringe stayr. 
There have been many stories of 
large quantities of opium taken by those 
addicted to the habit without producing a 
fatal effect. An Englishman lately resid- 
ing in this city was known to consume 
sixty grains each day. Prominent up-town 
druggists declare that they sell more 
needles to their general customers than to 
the medical profession. Equally conclu- 
sive as to the prevalence of the habit of 
subcutaneous injection is the fact that, 
whereas druggists’ customers used to buy 
in quantities of from 60 or 120 grains in 
the crystalline form of the muriate, the 
sulphate, or the acetate, the sale now 
largely consists of the solution in quantities 
offrom one to six ounces. A reporter 
talked yesterday with a prominent physi- 
cian upon this topic. ‘‘Many medical 
men” said ho, “‘are unaware that the use 
of the hypodermic syringe is always attend- 
ed -with danger of instantdeath. The cause 
of this danger is not well understood, but 
the fatal accidents that haye been recorded 
were not due to the taking of larger doses 
than usual by mistake, nor to the culmina- 
tive effects of the drug. Cases have occurr 
ed in which persons have taken large doses 
for months without producing a single un- 
pleasant sympton, and have died in a few 
minutes from the effects of a quarter of 
the habitual quantity taken in the usual 
manner and at the regular hour, 

‘There is adanger of fatality against 
which no violence can gttard. Tho symp- 
toms are not always so severe as to pro- 
duce coma, unless arrested. They occur 
about once in one hundred administrations 
and prove fatal at least once in ten. That 
is to say, 4 man who uses the hypodermic 
syringe at the rate of ten punctures a day, 
which isa very moderate average, should 
encounter the symptoms and their attend- 
ant danger of death once in every ten days 
on the average, and the probability is that 
they will prove fatal within six months af- 
ter the habit is formed. The danger that 
he may be found dead is thus always a real 
one with the habit of the hypodermic, a 
danger that may atany moment involve a 
ceroner’s inquest andthe imputation of 
suicide.”—New York Mail and Express,

A Wealthy Lodian Tribe, 


THEIR RICHES DUE TO A SUCCESSION OF FA- 
VORABLE CIRGUMSTANCES—CIVILIZATION, 

Tho Osage is the wealthiest tribe of In- 
dians inthe United States. This is due 
not so much to their personal ability as fin- 
anciers as to a succession of favorable cir- 
cumstances, and to the good guardianship 
of the United States government. The Us- 
agos long ago occupied the country about 
St. Louis. They were removed from there 
to a reservation at Westport, Mo ,near Kan 
sas City, then to the valley of the Neosho, 
then to a reservation in southern Kansas, 
and finally to their present home in Indian 
territory. The Osages were a powerful 
tribe, and to get them oft of coveted lands 
Uncle Sam seems to have been willing to 
pay them more liberally than the other 
wards of the nation. In this way the Os- 
ages come into their present possessions, 
which include a tract of land in Indian ter- 
ritory fifty miles square, or about 1,500,000 
acres, and an annuity of $250,000. This is 
the interest on United. States bonds given 
them in exchange for their former lands in 
Kansas and Missouri, and held in trust by 
the government, which pays the annuity in 
semi-annual payments, 

There are about 400 families, averaging 
about four to a family—a total of about 
1,600 people. Out of this interest fund 
the Indians draw $1654 yearfor cach man, 
woman and child—so that the larger his 
family the more the head of a family is 
enabled to draw. This system would ap- 
parently foster a rapid increase of popula- 

tion, but, strangeZto say, the full-blood 
Indians are decreasing in numbers, The 
| full-blood families are small and the tribe 
| is doomed to extinction. This is probably 
duo to two causes—the changed physical | 
condition of their life and the loss of all 
ambition asa race.

SWELL CRIMINALS WHO ADMINISTER 
THEIICS TOVHEIK VICTIMS, 

The chloroformists, says M. Mace in his 
recently published book on the police de- 
partment of Paris, may be justly consider- 
ed the aristocracy of the criminal class. 
They are mostly recruited from the ranks 
of the best and most highly educated classes 
of society, and their favorite fields of oper- 
ation are the railway carriages and the ho- 
tela. Their method of procedure in case of 
the former is as follows: They go to the 
railway terminus of one of the long lines 
and wait near the ticket office until they 
catch sight of some traveller who, on open- 
ing his pocketbook to pay his fare, shows 
that it is well stocked. The chloroformist 
buys a ticket for the same destina- 
tion, takes a seat in the same compartment 
and after getting int» conversation, either 
asks his victim to join him in a lunch, 
which he produces from a well-filled basket, 
or offers him an excellent cigar. Both the 
lunch and cigar have been carefully ‘ pre- 
pared ’’ with a strong narcotic,and if either 
18 accepted the unlucky traveller is soon 
plunged into a heayy stupor. The chloro- 
formist then opens a little phial, which he 
generally keeps hidden inside his hat, and 
places it fora few moments under the nos- 
trils of the sleeper, gently applying to the 
mouth at the same time a sheet of fine 
parchment, having the shape of a carnival 
mask, for the purpose of excluding fresh 
air, 

The victim is thus quickly rendered 
wholly insensible, and the thief is able to 
commence hia operations in perfect safety. 
He takes possession of the pocket book and 
empties it of all its contents except a few 
notes of small value, and then replaces it 
in the pocket from which he has taken it, 
leaving the victim’s jewellery and coined 
money untouched. Having removed the 
parchment mask from the face of the sleep- 
er, he then leaves the train at the next big 
station, The travelleron awakening and 
finding himself alone in the compartment 
instinctively looks to see if his watch and 
chain and coined money are all right, and 
on finding them so, does not usually take 
the trouble of investigating his pocket- 
book, so that the theft has a chance of rez 
maining undiscovered for several days. 
Frequently, however, the victim does not 
awakeat at all, but dies from the effect of 
the anaesthetic. The authorities, finding 
themselves in the pressnce of a corpses 
which does not present the slightest traces 
of violence and with the money, papers 
and jewellory apparently undisturbed, can 
only attribute the death to natural causes, 
and asa rule do not insist on an autopsy. 
It isa very startling fact that cases of sud- 
den death in railway compartments have 
become exceedingly numerous the past two 
years, and M. Mace is conyinced that 
crimes of this pvture will, owing to the 
very impunity by which they are attended, 
go on increasing from year to year,

farmers would grow those things which 
would find ready market there ata mini- 
mum cost of transport, which under pre- 
sent customs tariff of tho United States 
reventa to trade, which would, 1 may ssfe- 
y hazard, average $100 a year per farmer. 

Lot us assume for the sake of argumont 
that the last paragraph of Mr. Daly's let- 
ter be true. It is for that reason that the 
farmer and eyeryone else should be allow- 
ed to buy and sell just where he pleases, 
just like Mr. Daly does when he comes to 
Belleville. If he can buy 20 pounds of 
sugar for $1 and another store offers 21 lbs. 
for the $, 1 think Mr. Daly would grumble 
if some rule or law directed him to buy 
from the dearer of the two merchants, and 
this 1 contend is the manner of the work- 
ing of the present American customs laws 
as against us which we desire abolished. 
S that Mr. Daly will have to find some 
stronger reason, in my opinion, before he 
scorea a point, 

I still think we did well in establishing 
our N. P., but [then urged as did our 
party, that it was only necessary “until 
the infant could or should be ablo to take 
care of itself” and I certainly think that 16 
years are quite long enough for that puc- 
pose.

it may be valued) as a means, for obviating 
a possible serious trouble with the old 
Jand, I say that we so express ourselves 
when this union will end that great bone of 
contention leading up almost to war. I 
refer to the fisheries question. 

With respect to Mr, Read's definition or 
interpretation of * Reciprocity of trade or 
Reciprocity of tariffs,” I say that the pub-

Agricultural Machinery. 


Alluding to a statement by an official of 
the Deering company, that under a 17 per 
cont. tariff, that company, being overstock- 
ed, would send 2,500 machines into Canada 
this season, ait annexation paper says that 
“the best answerto this is that when the 
Canadian tarifl was 174 per cent. the Yan- 
kees didn’t send 2,500 machines into 
Canada, nor a quarter of that num- 
ber.” It is possible—it is even likely that 
when the Canadian tariff was 174 per 
cent. the Deering company was ot over- 
stocked. That fact might account for the 
fact mentioned by the annexationiat paper. 
But let that pass. The agricultural popu- 
lation of Manitoba and the Canadian 
Northwest has increased very materially 
since the Canadian tariff on agricultural 
machines was 174 per cent. Even under 
the present high tariff many machines 
made in the western states are sent into 
Manitoba and the Northwest. Under a 174 
per cent tariff, the western states makers 
would absolutely control tho Northwest 
Canadian market, and the great increase of 
machine users there’is quite sufficient to 
warrant the sending in of many more than 
were sent into Canada in 1877. 

In this connection the annoxation paper 
quotes the statements of a couple of Grit 
implement makers, made in 1876 ; 

T. F, Frost,manufacturer of agricultural 
implements, Smith’s Falls, said : 

*- It would be an advantage to us to have 
reciprocity with the United States. We 
could undersell them. * * * If wo 
had reciprocity we could beat them on their 


own ground,” 

John Watson, manutacturer of agricul- 
tural implements, Ayr, said : 

** We would hold up both hands for reci- 
procity with the United States. There 
would not then be so many manufacturers 
conflicting with each other here, for we 
would strike out with particular branches 
of the trade, say in one or two articles, and 
after wo had supplied Canada we would 
sen 1 the balance into the States, * * * 
The Americans can do nothing in the way 
of sending their goods here; we.can com- 
pete with them in any shape, and we pro- 
duce an article which they cannot excel,” 

That any be the opinion of Messrs. 
Frost and Watson ; but it ie not the opin- 
ion of the Grit preas, and the Grit farmers’ 
union of Manitoba, For many years these 
have been howling against the ** tax” on 


agricultural machinory, for the reason 
that they want to buy tho ‘cheapor and 
better’ mochiney made in the United 


States. Norisit the opinion of Fariner 
Ras Wiman and his satellitios, who, on a 
very recent occasion, told the farmers of 
Ontario that commercial union would open 
the Canadian market to tho better agri 
cultural machines of the United States,and 
reliove the Ontario farmor from the neces- 
sity of paying high prices for second grade 
cumbrous machinery made in Canada.

Fakir'a Wiles 


in PXPERT SWINDLEK TELLS HOW THE 
GULLIBLE PUBLIC If TAKEN IN 

“You're asking me abaut fakirs, aint 

ou I've boon a fakir for twenty yoars 


Things is changin’ in fakin’ as thoy are 


in everything else. Tho competition 1s 
fierce nowadays, I tell you, andif you 
want to make anything cut of the wheel 
or the shell or the onrds you've got to be 
as smart asa bank president The wheel 
is a circle marked outon 4 table covered 
with oil cloth 'betable is four or five 
foot long by three or four feet wide, and 
divided into parts so it can bo folded up 
easily The virelo is divided into sections 


painted red, white and blue. In the middle 
of the circle isa brass or stool spear fixed 
ona pivot so as to swing. Kakirs follow 
faire and circiises and horse racos most 
genorally, though they go whorevor there 
ig a crowd, especially of country people. 
Woll, now | set up my table on the Lan- 
caster fair grounds, say. I betany one a 
dollar, or two, or any sum they like against 
any of my throe colors, Suppose there are 
eighteon color sections and $1 on each, 
Red wins. [ losesixreds,but Lean pay it out 
of the other twelve Winnings and be square, 
But if the gamo is kept up long enough, I 
get all the money. In my table there is a 
little groove running from the edge close 
to the pivot of tho spear, In the groove 
and connected with a little spring in the 
edge is a strong iron rod called the punch, 
It pinches the countryman’s dollars with- 
out their ever suspecting it, for the whole 
arrangement is all covered with the oil- 
cloth, Itain’t often all the ‘colors are 
covered. ‘hero will bo favorites, and you 
can bet as much as you like on any color. 
Well, | have a partner, don't you know, 
for 1 wouldn't be no good without a part: 
ner. He leans over tho table weary and 
careless like, and gets his fingers over the 
‘ spring in tho edge.’ . He keeps his eyes 
on the colors, and when the majority of 
the money is laid on one color he, by 
gently pressing the spring, stops the spear 
on another color—the one on which he has 
bot. Well, if tho crowd gots follerin’ him 
in his bets, why, he lets himself lose, and 
we rake in the big pile again.” 

‘ But doesn’t the crowd suspect him 7” 

“It would if he stayed long enough 
But after he is there awhile he leayes, and 
another plays the racket, ho goes and a third 
comes. We trayel in crowds of three, four 
or five. All the men run various games of 
their own, and after the show divide up the 
profits,” ‘ 

“Of course you always divide fairly ?” 

“Sometimes we do, and sometimes wo 
don’t. Werry often there is disputin’ and 
fights, but everything generally ends in 
peace, because we can only work well in 
gangs. Instead of colors on the wheel we 
sometimes haye a figure, an eagle or Gen, 
Jackson. The betting is that the point of 
the spear will stop over the figure. As there 
is only one chance out of a lot, the fakir 
gives vig odds, sometimes $20 to $1. But 
the countryman never gets that money,the 
player on the secret spring is always around 
in games like that.” 

“Of course you make lots of money t’ 

“Yes ; sometimes as much as $20a day. 
But easy come easy go. Inever knew a 
fakir that put much by. All we want is 
an easy life, with good clothes, and plenty 
to eat and drink. In one of tho beer parks 
in this town the privilege of setting up 
wheels is let out to the highest bidder. A 
widow had been getting the privilege every 
makes 


year, She pays for it $1,500 an 
from $500 to $1,000 every summer. Sho 
too. We work the 


runs @ square game, 
North in summer, the South in winter.” 

‘Now, the shell game ?” 

“The shells is a great gamo, It is play- 
ed generally with three half-shells of Eng- 
lish walnucs and a litle gum ball about as 
bigasapea. The ball is made of stuff 
used in printing press rollers, I throw out 
the shells on a table. Place one of theim 
over the balland move them all about. 
Where is the ball? Bet anybody he can’t 
findit. He picks up the shell that he had 
kept his eye on. Well the ball is not there, 
It is under another shell. I win. Now, 
that’s as easy as preaching. As I move the 
shell about | manage to press a finger 
against the ball, whick sticks to the finger, 
and I quietly place it under another sheil. 
So you see Mr. Smarty was sold again. 
The shells bring in money fast. Tho bets 
are big, We have to put up liberally, 
though, to people in charge of fairs and 
other such gatherings to be allowed to run. 
Then special officers haye got to, be rem- 
embered, too.

‘‘They do. So its the business of a 
fakir to be cool and quick, I’ve stood un- 
armed in a crowd of 100 or 200 men, all 
ready to kill me, and I just laughed away 
their threats. Butif we are cornered we 
must fight our way through, and we do it. 
But our aim is to live in quiet and peace. 
Wo want to escapes attracting apy atten- 
tion. The shells bring in sometimes $300 
ina day. We don’t keep the money about 
us. As fast as we win we let a partner 
pretend to win it from us, so that if wo 
should be locked up and any victim waat 
his morey back nothing is found on us, 
Sometimes the confederate is a woman.”

stranger, who is an admirer of the ceramic 
art, and fond of a display of the wealth and 
luxury of distant lands, and of all 
that is artistic, classical and beauti- 
ful will visit Kensington museum, he 
will have almost overy sense gratified to its 
utmostwapacity. The muscum is one of 

the great treasure houses of England, one 
of the great depositories of the curios that 
have been gathered from every nation and 
clime by the nationand individuals. No des- 
cription can do it justice, anda man who 
would be bold enough to attempt to des- 
cribe it should be at once placed in a Juna- 
tic asylum, I can, however, name a few 
things that interested us very much, the 
china isinvaluable, from the egg-shell so 
delicate and fragile that a breath would al- 
most shattor it, tothe exquisite Dresden, 
Sevres, Japan &c. Hore are the treasures 
of ex-King Theebaw of Burmah, case afcer 
case filled with ornaments of the purest gold, 
taken from him, his crown, sparkling with 
diamonds, rubies, cmeralds, sapphires, his 
clothing manufactured from gold thread, or 
wire covered with gems, on the breast oné 
ornament in which J couted fifty emeralds, 
vases three and four feet high, of all de- 
signs of beaten gold, large birds of gold 
with rubies for eyes, sceptre, swords, 
state ornaments of gold covered with géms, 
state bed of his favorite wife, we felt like 
asking ourselves, if there could be any more 
vold, or gems, than we then boheld.

THE JUBILER IN LONDON AURIVAL IN PARIS 


My oran Evrrok,—We enjoyed a pleas 
ant ramble through the long walk of Hol- 
land House, the grand old park has been 
somewhat dwarfed in its 
tions, a considerable portion of it haying 
been weld for building purposes. High 
Street, Kensington, runs the whole width 
of the park, what ils great acreage would 
now be worth, can scarcely be imayined, as 
if offered for sale it would specdi!y become 

the aristocratic homes of tho West Enders, 
Hollaud Houso has always boon associated 
with tho literatiof England. Its hoapit- 
able doors were ever open to penius, and 
many have been the coteries that 
parsed thore most charming evenings, ~on- 
livoned by tho Attic salt of Addison, Rogers, 
Pitt, Fox, Macaulay and many distingdish- 
ed mon, it was a great rallying point for the 
Whigs. I daresay you know that Lord 
Randolph Churchill, resigned his position 
in the cabinet, because he could not get his 
confrores to agree with him as to army and 
navy estimates. Since that time, he has, 
by his vigorous speeches, awakened Eng- 
land toa sense of her perilous position, 
He has shown successfully that her arma 
mentis in a most crippled and unsatis- 
factory state, and that the bayonets and 
weapons are almost entirely worthless,that 
the accounts of expenditures are unreliable, 
as for example by a report, the department 
showed a reduction of half a million in ox- 
penditure, when investigated, it has beon 

royod that instead of any reduction, there 
is about a million and a half ot increase of 
expenditure. If there is anything that 
Englishmen expect, and dosire, it is correct 
book-keeping in the great departments, 
imagine their consternation at findiug aTairs 
ao mesmerized as to admit of such errors. 
I yonture the prophecy, that Lord Ran- 
dolph’s star, at present rather obscured, 
will flash forth with a greater brilliancy 
than formerly, as 4 leader of his party. As 
by very kind introductory letters, we have 
obtained cards for the Commons and Lords, 
we propose visiting the Houses to mor- 
row. The dynamite scare has rendered it 
somewhat difticult to obtain access. 1 went 
to the Commons, and desired to have my 
letters taken with my card to the Member 

I wished to see. I wastold no letters could 
bo faken toa member, The process is to 
send your card to the member, ‘who is 
obliged to come to the outer portal, where 
the name of the person on the card is call- 
ed; if present, he is permitted to advance 
in the presence of several policemen. Lon- 
don seems to be Jubilee mad ; at half-past 
ten on tho night of the 21st beacons are to 
be lighted on all the highest points of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and some parts of Ireland.

Upon the streets to be 
traversed by the procession, are erected 
arches, while tall masts, covered with crim- 
son and pointed with spears, or crowns, 
line the streets ; stands of enormous dimen- 
sions, covered with crimson cloth, adorned 
with mottoes and hangings, have beon erect- 
ed. We have been, through the courtesy 
of the High Commissioner, enabled to se- 
cure two moat excellent seats. The illumi- 
nations will be magnificent, and will be kept 
up for seyoral nights. All vehicles to be 
excluded from certain streets during the day 
and night of Jubileeday, I havea great 
fear of a Londoncrowd. We hada terrible 
experience at the Crystal Palace ; I saw a 
number of women carried out fainting, and 
fora time I did not know whether we should 
escape with our lives. I had the good for- 
tune to see a crowd rushing towards the 
Abbey on Friday, and arrived in time to 
stand beside the carriage of the Prince of 
Wales, and see it entered by the Prince, 
Princess, aud their eldest son and daughter. 
The carriage was a landau ; the day bright 
and beautiful, and I stood within 6 or 8 feet 
of the carriage.

Planting Eyergreens, 


Tv the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Six,—While it is gratifying So notice 
that in many parts of Ontario, numerous 
extensive lines of maple trees are being 
planted along the fences and roads, it is to 
be regretted that evergreens are not more 
generally used instead, as these would give 
shelter from the cold winds in winter and 
early spring, where maples give very little, 
In one or two townships, howeyer, 1 find 
altention has been turned in this direction, 
and many beautiful lines of pine, Norway 
spruce, and cedar have beon set out along 
the north and west of the farm. Though 
the first week in June is thought to be the 
best time for planting them, yet if there be 
some wet days in the first week of August, 
they might be taken advantage of for this 
purpose, as evyergreons will transplant then. 
Lt is well to romember that their roots must 
be covered during transit. A day's labor 
will plant o great number of trees.

caparisoned horses, and who stood on the 
foot boards. The cocked hats and coats 
and calyes were marvellous. The Lord 
Mayor in hia coach, a mountain of gold 
laco and fur trimmings, the civic oflicers, 
all high and mighty, in purple robes, with 
gold chains, maces and insignia of their 
offices, the judges, clad in ermine as epot- 
less as their judgments,the Indian Princes, 
swathed in cloths of gold and robes of all 
colors, Turks, Siamese, Hawawians, Chi- 
nese, Persians, in their native costumes, 
were as many colored as the richest exotics 
of the conservatory. The Princess, the 
Prince and his brothers were all that could 
be desired, while Her Gracious Majesty the 
Queen was received with such hearty Brit- 
ish cheers as made the welkin ring again. 
The ambulance corps did their work well. 
Whenever a person fainted from the heat 
or pressure he was carefully picked up, 
placed in a covered coach and driven away 
to be carefully attended until his recovery. 
To a horseman, probably, the most interest- 
ing sight would have been the thorough- 
breds. The pick of the best riding and 
carriage horses in England, Such beauties.

Thanks to Lady 
Florence Dixey, a most accomplished horse- 
woman, the cruel habit of checking horses 
has been entirely abolished by the cabs, 
omnibuses and hausoms, but the nobility 
and gentry still adhere to it in order to give 
the desired curve of the neck and every- 
where is to be seen among the illustrious of 
the land their beautiful horses checked in 
such a manner as to cause the most intense 
torture, They stand for hours in the hot 
sun, or are driven many weary miles, with 
their poor necks distorted and cramped 
aud suffering.

The Queen cannot can- 
not converse well, but is very amiable, 
The smiles of tho Indian Princes were 
sources of neyer ending curiosity to us, 
Their dress was so peculiar, the turbans, 
loose flowing robes, sashes, jewels, dark, 
intelligent faces, The entire city seemed a 
blaze of light at night, newspaper offices 
and the clubsof clubland vied with each 
other as to which would have the best 
illumination, The Royal Exchange, Guild- 
hall and the Mansion House seem to have 
borne the palm. I cannot say there was 
great variety, stars and letters and national 
emblems predominated. All vehicles were 
interdicted from a large number of streets, 
and these were filled with hundreds of 
thousands of people. Two diverse currents 
formed in each street. I omitted to say 
two Scotchmen with full Highland dress 
sat in the rumble of the Queen’s carriage, 
I would like to write about the children’s 
festival, but dare not enter upon the sub- 
ject. It was a perfect success, although 
many were the letters asking Parliament to 
interfere and prevent it, and dire tho 
prophecies and croakings of some wiseacres 
who were jealous of the unbounded popu- 
larity acquired through it, by its originator, 
the Daily Teleqraph.

The patriotic tone of Mr. Geo. D. Dick- 
son's letter on the subject of commercial 
union is highly satistactory, whilst tho 
candid spirit in which he discusses the sub- 
ject might well be followed by others. In 
his emphatic repudiation of Mr. Skinner's 
assertion as to the impoverished condition 
of our farmers, his truthful statement of 
their generally prosperous state, and his 
enumeration of Canada’s natural resources, 
Mr. Dickson confutes his own argument 
in favor of the proposed union. He gives 
the strongest possible reason, namely Can} 
ada’s wonderful progroas during the past ten 
years, and lack of present necessity,agoinat 
commercial‘alliance witha foreign power in 
opposition toGreat Britain and the surrend- 
er of our commercial independence, which 
thenegotiation of atreaty for free trade be- 
tween Canada and her neighbor would in- 
volye, whether the Canadian tariff or that 

of the United States wore adopted, as the 
tariff of the union would be fixed and un- 
alterable for the period covered by the 
treaty, and Great Britain and the United 
States would have the power of chang- 
ing, if alteration were allowed. That. 
it would be the Jatter who can 
doubt, as the population of the Re- 
public is twelve times as great as that of 
Canada, and it is equally well-known that 
neither party in the United States dare 
propose to lower the tariff of customs to 
any material extent. 

' Mr. Dickson is of opinion that our rail- 
ways and canals would be benelitted by 
commercial unton, and so probably they 
would tosome extent; but the interstate 
commerce law is at present doing as much 
for the Canadian routes as could be done 
under any circumstances. As we have said 
before, however, there would be draw- 
backs, amongst which would inevitably be 
great injury to the business of the Pacitic 
Railway by the importation of agricultura) 
machinery and other manufactured articles 
into the North-West from the United 
States and serious injury to the Intercol- 
onial by the supplying of the Maritime 

/Provinces with flour from Boston and the 
loss ef the sugar trade by the closing of 
our sugar refiner’es. We would also lose 
the West India trade by the destruction 
of our sugar refining industry, which would 
be a serious blow to our ocean carriers, and 
the destruction ’of our cattlo trade, and tho 
reduction of imports from Great Britain 
would also severely effect the transatlantic 
traflic. 

Mr. Dickson thinks our manufactures— 
with a few unimportant exceptions—would 
be able to compete with those of the Unit- 
ed States. The Minister of Customs, Mr, 
John McDonald, Mr. W. H. Howland,and 
other able and well-informed gentlemen 
who have practical and special knowledge 
upon which to found their opinions, think 
otherwise. Mr. Dickson will not, wo are 
peoured, feel offended if wosay that thoy 
are better and safor—becauso thoroughly 
experienced—guides than he can be in 
such matters. That any true Canadian 
who remembers the slaughtering process of 
the Yankees in our markets anterior to 
the adoption of the N. P. and the offect 
produced vpén our manufactures, should 
now seriously propose to place those—com- 
paratively speaking—infant industries at 
the mercy of those whoten years ago woro 
engaged in wrecking thom by the most un- 
acrupulous meana and in the most porsiat- 
ent manner, isalmost beyond belief. But 
the people as a whole romomber and, ro 
membeting, will unhesitatingly condomn 
ao illimitably UNnWise & proposttion. 

Mr. Dickaon argues ingeniously, but in- 
consequentially, on the subject of annexa- 
tion. His premises aro wrong. There is

THE “DEADLY HEAT.”

Tho torrid spell from which the greater 
part of the continent has suffered, and is 
suffering, has caused as many deaths as 
would have reaulted from a battle betweon 
large armies with all the appliances for 
slaughter. The record of fatalities, be- 
tween Saturday and this morning, as re” 
ported by telegraph, is as follows; Cin 
cinnati 26, Pittsburg 2, Chicago 62, Phil- 
adelphia 47, Pekin, Il, 4, Joliet 2, St. 
Louis 11, Louisville 8. One hundred and 
sixty-two deaths in eighb places, and no 
statistics given for New York, Brooklyn, 
Washington, Boston, Baltimore. Cleveland, 
and many othor great cities! Probably 
not less than 2,000 have fallen on this con 
tinent in two days from this cause. This 
is an awful record, which conveys a signifi- 
cant warning toall to avoid the heat and 
keep cool as far ak possible. 

In Canada there have not been, so far as 
we have observed, any reports of fatal cases 
and but few prostrations. The heat has, 
however, been severely felt and it has 
caused a good deal of suffering, especially

It is very depressing to hear Canadians 
dwelling upon points of comparison between 
the two countries to the disadvantage of 
Canada, and to hoar them say with a snovr 
that we havo nothing to offer the Yankees 
to induce them to go inte commercial union 
with us. The truth is, wo have the moat 
valuable attractions which can induce any | 
prosperous ¢ suntry to seok a commercial 
alliance with ue. We have the richest tish 
cries in tho world, the (perhaps best) grain 
growing country in the world. We have} 
immonso deposits cf minoral substances of 
overy kind ; wo havo inexhaustible supplies 
of the vory best timber in great variety ; 
and we have in existence a complote kystem 
of railway and canal, river and Jako high- 
ways which any Canadian can point to with 
ploagure and prije, and say, These are the 
richest fields for skill to work in—these aro 
the very bost means of ingress and egress 
which nature and man can provico, 

The party of progress in this country 
has been in advance of the times; it has 
mortgaged this country to provide channels 
for trade and commerce —for tho reaching 
of raw matorial by skill and capital, and for 
the manufacturing, transporting and mar- 
keting of such material, This fact cannot 
be too strongly emphasized. Large as is 
our debt, it was created not to destroy tho 
worka of peaco by the desolation of war, but 
to create facilities for the growth of a nation 
fit to cope with the 60,000,000 go often re- 
forred to, and uchieye success. The pro 
gress of Canada within the last ton yoars 
will compare most favorably with auy cor- 
responding period in the history of the 
United States, aud has challenged the ad- 
miration and wonder of the world. 

The problem this country has for imme- 
diate consideration is how to utilise these 
great public works —how to find a popula- 
tion to create a commerce, and a commerce 
to create a population. And when we con- 
sider the immense natural resources and 
advantages of this country, wo can scarcely 
doubt but that success will crown the wise 
efforts of the Government which has done 
50 much, 

It is in connection with this problem that 
Commercial Uaion has to be considered, 
aud the more I learn the more I am led 
towards the conclusion that Commercial 
Union, os it is called, i. ¢., reciprocity of 
trade subject always to necessities of reve- 
nue as contra-distinguished from restricted 
or partial reciprocity in the articles enum 
erated in the statute of L879, is the suroat 
and quickest mode of successfully solving 
the problem. 

The party of progress jins in the most sol- 
emn manner declared that it would benetit 
the agriculturist, because by the act of 1879, 
in force ever since, this country has offered 
on behalf of the farmers of the country, 
commercial union, or unrestricted recipro- 
city in agricultural productions. This 
strongly induces mo to believe that com- 
mercial union would benefit the farmer. 
The same statute mentions timber, trees, 
coal and coke, salt, fish (ealted or unsalted). 
These industries, then, the Liberal Conser- 
vative party has,since 1879, declared would 
be benetitted Ly unrestricted trade in them. 

As to the manufacturers, If reciprocity 
of trado in their lines would destroy them, 
that would destroy the local market for the 
agriculturist, and so injure him, but I am 
unable to see that they would be hurt. 
Some no doubt would be’wiped out of exist- 
ence. Some of them are from time to time 
being wiped out now in the natural course 
of events, and so great a change in our 
fiscal policy as general reciprocity of trade 
involves, would undoubtedly affect and re- 
arrange butnot injure them, The conditions 
of tradeand commerce are constantly chang- 
ing, and the most successful man is the one 
who anticipates and tho more easily adapts 
himself to the inevitable change. Our 
manufacturers, have been established in the 
face of the-known possibility of the Nation- 
al Policy being reversed by the advent of 
the Grit party to power. At least until 
the recent date of the Malden speech they 
nae this possibily staring them in the 
ace, 


The National Policy was forced upon us, 
and this people willingly consented to pay 
for the time more for their manufactur- 
ed goods rather than continue the one- 
sided trade with the United States. And 
I am satisfied we are still willing to do so, 
but if the American will change their policy 
and have reciprocity of trade with us, then 
they ackdowledge that our policy wag right. 
Given an equal market | can seo no reason 
why the Canadian manufacturer cannot 
supply goods aa cheaply as the Americans, 

Jt is conceded that mining, shipbuilding, 
lumbering and manufacturing connected 
with these induatries would receive a great 
impetus by reciprocity. Commercial jour- 
nals seem to think that the wholesale au- 
promacy of Montreal and Toronto would 
be injured, but I confess | have not seen 
or read enough to convinco me that this 
foar is well founded. ‘There still remains, 
however, the financial difficulty in the way, 
to which I referred in my former letter ; 
but appearances indicate that the statos- 
mon of the three countries—Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States—are con- 
sidering the fisheries quostion, the sottle- 
ment of which I think we may very safely 
assume involves reciprocity more or loss 
wide, and we can safely trust oar interests 
in the hands of Sir John and his Cabinet, 


A word about annexation. Annexation 
is treason.

THE JUBILEE IN LONDON AWKKIVAL IN PAIS 


We paid a flying visit to now London by 
the Sea, Brighton, One object we had was 
to see the worll-famed Aquarium. Woe 
found it very good. ‘There are large tanks 
filled with anomones, corals, star fishes, 
hermit crabs, lobsters, and those wonderful 
little creatures, with ‘the head and neck of 
& horse, called tho “hippocampus.” The 
city itself has a grand beach with two piera, 
and a walk of great breadth, and of’ about 
iifty feet in height, builbor stone, running 
along and bounding the beach ; charming 
gardens filled with flowers, and an absonce 
of those detestable caravanscries of hotels 
with their hideous ugliness, that disfigure 
American beaches, After a charming row, 
we found ourselves on board the channel 
steamer at Newhaven, and in a few mo- 
ments,as if bya proconcorted signal, nearly 
everybody was suffering from mal-de-mer ; 
go where you would, people wore ill. Our 
small party of two were good sailors, but it 
is Lorribly trying to sit conversing with a 
gentleman, thankful you have at last found 
4 man whe is not obliged to pay tribute to 
Neptune, when suddenly in the midst of a 
sentence, a ghastly change comes over his 
countenance, and away goes his head over 
the side. Half way over, when ‘*whix"' went 
the piston rod, broken. By the aid of two 
steamers and a dredge, we reach New- 
haven, and the next day make’ a fresh 
start, with a new boat and quict Bea, 
and arriye at quaint, antique Dieppo 
at three. After running the gauntlet 
of customs officers, we were soo flying 
over the country for Paris. [ cannot find 
any traces id the city proper of the war, 

but the palace of St. Cloud is in ruins and 
the Titilleries, the home of the monarchs of 

France, have been removed from tho face 
of the earth, and there is nothing to’ mark 
the spot of the proudest and most magniti- 
ent palace Parw ever possessed ; but the 

Louvre, the glorious old Louvre, with its 
miles of paintings, thousands of art trea- 
sures and grand architectual beauties, atill 
remains uninjuredand unhurt by all the ter- 

rible wars and death throes through which 
this wonderful city has passed. i cannot 
tell you what we have seen. I can only 

say that we have wandered through the 

palaces, the museums, the public build- 

ings, the great squares, rose gardens, the 
boulevards, feasting our eyes upon glorious 
works of art and wonders of nature, until 

our wearied senses refused to exert them- 

selyes and we were obliged to seek repose. 

Karly this morning I visited the great mar- 
ket of Paris, covering fifteen acres, roofed 
with iron and glass, I have been in the 
exchanges at Now York and Chicago, in 
lunatic asylums, in the great markets of 
London, in our own House of Commons 
when somo unpopular member was 
being put down, but for a _ scene 

of unparalleled disorder, noise and 
confusion, commend me to this Paris 
market. In comparison with the fish wives 
of Paris, their Billingsgatesisters are mutes, 

Everything issold at thia market, and 
thousands upon thousands of buyers and 
sellers are there to be found. From the 
papers one would imagine the city upon 

the eve of a rebellion. I do not believe it. 
There may be deep discontent, but it is not 
visible, The people sit in front of the 
cAfes, throng the champs elysee, crowd 
the boulevards, talk, sing and laugh as if 
they had not a care in the world: Vivela 

bagatelle. They take the gifts of fortune, 

orthe evils of misfortune, just ac they 
come, butare bound to be careless and 
happy. Itis saidalnce the war the trade 
of the city has been bad, that there is little 
work for the masses ; that the taxation is 
greater than in apy other city. It is possible 

but no signa appeartoa stranger. The 

vast squares, pleasure grounds, and public 
gardens, the lungs of the city, open to all 

classes, make Paris very attractive. The 

obelisk of Luxor rears its proud head on 

the spot where the guillotine for weeks 
drank the best blood of France, where 
daily the proud heads of the nobility were 
shorn off, amid the applauding shouts of 
the Sans Culottes, who drank the warm 

blood of their victims. and enshrined a 

woman of the people, a prostitute, as the 
goddess of liberty, and bowed down and 

worshipped her.

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HORSES, CATTLE AND SHEEP. 


Tho advocates of commercial union—and 
probably many of them, in their ignorance 
of the facts, have believed what they have 
been alleging —have pictured very strongly 
enormous advantages which the Canadian 
farmers would enjoy from the export of 
horses and live stock to the United States. 
There is a duty of 20 per cont on horses 
entering the United States, which amounts 
to $20 on alhorse worth $100, $30 on a 
horse worth $150 and so on, and according 
to the commercial union men, the full 
amout tor this duty would, under ‘‘com- 
Seta lcesiceocitey go into the pockets of 
our farmers, As, during the fiscal year 
1885-6—according to our trade returns—we 
exported to the UnitedStates 16,536 horses, 
valued at $2,154,934, this duty would be 
ayerynice “plum” of $436,987. The 
statement is a very enticing one. Unfor- 
tunately, however, it lacks the element of 
truth ; for (weare reliably informed) some 
6,000 of these animals entered the United 
States free of duty under a law which admits 
free entry of animals forbreeding purposes, 
and our farmers could not have made any 
more money out of these under commercial 
union.

meat, and that the meat is an essential ar- 
ticle of food. This argument might be ad- 
mitted in parts of this country where corn 
is thought a proper article of fuel even, but 
in a country where corn is an importation, 
any such direct conversion of it into food 
is extravagant wastefiilness, 

Mr. Kemble concludes that the bread of 
Saxon England was made Jargely of rye. 
He shows that very: little of it was made of 
white, sifted flour. Since 1260,as appears 
from the researches of Prof. Thorold- 
Rogers, wheat has been the grain which 
has furnished England with bread. 

“I cannot but think,” he says, ‘‘in the 
provident care which the Legislature took, 
as so early an epoch, of the interests of the 
consumers, attention would have been 
ziven to rye, oaten, or barley bread, if 
these had been in early times the food of 
the people.” . 

This long continued acquaintance with 
wheaten loaves has matured the British 
taste for that variety of food. That itcan 
yield toa liking for corn bread is made 
certain by the fact that in this country it is 
the white pesple of the South, the most 
thoroughly English in their nature, who 
show the keenest appreciation of the merits 
of hoe-cake, Johnny cake, and pone bread. 

What our British cousins need in this 
nmiatter is to learn how to prepare corn for 
food in the ways with which any plantation 
aunty is familiar, and then it willbe both 
easy and agreeable to discover the good 
qualities of the grain. — Youth's Companion.

Lonpon, July 20,—Mr. Parnell and many 
of his colleagues were entertained this even- 
ing ata banquet by the National Liberal 
Club, The health of the Queen was pro- 
posed by Mr. Dillwyn, and the guests all 
rose decorously and drank the toast. Mr. 
Parnell eulogized Mr. Gladstone for having 
put his shoulder to the wheel, and said 
that before many months the ex-Premier 
would carry his policy and be recognized as 
the only great man in British politics. 
Others who were now attracting at- 
tention were imitators and tinkers, Mr, 
Parnell wondered how long Englishmen 
would be contented to see the Government 
marchupthehilland downagain, The recent 
elections had forced them to make conces- 
sions or resign. The English Liberals 
might be assured that their exertions would 
not be wasted. Although in lreland ex. 
treme misery had been suffered during the 
past eighteen months,orime had diminished 
and the people had turned to constitutional 
methods of adjusting their grievances in- 
stead of to physical force. The Liberals 
might claim therein a great success, for 
people recognized that through their exer- 
tions the way had been opened to an _hon- 
orable union, Eyen if the Liborals failed in 
their programme, their great reward would 
be that they had banished violence,outrage 
and revenge and taught the nation to de- 
pend upon a lawful method of redross. 
If the Government honestly and fairly tried 
to carry out the amendments of the Land 
bill and if the execution thereof was in no 
way frustrated, they would never haye to 
use the Coercion bill, which would be- 
come a standing memorial of the time 
which the Tory Government of 887 
had wasted.

The Rey. Dr. John Macbeth, rector of 
the parish of Killarney, Ireland, who ar:

They have in all parts of the country 
teachers who are themselves poor laborin 
men, who are able to read the word of G 
in the Cultic language. Their pupils, of 
whom there are now 5,500 enrolled, are of 
both sexes and of all ages. The teachers 
are paid twenty-five cents for each pupil 
who can pass the examination, the examina- 
tions being held every four months, and 
the requirements for a pupil of the first 
class being ability to read the Scripture i 
Celtic, and to repeat passages from them, 
They think that this teaching, by making 
aman think for himself, thereby renders 
him a better, more loyal and more _law- 
abiding citizen. Americans should be in- 
terested on account of the large number of 
Irish immigrants who come here, who if 
thus taught at home would make better 
citizens here.” 

The doctor was indignant at the state- 
ments which had been made, that his mis- 
sion here was 4 political one, and that he 
was to try to undo Editor O'Brien's work. 
He said; ‘* My mission here is purely a 
spiritual one. I devote my two months’ 
vocation every year to travelling in aid of 
some such mission or charity as the Irish 
Society. My visit was planned and route 
made out, provisionally, months before 
Mr. O'Brien came here, and if it coipcides 
in any particular with his, it is purely ac- 
cidental, I shallstay here two months, 
and shall speak here and in Canada when- 
ever I can obtain a church to preach in. 
My address will be similar to that of this 
evening, and I will have nothing whatever 
to do with politics.”

Koglieh Tournament, 


DALING FEATS OF HOR 


DEMPUL 


EMANBIILP AND 
SKILL, 


WON- 


Tho London correspondent of the Now 
York World writes 
lutter : 

Tho military tournament now going on 
at the Agricultural Hall is ono of the annu 
al show features of This ia the 
eighth exhibition. The soldiors in the va- 
rious branches of the English servico have 
the opportunity here of showing features 
of skill and daring, and giving the public 
somo idea of the value of tho special train- 
ing schools in the English army. Judging 
by the resulta of yesterday 1 should say 
that the training they have, as shown in 
the magnificent contests of physical endur- 

ance, the exhibitions of riding, fencing, and 
of tho practical duties of a soldier, is of a 
very high character. The men selected 
wero strong, wiry, active, and splendid- 
looking young fellows. -All of the contest- 
ants were non-sommissioned officers and 
troopera. These exhibitions attract large 
audiences, and have resulted in groat prof- 
it to the originators. The hall is large 
and long, with an arona eight hundred to a 
thousand feet in length, and about two 
hundred feet in width,’ It is in this arena 
that all of the feats take place. The fenc- 
ing and the contests between the sword and 
the bayonet are not 50 interesting as those 
which brought feata of riding into play. 

One of the first exhibitions of riding was 
what was known as lemon cutting. Two 
lemons were suspended by a thread about 
fifteen feet apart and hung from small 
wooden stands about the height of a caval- 
ry rider’s sword arm. At a» tignal from 
the bugler the rider would como dashing in 
at one end of the arons at full speed, and 
as he flew down by the lemons he would 
make a forward cut at the first thread and 
a back-handed cut at the next one. The 
distance between the two is very short and 
the speed was tromendous, yet two or 
three of the most skilful riders succeeded 
in dropping each lemon by véry scientific 
cuts. This trial was followed by tent- 
pegging. In the first place a square peg 
painted white was driven well downin the 
ground, leaving about four inches standing 
above. Then various numbers of the corps 
of lancers would charge down at it at full 
speed, and in passing ib were required to 
strike this peg full with the lance and 
tear it from the ground and carry it clear 
to the end of the arena upon the point 
of the lance. In order to constitute a 
success this was to be done without for 
a second checking the speed of the horse. 
The two heroes of this piece of riding were 
members respectively.of the Life Guards 
and of the Prince's Own.» The public here 
expect more from a Life Guardsman, and 


thio pos tivulas seproouulallyo Hover fellodt 
to carry off the peg. But the favorite of 
all was a young fellow from the Prince's 
Own Guards, Ue was round-headed, 
small-featured, slim-wasted, with hair the 
color of pole mustard, while his eyes were 
a dare-deyil grayish blue. He had a little 
wisp of a moustache, anda neat, reckless, 
defiant set up. There was in his manner a 
combination of swagger and graceful effron- 
tery. He would come riding in at the peg 
as if there was nothing on earth easior to 
do. He never hurried any of his moye- 
ments, although hishorse moved like a 
steam engine, and he invariably flourished 
his lance twice, and at the yery last pos- 
sible second would strike the peg clean in 
the centre. At once it would fly out snd 
go swinging round his head as ho sat like a 
man of steel upon his magnificent bolting 
black-bay horse. Of all feats of daring 
and skill this rattle-headed young fellow 
was the master. Whenever he appeared 
the audience cheored in advance. 

The most interesting feature of the *ex- 
hibit was the musical ride of the Horse 
Guards, Thirty-two privates of this showy 
military organization rode in upon thirty- 
two black horses, The horses as well as 
the men appeared to be all of the same 
sizeand age. I.have never seen such a 
piece of military machinery as was exhibit- 
ed in this series of movements without a 
word of command. They would first divide 
and go through all the movements of a 
cotillon, and then circle through the most 
complicated mazes of the most fanciful of 
Germans. The men and horses would 
weave inand weave out of its various 
figures without a word or a motion. The 
men sat like statues upon their black horses 
while the band played shrilly, indicating 
their movements, The precision and the 
grace of this drill made a sight which the 
audience cheered again and again, Tho 
horses would change step at the change in 
the music. Sometimes the evolutions were 
20 complicated that if the horses engaged 
in it had not all gone at exactly the same 
pace and the same speed, there would haye 
been a break and consequent confusion, 

One of the wonderful pieces of horseman- 
ship was in drawing the figld cannon at a 
hand gallop about the arona between cer- 
tain marked places, An oflicer of artillery 
would come dashing in, followed by piece 
drawn by six horses, There was an artil- 
lery rider for each team, withtwo men on 
the caisson. Earthen pots were placed 
about at a distance just wide enough to 
permit the heavy wheols of this great wag- 
on to pass through without hitting, ‘The 
thing was to drive this clumsy vehiclo at 
top speed and come safely through every 
place without hitting. Tho officer, who 
goos ahoad, acts as pilob. “The horses were 
very large and poworful and as excited as 
those in the fire service. They camo in 
plunging and roaring with the heavy wag- 
gon at their rattling hoofs. It was marvel- 
lous to see how deftly and skilfully these 
| clumsy onginos were dragged through var 
ous places marked for them, and only at 
raro intervals knocking over the piece 
which marked the roadway. 

I notico one feature of the English 
troopors’ riding, and that was that during 
all those daring feats they satin thoir sad- 
dies after the fashionof tho Wild Weat 
There was no attempt at any 
time, not even whon the horses wore trot 
ting, to rise in the saddle. Some of the 
|} horses were ridden during the exhibits 
without saddles, Ic was © much more 
interesting and attrastive oxhibition of a 
soldior’s skill thana more drill, Tho firing 
of Gatling guug, the bridging of a stream 
under fire, the laying ofaline of rails for 
an artillery engine and its use, were actual 
illustrations of various features of the 
Soudan campaign The rapidity 
which all the field pieces can bo fired and

Dr. Barggraeve's 
medicine is nothing more recondite than 
common galt, Eat salt in sufficient quan- 
tity, and, so far as years are concerned, 
there is nothing to prevent any one from 
becoming a Sir Moses Montefiore oran Old 
Parr, or even from reaching the age of 
Thomas Ramme, who is said to have died 
at 154, or of Peter Torton, who declared, 
though he did not produce a parish re 

gister, that he was close on 184, the yoar 
before he made up his mind to go over to 
the majority. Salt, the Ghentish doctor 
aflirms, is the great panacea for every ill 
that flesh is heir to. Good health, it is 
his opinion, is not a matter of chance or 
constitution; the laws which regulate human 
life are very simple, all that we have to do 
is totake care that they shall develop 
themselves without obstruction. Salt will 
enable them to do this. If the blood is too 
rich salt will purify it. If the blood is too 
poor salt will thicken it. Culprits who 
have been punished by being compelled to

Old age is comparatively powerless in the 
face of two-thirds of an ounce of sodium 
chloride a day. Therefore he invites all 
to swallow this frugal physic, and, if not 
tired of the world at threescore and ten, go 
on living until centenarians are as common 
as fools and insurance companies are 
threatened with insolvency by annuitants 
who continue to draw on the funds to an 
age for which tho actuaries of the past have 
made no provision.

Disastrous Forest Fires. 


ONE HUNDRED SQUARE MILES OF COUNTRY IN 
CAPE BRETON DEVASTATED. 


Haurrax, N. S., July 21.—Disastrous 
forest fires have been ravaging Uape Breton. 
A tract of one hundred square miles of 
country, between Sydney and Crow Bay, 
has been completely devastated. It is said 
to be the worst fire known in tho island. 
At one time the reserve coal mine was in 
great danger. It was entirely surrounded 
by roaring flames. Work was suspended 
in the pit, and for three days all hands 
were engaged fighting the fire fiend. What 
made tha situation all the more serious was 
the fact that a water famine prevails at the 
reserve. Every well, brdok and stream in 
the place is dried up, and all the water for 
steam purposes in the mine and for domes- 
tic purposes for 1,000 people is hauled by 
train from Black Brook, a diatance of eight 
miles. Coal cars have been made water 
tight by oakum, etc., and converted into 
tanks, in which the water is conveyed from 
the brook to the mines and distributed to 
the people in carts. In order to supply the 
demand the train is kept running day and 
night. The miners, by hard work and 
strategy, succeeded in preventing the forest 
fire from reaching the settlement, but were 
unable to prevent its continuing its devas- 


tating course.

It wasthe duty of the 
trainsmen to examine the brakes before 
leaving Port Stanley, but this they failed 
todo. Had the brakes been in proper 
order the accident would undoubtedly never 
have happened. A number of experienced 
engineers who have examined the wrecked 
engine state that Engineer Donnelly had 
used every possible means to avert the 
calamity.

WHAT CAUSES IT AND HOW TO TREAT IT —I1 


SHOULD BE TREATED IN TIME, 


When during the heated term one who 
has been exposed to ye sun's heated rays, 
begins to suffet from’ headache, giddiness, 
nausea and disturbance of sight, accompa- 
nied with sudden and great prostration of 
the physical forces, sunstroke is probably 
imminent. If such an one will take time 
by the forelock and immediately retire to a 
cool place, making use of some simple res- 
toratives, such as aromatic ammonia, &c., 
he may be spared further trouble ; but if he 
persists with his business he will doubtless 
soon become very ill, which illness usually 
takes the form of heat exhaustion, heat ap- 
oplexy or genuine sunstroke, the thermic 
fever of some writers. 

Thoso who are exhausted by the heat 
have a coo), moist skin, a rapid, weak pulse 
and respiration movement and the pupil is 
dilated. In fact the symptoms are those 
of collapse. These patients will probably 
recoyer promptly, an event which may be 
hastened by the use of a tonic and resto- 
rative treatment, 

Those who suffer from heat apoplexy 
frequently become unconscious at the onset. 
The heart and breathing apparatus is not 
markedly disturbed, and the pupil may be 
normal, but the unconsciousness deepens 
and the case runs on to a fatal termination. 
An artery has been broken in the brain, 
and the poured out blood pressing on the 
nerve centres brings about the fatal event. 


from the brain to the extremities—hot foot 
baths, bleeding, etc., promises to be the 
most useful in such cases. 

The thermic fever patient is unconscious 
and conyulsed, and his body temperature 
may be 108 or 110 degrees Fahrenheit— 
that is, ten degrees above normal. The 
skin of this patient feels as though it would 
burn your hand when laid thereon. In 
this case the thorough and prompt appli- 


cation of cold is needed. Ice. to. the head 
and cold water to the body generally will 


be in order. Medical advice should be 
promptly hadin either of the two cases 
last referred to. Complete recovery from 
sdnatroke is rare, the brain being perma- 
nently crippled in many cases. Residence 
ina cold climate affords some hope for 
such patients. 


A Shocking Casualty. 


FIFTREN MEN KILLED ON THE TRACK BY AN 
EXPRESS TRAIN, 


New York, July 21.—About 7 o'clock 
this morning, on the Erie Road, a gang of 
Italian laborers were at work ballasting, 
about three-fourths of a mile above Hoho- 
kus. The Chicago express, which was an 
hour late, rushed around the curve before 
the men had the slightest warning, and 
dashed through them, killing 12 or 16 on 
the spot, and wounding many others. The 
shrieke of the victims were heartrending, 
and when the train slowed up the track 
presented the sickening sight of being coy- 
ered with mangled bodies, the rails being 
spattered with biood and strewn with 
broken bones and pieces of ragged flesh. 
Some of the bodies were mangled boyond 
description and crushed out of semblance 
of humanity. To moat of the victims 
death must have been instantaneois, but 
some of them seemed to he in the last 
throes of death when the train was brought 
to astandstill. Tho train waited about 
fifteen minutes and then proceeded on its 
way. The conductor of the train said that 
the train hands of the express wero not to 
blame and said the foreman of the gang 
should have been the look-out and

Our Interests In the Pacific, 

Sir Charles Dilko oxpresses the opinion 
that the outcome of the Colonial confor- 
ence is of small moment, the only point 
actually gained by the deliberations being 
the eatablishment of a joint system of naval 
defence in Australian watars Heo thinks 
that the provisions for the security of tho 
Empire are not at all what they should be, 
and urges that, in consideration of the ad 
‘a «that they derive from British 
diplomacy, the consular service and in many 
other ways from the connec tion with the 
metropolis, the colonies make but a ecanty 
return He ventures to hope, however, 
that, by continuing tn the course on which 
they outered, British and colonial 
atateamen will eventually come to some 
just agroemont in the matter of contribu 
tions for defence. Ho also trusts that the 
exponditure in the future for that end will 
be moro judicious and offective than it has 
been in the past. On one point, espooially,

improvement—that which concerns the 
coaling stations in the China seas. In con- 
nection with this subject, he cites an ar 
ticle in a Fronch military review, in which 
attention is drawn to the enormous import- 
anco of Hong-Kong, and Sho probability of 
that importance boing greatly increased 
through the opening of the Canadian Preitic 
Railway. 

Hitherto, according to their usual mood 
of looking at such matters, the British 
have regarded that possession mainly as o 
commoreial stronghold, But, as he under- 
tukes to prove, its military power is at least 
as great as its commorcial value. The 
writer, who hasan oye to Russia's power in 
those Eastern soas, shows how the fortifi- 
cations of the island might be improved 
and how ita garrison should be strengthen- 
ed. The Government of Great Britain has 
heretofore looked only to the defence of 
the port, neglecting tho southera part of 
theisland. The omission. has been owing 
probably to lack of money on th» part of 
the mother country and colony, but, ac 
cording to this authority, unless tho forti- 
fication is made comprehensive and 
thorough, a marked advantage will be 
placed in Russia’s hands in case of war. 
Sic Charles Dilke adds that it was for the 
very same reason—namely, the strain 
which it would lay upon the British fleet 
in the Pacilic through its intrinsic weaknors 
aud consequently need of protection—that 
the English, after occupying, had to aban- 
don Port Hamilton. It could only have 
been rendered of real use to Great Britain 
by outlays for fortifications and garrison 
which it was not doomed wise to undertake. 
The upshot was that a most important 
strategic position was given up because the 
Government would not or could not fulfil 
the engagements which its retention impli- 

As it would have been a source of 
weakness rather than strength to have a 
fortress which, to be serviceable in its 
poorly equipped condition, would have call- 
ed for the presence of a large portion of 
the Pacific squadron, it was reluctantly 
evacuated. 

The position of Hong-Kong, according 
to the foreign writer quoted by Sir Charles 
Dilke, is virtually the same, as, unless the 
work of fortifying it is completed, the fleet 
must seo after its defence. How much 
this fact concerns usin Canada the author 
of ‘Greater Britain" has not thought it 
necessary to inform his readers. The 
question, nevertheless, is of real import to 
the Domwion, with its long stretch of coast 
on the Pacific. If, in any war that may 
ariso, the service of the Pacific squadron is 
to be chiefly devoted to the arene of 
Hong Kong. it will ba hkaly ta goa hard 
with British Columbia, unless our own 
Pacific fleet can turn out and do the duty 
ot war ships. Hong-Kong has hitherto 
beon regarded by most people as a place of 
strength, but if, without considerable= ex- 
penditure, it is so strategically weak as to 
be dependent on England’s men-of-war, 
Canada is exposed toa risk more urgent 
than that which we haye been accustomed 
to contemplate as possible. The - facts 
brought out by the French writer, whom 
Sir Charles Dilke accepts as a rnilitary au- 
thority deserving of credence, furnish ad- 
ditional reason for a thorough understand- 
ing between the British Government and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway company.— 
Montreal Gazette.

TABERNACLE SERMONS, 


Discourse by Rev. T. DoWitt Talmage 


WATERING THE FLOCKS. . 


Tue Hamrrons, July 17 —The Rey. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D, D,, pastor at the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, continues to epjoy the summer in 
this pleasant place. His sermon for to-day was 
on the text, ‘* We cannot, vatil all the flocks be 
gathered together, and till they roll the stone 
trom the well’s mouth; then we water the 
sheep, ’’—Genesis xxix, 8, 


A ecene in Mesopotamia, beautifully pastoral. 


A well of water of great valuein that repion, 
The fitlde arvund aveus mm white with ree 


flocks of sheep lying down waiting for the water- 
ing. I hear their bleating coming on the bright 
air,and the laughter of young men and maidens 
iacelsiog in rustic repartee, I look off and I 
see other flocks of theep coming. Meanwhile 
Jacob, a stranger, on ths iateresting errand of 
lookivg for a wife, comes to the well, A 
beautiful shepherdess comes tothe same well. 
I see her approaching, followed by her father’s 
flock of sheep. It was a memorable meting, 
Jacob married that shepherdess, The Bible 
acccuntofitis: “Jacob kiased Rache!, and 
lifted up his voce and wept.” It has always 
been a myatery to me what he found to cx 
about ! But before that scene occurred, geod 
accosta the shepherds and asks them why they 
po tpone the slaking of the thirst of these sheep 
and why they did not immediately proceed to 
water (hem. Thsthepherds reply to the effect: 
“We are all good neighbors and asa matter of 
courtesy we wait uotil all the sheep of the 
neighborhood ¢.me up. Besides that, this stone 
on tha well’s mouth is somewhat heavy, and 
several of us take hold of it and purh it aside, 
and then the buckets and the troughs are filled, 
and the sheep are satisfied. We cannot, until 
all the flocks are gathered together, and they 
roll the stone from the well’s mouth ; then we 
woter the sheep.” 

Ob, this is a thirsty world! Hot for the head 
and bli:tering for the feet, and parching for the 
tongue, The world's great want is a cool, re- 
feeshing, satisfying dranght. We wander arouod 
aod we find the cistern empty. Long an‘ tedi 
ous drought has dried up the world’s fountains, 
but nearly nineteen centuries ago a shepherd 
with a crook in the shape of a cross, and feet 
cut to the bleeding, explored the desert passages 
of this world, and one day came across a well o 
thousand feet deep, bubbting and bright and 
opalescent, and looked to the north, and the 
south, and the east, and the west, and cried cut 
with a voice ttrong and musical that rang 
through the ages, ‘Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters!’ 

Now a “great flock of sheap to-day gather 
around this Gospel well. There are a great 
many thirsty souls, I wonder why the flocks of 
all nations do not gather—why so many stay 
thiraty ; and while [ ain wondering about it,my 
text breaks forth in the explanation, saying 
“We cannot, until all the flocks be gathered to 
gether, and till they roll the stone from the well’s 
mouth ; then we water the sheep.” 

If a herd of swine come to a well they angrily 
jostle each other for the precedence ; if a drove 
of cattle come to a well, they hook each other 
back from the water, but when a flock of sheep 
come, though a hundred of them shall be disay 
pointed, they only express it by sad bleatiog ; | 
they come together peacefully, We want agreat 
multitude t> come around the Gospel well.

REPOKT AKOSE, 


UNNECESSARY 


Lonpon, July 22,—The report of the 
death of Henry M. Stanley croated enor- 
mous excitement here, All of the news 
papers accompanied the deapatches an- 
nouncing the event with voluminous 
obituary notices and sketches of his ex- 
peditions. His rescue of Dr. Livingstone 
is dilated upon with great precision in 
detail, and the eminent services of tho 
supposed dead explorer are recounted 
at length and in laudatory language. 
In spite of these elaborate tributes to 
the famous traveller and author, however, 
the reports of his death are discredited by 
the papors publishing them, and even tho 
West African Telograph Company, through 
whose agency the news was brought, is un- 
able to verify the statement. A variety of 
theories are advanced to account for the 
report, but none of them has even as 
plausible a foundation as tho rumor itself. 
The one most generally accepted, however, 
is that the native who brought the news to

ANOTHER DISADVANTAGE. 


The Canadian Journal of Fabrics points 
out another objection toCommercial Union, 
in addition to those which have been mado 
public, Our contemporary says : 
~ Commercial Union with the States isa 
génerous thought, but it is not the best 
business policy of this country. It is not 
getting the advantage of a foreign free 
trade policy, aseome think, but a more 
unsuitable form of protection than we 
have now. While it will kill many of our 
local industries, it will raise the price of 
many classes of goods which go to make 
Canada acheaper country to live in than 
the States, Tho fature profits of this 
country will be dérived from its commerce 
abroad, rather than from its home trade on 
this continent, and our true policy to this 
end isagradual reduction rather than an 
increase of our duties as our manufactures 
develop to the manhood point. Why to- 
day in the woollen goods branch our large 


price than the American mills, and if it 
were not for the prohibitive American 
tariff we could sell our better grades of 
goods anywhere in the States under their 
prices. Then commercial union will be so 
much the better, say the advocates of that 
policy. Not 10, the moment we are ob- 
liged to adopt the American foreign tariff 
our Cape wool, our Australian wool and 
dozens of items of mill supplies will cost 
double their present prices, and up 
must go the cost of manvfacturing 
and the price of goods to our own 
people. A grade of Cape woul which 
sells at 28 to 30 cts. iu Boston can be got 
at 15 to 16 cts. in Montreal. If we had to 
adopt the American tariff our woollen mills 
would be forced to go to Texas for a wool 
less suited to our purposes and higher in 
price. 

The American tariff on woollen goods 
ranges from 47 to 75 per cert. Our duties 
average less than 30 per cent., yet our 
industries are relatively more sound 
> iter future before them, This 
mstance Which should give com- 
mercial unionists pause. The fact is we 
haye a better arranged and more reason-

policy—whether as.to manufactures or raw 
materials—we must not forget that in the 
future our business is to be with the wide 
world and not merely with the American 
union.

They aro familiar with 
nearly all the common actions of life, know 
the terms by which such actions are ex- 
pressed, and can describe nearly everything 
they see or hearin simple words, This is 
an important advantage, and one that 
the public is not dispored to consider in a 
comprehensive sense, The deaf child must 
be taught the meaning of words and how to 
use them, Unable to understand the effect 
of sound, or any change in definition by a 
variety of pronunciation, the idioms and 
synonyms of the English language are a 
constant stumbling-block to such a pupil. 
Hence, in educating the deaf care is taken 
to eliminate from lessons assigned all super- 
fluous phrases or expressions, and to make 
every question as simple and practicable as 
possible. Teachers of the deaf recognizs 
the importance of practicability and sim- 
plicity in their echool-room work. They 
soon ascertain that their pwpils cannot rea- 
son far by induction, and that their pro- 
gress must be slow and halting. Review 
work is imperative, and a reason must be

Out at the door Josh explain- 
ed apologetically to the unbelievers that, 
‘inasmuch as some thinks as how she can 
tell, and some thinks as how she can't, so 
it were thought better to go and fetch her, 


so that all might satisfy themselves, and no 


fault found and everything done for the 
little boy.’ 

After a brief seance with the tea-cup in 
the house, the fortune woman, urged by 
the men, went out of doors and walked up 
along the hollow with her tea-cup, experi- 
menting to find the child. About half of 
the men straggled after her. Jim declared 
to the group who lingered at the house that 
he would sell out and leave, if the entire 
crowd disgraced the town by following after 
that ‘old she-deyil.”’ 

To a stranger coming on the field at this 
time, the scene was curious and pictureaque 
and some of it unaccountable, In the back- 
ground was a yast descending plain of ever- 
green forest, sloping away from the Adiron- 
dack highlands to thedim distance of the St. 
Lawrence Valley, where could be seen the 
white thread-like line of tho great river,and 
still beyond the Canada woods meltingaway 
to a measureless diatanco of airy blue. In 
the foreground vasa vulgar old woman 
waddling along and snatching here and 
there a teacup full of water from the pud- 
dles formed by the melcing snow ; and fifty 
vigorous men in awe-struck attitudes were 
gazing at hor, and when she moved they 
followed after. 

Odd as this grotesque performance seem- 
od, it had ia it a touch of the old heathen 
ish grandeur belonging to tho ancient su- 
porstitions. The samo strango light that 
through all time has shone from human 
faces, 48 souls reach after the great finite 
unknown, shone from the faces of some of 
these men, There were fine visages among 
them. Burly Jock and a hunter with dark 
poetic oyes would have been a match for 
handsome, pious .Wneas or the heroes of 
Hellas, who watched the flight of birds and 
believed in a fortune woman at Delphos.

Our I, M. a Holiday Trip, 


Dean Eprron,—Tho collection of paint- 
ings and statuary in the Louyre is the larg 
est and best in Paris. Hundreds of paint- 
ings by masters of old schools, as woll as 
the best productions of the modern French 
artists, adorn the walls. Tho East has also 
yiolded up its trousures of antiquity. All 
traco of the Tuillerios has been blotted from 
the earth, but in its stead js a lovely gar- 
don, whére the beauties of the rose and 
the soft splash of the fountains, invite the 
woary sojournor to linger. “The Soino, with 
its seven bridges, presenfa an animated pic- 

ture. Swift pleasure atestnors dart hither 
and thither; immense boat houses, used 
for swimming, bathing, and for innumera- 
ble washerwomon, ongaged in laundering ; 
tho river police in their pretty boatefand 
swart uniforms ; barges, tugs, those ghouls 
who all day and night row on the river, 
dragaing the stream in expectation of find- 
ing some body that they may plunder 
ready, it is said, to assiat # man, if they get 
a chance, to tako a final and fatal plunge in 
the cold water. How proud the city was 
of the firat Napoleon ; even on the bridges 
his name is inscribed, and beautiful groups 
of carvod stone figures, remind one of the 
great battles and victories won by him. 
The Are de Triomphe spans a portion of the 
Champs Elysees, and upon it are inacribed 
all of Napoleon's victories. Many of the 
battles are sculptured on it. It is the most 
beautiful and costly triumphal arch of mod- 
ern days, although the arch of St. Denis, 
Arc de Carrousel, and others, still rear their 
proud heads in the noble city. Louis Na- 
poleon had undoubtedly many faults, but 
some virtues; he was industrious, and 
seems to have given his whole soul to 
the pleasant task of making Paris the 
most beautiful city in the world,—such 
immense squares as he created, in the 
heart of the city, aud such wide and beau- 
tiful boulevards, fountains everywhere, the 
grandest Opera House extant with its won- 
derful statues, gildidg and’ carvings, and 
yot, where is there to be found one monu- 
ment to his memory? The’ cannons are 
mounted and in position to sweep the 
square of the Invalides, as wé approach the 
grandest home for old soldiers ever found- 
ed, but as yet their iron’ throats are dark 
aud cavernous, but if the cries for, work 
and bread grow louder, there may W need 
of them. The tomb of Napoleon, the last 
great tribute of love to the memory of the 
man, who in his will prayed that his ashes 
might be laid in his loved city, it is beau- 
tiful beyond expressions. A sarcophagus 
of dark red, highly polished granite, holds 
the remains. It is placed under the centre 
of a lofty dome in a circular enclosure, 
sunk probably fifteen feet below the mar- 
bled mosaic pavomant frogs which you be- 
hold it, on the floor around it is in mosaic 
a wreath of immortelles, over it hang many 
of the flags stained with blood, shot to 
rags, but still won in battle, the interior of 
ihe dome is elaborately frescoed, all that 
you behoid in the interior is of marble of 
different shades. Around him sleep two of 
his faithful generals, and two brothers, the 
Parisians might have added the ashes of 
another, who loved and revered their idol, 
(Josephine.) The chapel of the Invalides 
contains many flags and a piece of Gobelin 
tapestry, Christin thé tomb, this is one of 
the most beautifnl works of art we have 
seen, it looks like a painting, and although 
you are allowed to approach quite close, 
you cannot imagine it to be otherwise. 
Notre Dame with its carved and sculp- 
tured doors, still rears its lofty towers, 
uuhurt amid the war of clements, 
the wreck of matter aud the crash of Em- 
pires,”’ the old church that Victor Hugo 
loved. I almost expected to see the ugly 
face of Quasimodo, the Hunchback, peer- 
ing from among the gargoyles, with a face 
and body quite as distorted. The com- 
munists aid not get at the treasures of 
the cathedral, as tho verger is still able to 
show you an image of the Virgin, nearly 
life size, in solid silver, and cups, chalices 
and many other articles in gold, while the 
vestments of the dignitaries of the church 
are rich with diamonds and gems, I will 
not speak of the architecture of the church- 
es we visited. In many there isa strange 
mixture of Norman, Roman and Grecian. 
During the centaries there were so many 
changes and restorations that in the same 
edifice you frequently behold two or three 
different styles. St. Sulpice, St. Gervois, 
St. Genevieve are very grand —beautiful 
pillars of stone, lofty ceilings, wonderful 
arches, capitals after coriothian and other 
styles, flowere and images sculptured in the 
most exquisite manner, stained glass win- 
dows of immense dimensions, through which 
the July sun sends his powerful rays, paint- 
ing on the floors and walls the most beau- 
tiful tints of divers colors, and forming 
pictures of indescribable lovliness. The 
Hotel de Ville has, pheonix-like, arisen 
from its ashea, and is a dream of beauty. 
Palais de Justice, in which the courts are 
held, is one of very great size, 1b contains 
a hall for lawyer and counsel to meet and 
diecuss,of white marble—white enigmatical 
of the purity of the consciences of the 
lawyors, who wear gowns, bands and a 
atrange skull cap ribbed with velvet strips 
radiating from the centre. Tho morgue had 
but two bodies found in the Seine the day 
I visited it evidently murdered. 
Hideous photographs of all the recoy ered 
bodies are posted up to enable friends to 
recognize their lost ones. There is always 
a crowd looking Some gazing with 
utmost intonsoness ; making com- 
monts on the destortion of the faces, At 
night apparently the entire population sit 
out of doors at cafos, talking, laughing, or 
listoning to the cafes chantant—in other 
words open air theatres, Where the adimis 
sion is free, the oxpectation being that you 
will vive an order, Strangers frequently 
look in at the Jardin Mabillos and 
the lowest ordor of grisottes unsox thom- 
solves and forget all modesty and propriety 
Thero is no imaginable depth of and 
impurity which cannot be found in Paris, 
if a man’s tastes run in that direction, and 
if he chooses to spond a fow francs, We 
Roch, where the

To sail 
from Dieppe you travel one hundred 
and thirteen miles, through typical French | 
sconory, very pretty, not at all striking, | 
the farmers aro at work at their hay, using | 
woodon pitchforks, cutting it with aacythe, | 
where labor is cheap they say they cannot 
alford mowing machines, Solow Quebec, 
you see the farms laid out, and farmed: in 
the Fronch manner, long parallel strips a 
few feot wide of different kinds of grain. 
Thore is not however the great number of 
small houses you in Quebec. The 
houses are of atone, generally covered with 
roses in the proper season, and vines, 
thatched with wheaten straw. After a 
pleasant run we are again in London, anxi- 
ous to visit the Royal Academy, and hear 
Albani and Patti. We experienced consid- 
erablo disappointment in the academy, pro- 
bably caused by a surfeit of pictures, how- 
ever, some of the pictures wore exceeding- 
ly good, from our dtandpoint, not an artis- 
tic one. Two pictures by Mr. Leighton— 
‘Hero's last Watch’—a young girl is look- 
ingg Out of a window, gazing out with eager- 
ness, longing and anguish, for her lover, 
who is to swim the Hellespont to meet her. 
Beneath is a small picture exhibiting Lean- 
der (the lover) drowned, lying on the 
rocks on the sea shore, they were much 
admired. People goin crowds, not so 
much I think to see the pictures, as to see 
the hosts of titled ladies, and thor lords, 
sweeping through the rooms. Albani in 
I Puritani, drew a large house in Covent 
Garden. I was more than deliphted, she 
possesses a voice of wondrous power, for 
nearly three hours she sang the most difti 
cult music of the opera, and her voice was 
as pure and fresh at the close as when she 
began, the noxt evening Patti drew the 
most tremendous house of the season, in 
Her Majesty’s (actually the old Haymarket) 
prices were raised for this event, and the 
house entirely sold weeks ahead, fancy the 
price of the pit being raised from two 
shillings, ‘to seven shillings and six pence. 
Mapleson was obliged to dothis, as Patti 
will not sing even at a concert under 
sevon hundred pounds—a person connect- 
ed with the dramatic press, who claimed, 
and indeed appeared to be thoroughly 
posted, assured me thatthe above is the 
price paid. 1 was told by the same person 
that Mr. Henry E. Abbey, who secured 
Patti for the two concerts heretofore allud- 
ed to by me, paid the same price, and lost 
on the first concert heavily. People waited 
from fourin the afternoon to eight at 
night to get in, and then had to fight their 
way. Tho opera was Traviata. The audi- 
ence was very enthusiastic. It seoms to be 
admitted that Patti in her voice has an 
organ of such power, and velvety softness, 
as makos itquite phenomenal. Others can 
warble as “sweetly, can take as high and 
low notes, probably have as much cultiva- 
tion, but the saft, low exquisilely modulat- 
ed tones of Patti are unrivalled. 

Now we leave St. Pancras, and are glid- 
ing through green hedges, where the wild 
roses and white elder flowers perfume the 
air, wherethe green banks are studded 
with golden buttercups, and the fields red 
with poppies. Oh, the beauty of these 
green fields, with the stately homes of Eng- 
land rushing upon tho eye, to be lost in 
the next instant, and their places filled 
with others of equal lovelineas—the whole 
land isa garden. Soon we reach Choster- 
field, which has one object of interest at 
least, a church steeple of such singular con- 
struction, that it seemed broken. backed, 
horribly distorted, leaning so far that I 
pointed it out toa friend and asked if it 
had been struck by lightning, and yet won- 
derful to tell, when you stood by the church 
and looked up, the steeple seemed perfect- 
ly perpendicular, a freak of some crazy 
contractor or possibly still more inane 
church Wardens, who ordered it built in 
this strange way. Of course [ kuow noth 
ing as to its origin. Soon the smoke, and 
hundreds of tall chimneys and the din of 
pandemonium, tell us that we are at 
Sheflield. Surely thoy have tall chim- 
neys enouge here to spare a few to poor 
Canada, who desires them so much,

Lf you mean 
that no tarilf should oxist between the two 
couutries,euch a condition would be groatly 
to their mutual advantage ; but if it is pro- 
posed to extond the Statestariffto Canada a8 
respects imports into Canade, then such a 
change would be hostile to England, and if 
the present Canadian tariff were maintained 
for imports other than from the States, Eng 
land would bo ata great disadvantage in 
hor trade with Canada. I always bolieved 
that tho imposition of high protective 
duties as against English manufactures was 
and in the tirat atey in the direction of a 
separation of Canada from England, and if 
goods from the States are to be admitted 
into Canada free of duties, or at lower 
duties than from Eogland, another and 
more serious step would be taken in the 
direction of separation. Lf the States and 
Canada could adopt free trade or a tariff 
with low duties, following the example 
of Eagland, the example of the English- 
speaking nations would have # great 
effect upon other nations and would influ- 
ence the world in fayor of peace, The great 
enemies of mankind are war and the tariff. 
War and its expenditure and waste give an 
excuse for tarifis or render them necessary, 
and tariffs separate nations and make war 
more probable and more frequent. It isa 
deplorable thing that, in your great and free 
continent, he only thing not free is the in- 
dustry of your people, and that you in this 
respect fo. ow the pernicious example of the 
old and bi adnationsof Europo.

The Grit party never made 4 more con- 
spicuous mistake than in the choice of a can- 

date to contest South Renfrew in the Do- 
minion bye-elections. In nominating ss 
their standard bearer Duncan MeJntyre, of 
the OC. P. R. syndicate, they have thrown 
principle and consistency to the winds. 

‘Ever since the work was undertaken the 
Grits have denounced’ the bargain in tho 
very strongest terms. Every fresh demand 
of the Canada Pacific upon the Government 
has witnessed a renewal of the attack. Tho 
entite Grit press has protested on every 
occasion agaifst the unjust privileges grant 
ed the corporation at the expense cf the 
settlers of tho North-West. When the 
question of disallowance came up the Grits 
at once seized on it, and made it a party 
issue in the hope of gaining a little politi- 
cal capital by the discontent in Manitoba. 
And now, after committing themselves as 
thoroughly ase party could tow policy of 
hostility to the O. P. R., they aeuey thoir 
hypocrisy by selecting as a parliamentary 
condihteteah of the schemers they have 
been condemning, whose interests, accord- 
ing to their own showing, are identified 
with those of the Tory party. 

Suppose that by putting forward Mr. 
Mclntyre they would wrest a seat from 
their opponents, such a yictory would be 
worse n a defeat. The effoct of the 
virttial admission that their assumed an- 
tagonism to the C.P.R. monopoly is insin- 
cere, must in any case be disastrous. If 
Melntyre is returned it is altogether prob- 
able that his interests as a railway sharp 
will outweigh any political convictions he 
may be supposed to possess, and that he 
will follow the example of his colleague, 
Sir Smith, who posed as an ‘* Independent” 
during the election, and has since steadily 
supported Sir John. 

The Whig is wrong as to Mr. Molntyre's 
being o8 good a Liberal as he ever was, for 
in his acceptance of the candidature he de- 
clared that he would stand as an ‘‘ Inde- 
pendent Liberal.” Evidently the Grit party 
had no hope of retaining the constituency 
by running a straight party. candidate, so 
they have chosen, asa last resort, a gentle- 
man upon whom, together with his associ- 
ates, they have showered abuse for years.

and briskly used, 
THE WAR’SHIPS 

wore drawn up in four lines, facing up 
channel, the starboard column being op- 
posite the Isle of Wight, the port station- 
ed two cables apart, the lines being three 
cables between. The flotillas were ranged 
in double columns between the port colamn 
of ironclads and the mainland and the 
troopships were placed in single column 
between the starboard line and the Isle of 
Wight. This made four lines of vessels 
on one sidg,of the channel and three on the 
other, extending from Southsea Oaatle to 
tho Rye Middle Shoal, a distance of over 
two miles. Each ship had patroled by a 
steamboat the spacebetween her and the 
ship next to the eastward to keep the scene 
free from intrusion. The Minotaur kept 
clear the east approach tothealley between 
the ironclad columns, and the Agin- 
court did the same for the approach 
tothe alley. between the divisions and 
the flotillas, .Ac 1 o'clock the two 
Devonshire tugs blocked the west entrance 
to the lines to all but ships of war, and the 
Manly and the Malta at 2 o'clock wont on 
duty keeping the eastern entrance to the 
lines clear, the four tugs being under the 
orders of the master of the fleet. The 
troopships and other vessels conveying 
visitors were permitted to make a tour of 
the columns before 2 o'clock, after which 
they took up the position assigned them. 
The small vessels appropriated to visitors 
anchored at 2 o'clock abreast the torpedo 
flotillas. The private craft carrying sight- 
seers musthave numbered several hundreds. 
They represented the pleasure boats of all 
nations and climes and darted about like 
birds of different plumage. Probably no 
such fget was ever seen before in time of 
peace. Every class of the British Navy was 
represented. The review of tke Crimean

WOULD SUFFER BY COMPARISON 
with this. Some of the stout wooden ships 
which figured in that review were visible in 
Portsmouth harbor to-day, decked bravely 
out for the occasion, Nelson's old ship, the 
Victory, was also a conspicuous object, and 
her old timbers echoed again and again as 
boat after boat passed her, the full comple- 
ment cheering vociferously. More than 
that, the old ship mounted a gun or two 
and joined in tho universal salute to the 
Queen. Shortly after 2 o'clock, when order 
was perceptible on the water,the Euphrates, 
the Crocodile, and the Malabar proceeded 
to the westward of Osborne, and stood in 
readiness to escort the Royal ya®hts when 
the Queen embarked at 3 o'clock to review 
the fleot. Tho Queen left Osborne House 
a fow minutes before 3 o'clock, and went 
aboard the royal yacht Victoria and Albert. 
She left the buoy in Osborne Bay promptly 
at 3 o'clock, preceded by the Trinity yacht, 
and was followed by the Royal yachts On- 
borne and Alberta, and the ships Enchant- 
ress, Holicon, Euphrates, Crocodile, and 
Malabar. 

THE ROYAL PROCENSION

The enemy were alroady within 600 yards, 
the advance guard consisting of Scott's bri 
gade, being 2000 strong, while Kipley's 
brigade which soon joined, added 2000 
more, and Brown himself short!y arrived 
with another 1000 men. 

From 5:30 until 9 o'clock Drummond 
fought the American forces, his cannon 
doing terrible execution and his men stand- 
ing firm, even when his left lauk was flung 
back to the croat of tho hill by sheer weight 
of numbers and his gunners were being 
bayonetted as they worked their plecos, 
At the latter hour Riall’s advance guard, 
which had beon recalled, cams up and with 
it 400 militia, reinforcing Drummond with 
1,200 men. Then the battle raged with 
greater fury than ever. Tho moon shed a 
faint light that failed to pierce the battle 
smoke and was lost befcre the spouting 
flame of the artillery and the volleying 
musket. By a desperate charge the 
Americans at length captured the battery 
and drove the British troops over the bill, 
but old Drummond threw off his hat, called 
his mon, and with a grand cheor they swept 
back again ovor the hill, retook their own 
battery, and, capturing one gun of the ene- 
my, turned it against the Americans. But 
the latter were not yet satisfied. Pushing 
their guns close up to Drummond's batteries 
there ensued a cannon duel at a few paces, 
dealing wreck and ruin about in a horrible 
manner. But British cold steel was 
again brought into play, and at midnight 
with the bayonet goading his sides, Brown 
reluctantly began his retreat, halting at 
Subrexe and finally falling back on Fort 
crie. : 

The batfle field was a terrible spectacle. 
Seventeen hundred men lay dead and 
wounded onthe trampled and torn sod, 
while those unhurt were literally exhaust- 
ed. The British loss was 870. The 
Americans ca)l the battle Bridgewater and 
claim it as a victory for themselves, 

To-day there is scare a trace of the bat- 
tle to be found. Standing on the eminence 
that formed the key of the position one 
cannot understand how Drummond's 
1,600 could stand before Brown's 5,- 
000. The hill is nothing more than a 
gentle slope up which a regiment could 
come ac the double without winding them. 
In no place is there anything like a de- 
clivity, and Brown could h:yve marched 
around either of the British flanks with 
the utmostease. There is not a strong 
piece of ground within miles, and there 
was no forest on the hill to screen its 
defenders. Lundy's Lane isa nice piece 
of sandy country road that comesup the 
little ascont and thenruns along towards 
Welland. It was back over this road that 
the left was thrown when that flank was 
turned,’and it was across this road that 
both armies swept in the carnage of their 
bayonet charges, At thefoot ofthehillthere 
is a cross road,and on this roadand the lane 
stands the town of Drummondy'le,nowcalled 
Niagafa Falls South, presumably because 
itia not south from Niagara.

access to the moor. ‘Two or three Rravined 
yards from the residence is the ‘Black 
Bull Inn,” a low sized square stone build- 
ing. The main part of the village is in the 
dell. The girls had no friends or associates 
or playmates among the villagers, their 
great enjoyment was the moor and com- 
panionship of birds and animals and in 
the evening they would sit With their broth- 
er in the large front’ room and com- 
pose plays, write tales and poems. 
The quiet of the house and street, the ab- 
solute freedom of mind and body they en- 
joyed, must hare contributed to develop 
their genius. A villager told me it was 
thought in the villages that Branwell con- 
tributed very much to Wathering Heights, 
but 1 can scarcely credit the assertion, for 
the reason that Emily was so reserved that 
she did not consulteyen her sisters as to 
what she was composing, andshe had writ- 
ten a volume of poems, which Charlotte 
accidentally discovered, before any member 
of the family had-becoat® aware that sho 
had written even one poem. Branwell 
seems to have been possessed of wonderful 
genius, ‘The villagers say he could write 
at the same time with each hand an essay 
on different subjects, and his oratorical 
powera were wonderful, The opinion seems 
to be that Mr. Bronte was not at all the 
passionate, unreasonable man Mrs. Gaskin 
describes, but that he erred in imagining 
that his children had no literary genius. 
Engaged in the composition of his sermons, 
he seems to have completely under-valued 
and misunderstood the power and scope of 
his children’s minds. Standing on the street 
ab their homes, leoking out on the barren 
moor, with nota house to be seen, you 
think how was it possible, with such sur- 
roundings, that those wonderful works 
could be written. Where did these quiet, 
reserved girls get their ideas of terrible 
passion and such incarnations of evil as aro 
produced, for instance, in Wuthering 
Heights ? Where the wonderful knowledge 
of this great world and all its mysteries, 
displayed in all thoir works? What was 
there in this narrow street and quict house 
and dismal moor to unfold to their young 
minds the beautiful visions,they have em- 
bodied of pure love, unfailing trust and 
that exquisite pathos which compels the 
unwilling tear in sympathizing with the 
sorrows of Jone Kyra! Side by side sleep 
the sisters, who loved each other so well; 
one after the other have gone, until there 
is nothing leftin the little village to tell 
that they lived but the tablets in the church 
and thete mouldering dust. Martha, their 
old servant, who was the confidant and 
friend of the motherless bairns, has also 
departed. Jf disposed,you can sit in Bran- 
woll’s chair in the Black Bull ; but I looked 
upon the inn with horrorand loathing when 
I thought of the maddening brandy that 
that had wrecked Branwell’s life and sent 
him to a premature grave and of tho long 
sleepless, terrible nights passed by his sis- 
ters, listening for his unsteady step as it 
came up tho street and fearing that insome 
paroxysm of delirium he would lay violent 
hands on himself or his father, Soon we 
are in Derbyshire, the soonery has lost the 
great simple charm of Cultivated fields and 


‘green hedges and instead we seo hill and 


dale, stone fences everywhere, flocks of 
sheep on the mours, frequent streams and 
pow wo arrive at tho far famed Derbyshire 
Peak District and tho lovely vale of Mul+ 
lock bursta on our view. Icannot describe 
its beahties, but simply say that the coun- 
try is broken up into vast crage, valloys 
and glens, giving you ata glance the smil- 
ing valley with its cultivation,and tho stern 
rock crested hills with their precipices, 
while you can catch, occasionally, a view of 
a crystal stream, at the bottom of the doll 
spanned by substantial bridges, which with 
their arches, add so much charm to the 
Jandscapo. Now tho quaint little village 
of Rousley is reached, and we cross tho 
Derwent and find ourselves guests at tho 
most delightful hotel it has been our 
food fortune to find, the old Peacock Inn, 
dating from 1742. Here is evorything that 
a wearied travellor can desiro— quioct, pleas 
ant company, porfect cookery, a gardon 
filled with shade trees and such quantitios 
of flowers that tho airis heavy with their 
perfume—tho rippling Derwent, with site 
sparkling wators at your foot, and you will 
discover mottlod trout and silver backs 
just waiting for you to cast a tempting fly. 
The stream is preserved, but guosts of the 
Peacock can always obtain tickots for fish- 
ing. Enter the gardon, walk along the 
bank of the river through hayfields, where 
you inhale the aroma of the newly mown 
hay. Under the trees you can the 
rabbits play and listen to the carols of the 
birds, After walking about threo miles, 
following the windings of the river, Chate- 
worth, the palatial residence of the Duke 
of Devonshire is seen situated not far from 
tho rivor in the beatiful deor park of 
twelve hundred acresy’ The palace doos 
not possess much architectural boauty, but 
it is rich with soulpturee and statuea—Iit 
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| is constructed of sand stone of a roddish 
color, but grained like maple The west 
ern front, facing the river, is imposing, 
adorned with Ionic fluted columns, and the 
crost of the noble owner surmounted with 
a stone balustrade, with 
statues A new wing 
has been added 


urns, Vases and 
in Greecian atylo 
olegant torraces, flowers, 
rardens and fouitains surround the palace, 
Tho park is interspersed with lawns and 
pleasure groundsriohly wooded, with abund- 
ance of hills and dalos, among which the 
deer, mountain and cattle wandor 
As Chateworth has the enviable reputation 
of being considered the finest place in 
England your readers will forgive me if I 
do not enumerate the lovely and wonder 
ful things to be seen in the interior of the 
buildings. ‘Tho halls and “gallories are 
fillud with statuary, paintings, vases and 
curios, paintings by Verris and Loguerre, 
representing 3 series in the life of Cyosar, 


oata 


Gobelin tapestrios representing Raphael's 
Cartoons, the cedar room of red cedar, 
which emits delicious fragrance, floors of 
oak in mosaic. The carvings in wood are 
wonderful, dead game, fish, flowers, shells, 
a net of game is perhaps tho most beau‘i- 
fulof the carvings, tho feathers of tho 
birds are so light, delicate and accurate, 
and the animals and birds so natural that 
it is not diflicult to fancy the gamekeeper 
has just returned with his spoil aud hung 
the net on the wall, A violin and bow are 
painted upon one of the doors, so natural- 
ly and deceptively that you caunot persuade 
yourself by sight, that they are not hang- 
ing there. Malachite tables, clocks, vases, 
cabinets, beer glasses, collections of medals, 
uucut gems, porcelain, mosaics, are all 
around you. Many of the paintings aro 
original. Landseor’s great picture, Bolton 
Abbey in the olden time, and the Monks 
at prayer, together with several of [log- 
arth’s, aro interspersed with numbers from 
Italian and Flemish artists. The chapel is 
richly ornamented with carvings in alabas- 
ter, marble, wood and frescoes. In the 
library the book cases are Spanish, ma- 
hogavy, chimney piece Carrara marble, 
supporting vases of jasper, and jade, with 
a mirror six feet by two. The dining 
room, about sixty feet long, filled with 
dinner services of porcelain and gold, gifts 
from the Emperor of Russia,anij a multitude 
of rare articles of vertu. I noticed a por- 
trait of Sir Frederick Cavendish (who was 
so cruelly murdered in Phwnix Park, 
Dublin), who was a son of the Duke. 
Ho had long flowing heir, wore a full 
pointed beard, and had a prepossessing and 
pleasant fave. The Duke seems to have 
spared no pains to mako his gardens, ely- 
siums of pleasure. At immense cost Tho 
has made cliffs of gigantic size, up which 
yines clamber and hang in festoons, while 
tiny cataracts run down. A large moss coy- 
ered rock bars the path, buta gentle pres- 
sure of a hand pushes it aside, and exhibits 
a very large stone, called the rocking 
stone, which rocks with the slightest ap- 
plied force, here is a large copper tree with 
innumerable branches, twigs and leaves; 
suddenly it becomes a fountain, and every 
tiny twig and leaflet sends forth a jet, of 
water. Palm and fern houses filled with 
tropical plants, are very fine. Bidding a 
reluctant farewell, we turn our steps to old 
Hadden Hall, which never had any pre- 
tentions to be ranked as a fortress, but is 
one of the best preseryed relics of former 
times in England. It stands on an em- 
inence over-looking the lonely dale of the 
Wye, backed by extensive woods, and sur- 
rounded by majestic old trees, You enter 
@ paved court yard, and observe the crest 
of the Vernons everywhere. The chap- 
lain’s rooms contains buckskin doublets for 
men of-arms, jack boots, pewter dishes, 
and old match lock and wheel lock guns. 
In the old chapel, built before 1452, are 
the old pulpit and reading desk, two old oak- 
en pens for the lord of the manor and their 
seats for the retainers. In the chapel isa 
stained glass window, with the insoription: 
‘* Pray for the soul of Richard Vernon and 
Beredesta his wife, who made this in the 
year of our Lord 1427." There is the old 
plate chest, and Norman circular font—the 
kitchen, buttory, and wine cellar are there, 
with the ovens, and immense hearth, great 
stones, dressers, chopping block,—in the 
dining room, the old dining table (now ter- 
ribly worm-eaten) raised a little above the 
rost of the room, at which the Lord sits, 
the retainers sitting ab a little lower leyel ; 
a gallery ornamented with stags’ heads runs 
around two sides ; carved portraits of Hen- 
ry VII., his Queen, and Will Somers, his 
jester, are on the walls. In the dining 
room is an iron clamp, in which was fixed 
the hand and arm of any man who did not 
drink all the liquor apportioned him ; tlie 
liquor was then poured down his coat sleeve. 
State and bed rooms contain pictures and 
tapestry, old chairs, aud the State bed, in 
which Queen Plizabeth slept. This bed is 
144 feet high, canopies of green silk velvet 
lined with white satin. The rich carved 
panelling, the old portmaits, the secret pas- 
sages, spiral staircases by which you ascend 
the towers, are all very interesting. Ono 
passage leads tor two miles under ground. 
The great beauty of Haddon is its ivy- 
mantled walls, and beautiful terraces, . Tho 
Duke of Rutland keops it in good repair. 
It is unoccupied, and its old stone steps 
worn so deep, tell of countless thousands 
who have visited and lived in the old Hall 
now passed away.

The “party of great expectations’ —as 
the commercial “unionists may fairly be 
termed in view of their extraordinarily san- 

ni -exprossions—have, no doubt very 

satisfactorily to themselves, met the difti- 
culties and dangers attondant upon the car- 
rying into effect of their project, when 
pointed out to then, with a confident 
“that'll be all right,” or ‘* that’s all rant 
and rot !” and other equally convincing ar- 
guments of like weight and import. One 
of ‘their pel assuniptions has been that the 
United States tariff of customs would be 
lowered, and so renderéd leas objectionable 
to Canada than it now is, standing as it 
doés from 12 fo 18 per cent, on the average, 
higher than that of Canada, They argued, 
and with a much greater show of reason 
than they havo used as a basis for many of 
their expressed beliefs which have dono 
argument, that, as the United 
as an enormous annual surplus, 
would certainly reduce the tariff 
upon foreign manufactures, Woe warned 
them, hut in vain, that, the policy of the 
United States being a protective policy 
adopted deliberately in the interests of Am- 
dnt. no serious modification of it 
, looked for, and that if any reduo- 
th made it would be in inland revenue 
taxation, but the party ot great expectations 
pooh-poohed the idea that they would be 
wrong. It is about, however, to happen 
precisely in accordance with our anticipa- 
tions, which were founded upon the uttor- 
ances of eminent public men and of influen- 
tial journals. 

‘Inthe United States a very large ma- 
jority of the Republican party are pro- 
tectionists and a small majority of the 
Democrats are free-traders. The Democrats 
have a majority in the House of Represent- 
atives, but the Ropublican and Democratic 
protectionists largely outnumber the free- 
traders, and the protectionist Democrats 
hold the balance of power on tariff ques- 
tions. The leader of the Democratic pro- 
tectionista is Samuel J. Randall, of 
P 1 and that gentleman holds 
the ice of power, therefore his utter- 

ay be, under present circumatances, 
regarded as final on all matters portaining 
to the commercial policy of his country. 
Mr. Randall has just placed on record, ina 
letter to the St. Louis Republican, his 
views as to the unification of his party on 
the tariff question—the proposed basis of 
union being such a lowering of the customs 
tariff as will redacs the surplus to a very 
few millions. Mr. Randall’s reply is clear 
and explicit. One ofthe leaders of the 
free-trade section of the Democratic party 
had said: ‘Let us take off one-fifth now. 
**If that does not reduce the revenue we 
“*can tako off more, Some time we will 
“* cut to the quick and draw blood. If 20 
**per cent. will not reduce the revenue 
“* perhaps 60 will.” To which Mr. Ran- 
dall replies: ‘'I do not entertain any feel 
“ings of vengeance against the producers 
“‘of this country because they are enjoying 
“a season of general prosperity. I profer 
*‘their welfare to their distress, their suc- 
**cess to their ruin.” Mr. Randall is in 
fayor of reducing the reyenue, but his plan 
is to lower the inland revenuo taxes, and 
he explicitly declares that he would not re. 
duce the tariff on freé trade principles. He 
concludes by saying that the people have 
got used to tho raising of revenue by duties 
on imports. ‘‘It is,’ says he, ‘collected 
without friction at the border, it permits 
the encouragement of all our domestic 
manufactures which are unable to compote 
successfully inthe markets of the world 
with foreign productions, I am opposed, 
therefore, to any legislation which will do- 
attoy or seriously cripple any Amorican in- 
toreat.”’ 

If, im face of the utterances of this gon- 
tloman who, as we havo said, holds the 
balance of power in Congroas, the commer. 
cial unionista atill expect any material modi 
fication of the United States customs tariff; 
if, in face of a Prosidental olex tion, thoy 
expect the passage of Mr. Butterworth's

Scott Act Fines, 5 


The Peterborough Times says ; ‘* Weare 
inclined to think that Peterborough is still 
ahead in the numberof Scott Act conyic- 
tions. Since May lst this year, sixty-three 
persons haye been charged with infractions 
of the Act. Of these, fifty-three were from 


‘town, and ten from the West Riding. The 


convictions numbered fifty-nine, and four 
were lost, one from town, and three from 
the country. Twenty of the town cases, 
andone fromthe country weresecondand the 
remainder were firat charges, The fines 
imposed in town amounted ‘to $3,550, 
in the country $400, a total of $2,950, in 
less than three months, and yet some peo- 
ple will persist in saying that the authorities 
are not making any effort whatever to carry 
out the Act. In addition to the figures 
given there are about twenty cases from the 
Eaat Riding.” 

In the Police Court at Peterborough on 
the 26th there were nine Scott Act cases on 
the docket, seven seconds and two firats. 
All the defendants pleaded guilty. Five 
were hotel keepers and four shop keepers. 
The tive hotel men and two wholesale men 
were fined $100 and $2.59 costs each, while 
the other two shop keepers were fined $50 
and $2.59 each.

Our P. M,a« Holiday Trip, 


Returning to De rhy, wo steamed away 
for the English lake district; the sconery 
is quiet, not remarkable, until you arrive 
at Carnforth ; from that point to Winder 
mere by Silverdale, Grange, nad Ulverston 
it ia simply onchantiug, ruoning along fro- 
quently by the soa shore, and then through 
districta with cliffa of broken rock, deep ra- 
vines, and lovel, green pastures, Phis in 
an iron country ; vast hematite iron beds 
&bound, and at Carnforth and Barrow there 
seemed to us innumorablo smelting fur- 
naces, We stepped from the train at Win- 
dermero Lake side gtation, at the foot, and 
most unintordsting pertion of Windermero. 
We did that portion of the lako pretty soon, 
and were done by tho only hotel at that 
point. Steaming ap tho lako for 12 miles 
brought us to Ambleeide, 1 shall just say 
as regards tho lake, that it is pretty, noth 
ing striking or graud ; it gives you the idea 
of high cultivation and art; nature seems 
to have had but little hand in making the 
attractive panorama presontcd, It must be 
an excellent water for yachting, as yachts 
could be counted by the dozen, A coach- 
and‘four, with a ‘* whip” who understood 
bis business aud wr ** tooled" us to Gros- 
mere and Rydal lakes in fine coaching style, 
presented to us the many beauties of these 
lovely lakes. Entirely different is the 
scenery from Windérmere—lofty moun- 
tains, picturesyue country seats, deep ra- 
vines abound ; the effect of light and shadow 
on the mountains is grand. Wordaworth 
sings of Grosmere : 

O yale and lake, within your mountain uro 

Smiling so tranquilly, and set so deep ; 

Oft doth your dreamy loveliness return, 

Coloring the tender fancies of iy sleep 
With light Elysian—for the bues that at-ep 
Your shores in melting lustra seem to float on 

golden clouds 
From spirit lands remote—isles of the bles‘, 
And in our memory keep 
Their place, with holiest harmonies. 
Fair papal most loved by evening and her dewy 

star, 
Ob, ne'er may man with touch unhallowed jar 
The perfect music of the charm serene, 
We visited Wordsaworth’s and Hartley 
Coleridgo’s groves, entered the church and 
read the tablet placed there to the memory 
of Wordsworth, The old church has hap- 
pily escaped the mania of reatoration which 
ras seized Englishmen and led them to ef- 
face and destroy some of the most beautifuf 
medioval monuments in their land, Tak- 
ing in many beautiful views and visiting 
Wordaworth’s plain little house, with its 
garden formed by him, and stopping to 
take a good look at tho house in which that 
literary phenomenon, Harriet Martineau, 
lived and died, we started with a coach 
and four aod on this occasion with a bugler, 
to visit Conniston Water and Conniston 
Old Man. ‘This was adrive we shall long 
remember, as it revealed to our enraptured 
gaze what we think Nias justly been des- 
cribed as some of the loveliest scenery in 
England—hill and dale, beautiful country 
houses, cottages covered with roses and 
honeysuckles, spacious parkas, castles, gar- 
dens, small lakes and streams. Conniston 
Old Man isa mountain of great grandeur, 
which over looks the head of Conniston 
Water. Now weare at tho last show 
place but one that we shall see in England, 
Furness Abbey. ¢ 
‘* Seven handred years ago, 
The Norman monks looked for a pleasant place 
where they might dwell; Ani ther sagacious 
head, Evanus, found a deep, secluded dell ; 
Thro’ which the silver river singing rau, Where 
Aroes Was green and woods were plentiial, And 
the alrong hills were like God's sentinels, To 
guard from harm. And there, within the vale 
of night shade, found the monk a home.” 

The Abbey was founded in 1127 by 
Stephen, then Earl of Morton, afterwards 
King ot England, [t was built of red sand- 
stone, in the form of a Latin cross, We 
enter by a low arched door, rich in sculp- 
ture, and observe the remains of a number 
of small chapels. The foundation of tho 
screen of the choir may be 
chancel we have a noble window forty-seven 
feet high and twenty-three broad. On 
either side of the window ie a_ perfectly 
preserved crowned bust of Stephen and his 
Queen. Arranged in rows in the chancel 
are many eftigies and tombstones found in 
the ruins.

Vractice must commence at 
ago, and must be continued assiduously 
Jons had a pride and dolight in the art, 
such as was unusual in his sottlemont, For 
those who haa novor seon a kayak I wil! 
imperfeotly describe it as a shuttlo-shapod 
boat, consisting of a wooden frame-work, 
together genc rally by 
seal skin thongs, and over which is stretch 
ed a covering of tanned seal skin as neatly 
and tightly as in the sheep-skin of a drum- 
head. Tho skin covering is s0 woll tanned 
and it 1880 deftly sewn together with sinew 
thread by the Eskimo women, that no drop 
of water finds ita way through skin or seam, 
Tho use of seal thong in uniting the stan- 
chions gives great strength and equal elas- 
ticity, allowing with impunity great shocks 
which otherwise would destroy so frail 4 
structure. The boat 1s usually some fifteen 
feet long, and from ita central point gently 
curves upward—from a width of twenty 
and a depth of ten inches—to pointed 
ends. Both prow and stern are carefully 
armed with a thin moulding of walrus ivory, 
which is a protection to the skin covering 
when the hunter, spinning through the 
water, strikes small ice, or, in landing, so 
throws forward and upward his kayak that 
boat and man slide casily and safely up the 
edge on to the level s :rface of a floe. The 
only opening is a circular hole witha bone 
or wooden ring, its sizo being strictly lim- 
ited to the circumference of the hips ot 
the largest hunter who is to use it. 

A waterproof combination jacket and 
mitten of oil-tanned seal skin is worn by the 
hunter, who tightly laces the bottom to the 
ring, 80 that no water can enter tho kayak. 
Thus equipped, the Innuit hunter faces seas 
which would swamp any other craft, and 
plunges safely through the heaviest surf.’ 
A single oar, with a blade at each end, in 
skillful and trained hands propels this un- 
ballasted, unsteady craft with groat rapidity, 
and it moves through the water at a rate 
varying from five to ten miles an hour, ac- 
cording to the character of the sea and the 
exigency of the occasion. The oar properly 
handled enables anexpert to rise to the 
surface, if, as happens at times, the boat is 
overturned. 

The kayak of the Eskimo is probably un- 
surpassed in ingenuity by the boating 
devices of any other savage peopl of the 
globe. Its ossential points of lightness, 
buoyancy, and structural strength are 
marvelously well adapted to the varying 
and dangerous conditions under which an 
Eskimo provider seeks his sea game. This 
tiny craft with all hunting gear weighs 
scarcely 50 pounds, and will carry a load of 
some 200 pounds besides its occupant.

Asit did not—as the 
omission, if there were any—must certainly 
have been noticed during the eight years 
which © have elapsed ;tince the passage of 
—asthe keen critics of the Opposi- 
in Parliament andin the press have 
éven: ventured -to suggest that the 
Government or the Conservative party had 
failed to giveaflect to their policy in neglect- 
ing to provide for commercial union, free 
le, or *‘ unrestricted reciprocity” with 
United States ; as, on the contrary, Sir 
tichard Cartwright distinotly admitted, in 
his speech on the Tariff Act in 1879 that 
the'Governnient had carried out their ante- 
eléction promises to the full, the only con. 
clusion which can be reached is that the 
policy of the party was expressed in the 
Tariff Act. Such are the facts. No 
amount of argument can shake them. They 
do not even require testimony to support 
them, although we have, actuated by an 
earnest desire to convince our friends that 
they are in error as to tho trade policy of 
the party, in the past, given them that of 
the Minister of Customs, which is against 
mtention and against the project 
they now advocate. We have given 
Sir John’s appeal to the people to make 
the N. P. perpetual. We have given tho 
circumstantial evidence of Sir John in his 
assisting to establish a party organ the 
prospectus of which declares strongly 
against commercial union, and which 1s to 
have at its head an able and determined 
Opponent of that scheme. AJ) this—the 
provisions of a statute which has stood for 
eight years, the statements of a leading 
member of the Cabinet, and Sir John's re- 
cent speeches and acts—having proved in- 
sufficient to convince Mr. Dickson, we now 
asa dernier resort, offer him. the following 
testimony from the Hon. Thos.

The four foot noso of a sword fish driven 
through sixteen inches of stout Norwegian 
pine aid penetrating four inches into the 
cargo of a suger laden bark, was one of the 
nauti¢al curiosities presented to & wonder- 
ing throng of sailors and Jandsmon at the 
wharves of the E. ©, Knight sugar refinery 
in this city recently, Tho vessel through 
the hull of which the sea monster's weapon 
had penetrated is the bark Ornen, which 
came to this portifrom Santos, Brazil, by 
way of the Barbadoes, Tho bark is a 
stanchly built Norwegian craft, and the 
plauks in her hull are even harder than 
American oak. While hor cargo of sugar 
was being unloaded at the refinery wharf a 
large black object like the point of an en 
ormous bayonet, was discovered thrust ten 
inches into one of the hogsheads of sugar, 
so firmly impaling it that some difliculty 
was experienced in getting the hogshead 
froo from the vessel's bottom. The end of 
the eword looked like a large marlin spike, 
and all attempts to dislodge it were fruit- 
less. A closo examination, however, prov- 
ed that the object was a sword of a sword 
fish which had been driven through the 
planking of the bark’s hull. The point cf 
the ‘*sword”’ which projicted into the 
vessel's hold was as hard as flint. The only 
weapon which made any impression upon 
it was an axe, with which the end was final- 
ly broken off and taken on deck, where it 
was exhibited to the sailors and the steve- 
dores. 

From the accounts of the crow and the 
bark’s officers it seems that the fish mast 
have struck the vessel near the region of the 
equatorial calm. The mate says that while 
the bark was moving along very slowly, 
with scarcely a ripple disturbing the sur- 
face of the ocean, one calm day in May, a 
terrific shock was experienced which al- 
most threw the vessel aback and hurled some 
of tho crew oft their feet. The incident 
caused considerable excitement on board, 
and it was feared that a hidden rock had 
been struck, until the captain looking over 
the starboard quarter, whénce the shock 
appeared to have come, saw an enor- 
mous fish just disappearing beneath the 
waves. Until the ‘‘eword’’ was discovered 
yesterday it was supposed that the bark 
had struck a dead or sleeping whale. 

This instance of the force with which the 
sword-fish can strike an object is one of 
the most remarkable ever reported, A 
specimen of planking which has been de- 
posited in the British museum in London 
as a great curiosity, shows the sword ‘of 
one of these fish, three feet long, which 
had pierced ton inches of wood. The sword 
found in the Ornen had evidently been 
driven with almost twice the force with

Unworthy as the Toronto Mail proved 
itself, by the recantation of ils political 
faith, of the esteem in which it was justly

seeking to destroy the confederation by 
_weakening the national spirit of our people 
and inducing them ‘to annex themselves 
commercially, ‘and subsequently political: 
ly, to the United States. In furtherance 
of this disloyal crusade, this dishonored 
journal attempts to work upon the fears of 
our people and once more resorts to false- 
hood—which it no doubt finds very con- 
genial—in order to accomplish its traitorous 
purpose, 
In its issue of July 27th the Mail, in the 
curse of an article on the commercial un- 
ion question, says : P 
We in Canada cannot for financial rea- 
sons adopt free trade with the whole world, 
still less can we persuade the Americans to 
adopt it. Ouronly chvice lies between 
continental free trade, for our neigh- 
bors will not even discuss partial re- 
ciprocity such as existed under the old 
treaty, and a restrictive trade policy ; 
and if we electto adhere to the latter, 
our hopes of terminating the fishery 
dispute once for all may as well be aban- 
doned. It wouli seem a serious thing to let 
an opportunity for healing that- chronic 
sore slip by. A President of the stamp of 
Mr, Blaine might easily be impelled by 
atreas of party politics to tear up the Treaty 
of 1818, as Russia tore up the Black Sea 
clauses ; and insuch acontingency we are 
quite sure the Epglish democracy would 
not consent to shed its blood in behalf of 
our fish, We should Jose our fish just as 
we lost territory in Maice and on the 
Pacific coast, and were choused out of our 
Fenian raid claims. And it is quite con- 
ceiyable that we might then dissolve the 
connection inanger. Forif England de- 
clined'to protect our property, she could 
hardly expect us to value the tie, Mr. 
Bright does not appear to attach any im- 
portance to unrestricted reciprocity as a 
means of settling the fishery questiou, 
doubtless because he does not attach any 
importance to the fishery question itself. 


The Mai in trying to serve ita Yankee 
subsidizers by resorting to a coward's argu- 
ment, serves them too well but not wisely. 
The spirit of the men of Lundy’s Lane, 
Queenstone, Chateauguay and Crysler's 
Farm is not dead in Canada, as was 
evidenced during the Trent affair and in 
the North-West two years ago, and it is 
idle to talk to them of yielding that which 
is their property or their right to threats.

Union With Canada, 


COMMENTS OF THE NEWFOUNDLAND PRESS ON 
THE QUESTION, 


Hauiwax, N. S., July 29.—Alluding to 
the reports telegraphed from Ottawa, that 
Sir Alex. Campbell was to go to Newfound- 
land on a mission in conpection with the 
proposed union of that colony with Can- 
ada, the St. John's, Newfoundland, Mer- 
cury, received here to-day, says; “Should 
the people of Newfoundland ever be- 
come convinced that it is their interest 
to throw in their fortunes with those of 
the Dominion, and after the question has 
been submitted to them at the polls,should 
they return a large majority of members 
favourable to Confederation, then will be 
the time to opefh negotiations and ascertain 
what terms of union Canada is prepared to 
offer, The further question will then have 
to be decided whether the terms offered are 
such as our peoplecanaccept withadvantage 
tu themselves, Ooly very foolishor very ill- 
informed people wouldsuppose that Confed- 
eration would eyer be attempted, except 
in this open, honorable way. In fact, if a 
union were to be accomplishad in any other 
way it would be worthless, and could lead 
to no good result.” Phe Harbor Grace Stan- 
dard says :—OFf course the appearance of 
these items in the Canadian press, coupled 
with the citcumstance of one of them hay- 
ing heen telegraphed here, was avftic- 
ient to give color and add strength to 
the report that Newfoundland contem- 
plated entering into negotiations witha view 
to joining the Dominion. We are glad to 
know the rumor has no foundation ; in fect 
the question of Confederation is such a mo- 
mentous one, and the issues depending upon 
it are so far reaching in their effects on the 
future well being or otherwise of this colony, 
that it is devoutly to be hoped that no un- 
due haste nor precipitancy will be observed 
in regard to the important subject. In- 
deed, it is- ardently to be desired that at 
present not the smallest effort will be made 
either by the Government or any political 
party to open up tke question. Anything 
like abandoning the vantage ground of 
complete independence, anything like ap- 
proaching the Dominion Government in 
the attitude of suppliants, of asking assist- 
ance from them, either for the raising of a 
loan or any other purpose, all this, we say, 
isto be sternly repressed and resisted 
to the bitter end. Wedo not think the 
country is now in a favorable position to 
discuss or consider the subject of union 
with Canada.

Smuggling of Opium, 


HOW THE BUSINESS HAS BEEN CONDUCTED 
FROM BRITISH COLUMBIA TO CHICAGO, 


Victoria, B, C., July 28.—Yesterday it 
leaked out that three hundred pounds of 
opium had been shipped by Tuesday morn- 
ing’s steamer in bond for Chicago. A bag- 
gageman here had been given Customs 
bonding tags in order to facilitate the bond- 
ing of bagyage through to American points 
and by this means he was enabled to 
successfully arrange . the ‘opium — for 
shipment to American points. It is 
stated that four previous shipments have 
been successfully made, but this trip the 
secret loaked out and came to the ears of 
reporters and an exposure was made in the 
Colonist thia morning. .Two boxes were 
checked for Chicago.and.a man. named Mc- 
Lean held the checks. He was spotted and 
two officers followed for the purpose of 
seizing the opium. After crossing the line, 
however, the railway officers discovered the 
fact and telegraphed to shold the boxes,and 
they will be retained at Winnipeg. An in- 
vestigation will take place, The baggage 
man has been discharged and another ap- 
pointed. It is supposed that a large amount 
has been got through safely by this means.

Three Queor Birda, 

Tho trumpeter bird is the rag picker of 
the woods and awamwps of Guiana, whoro 
ho is always at work at his trade, with his 
stomach for a pack and hia bill for a hook. 
He performs a most useful but most extra: 
ordinary service, devouring 4 porfect mul- 
titude of snakes, frogs, scorpions, spidora, 
lizards and the like creaturés. Bub this 
terrible bird can*bo made perfectly tame. 

On the Guiana plantations he may be 
seen fraternizing with the chickens, ‘ducks 
and turkeys, accompanying them in their 
walks, defending them from their onemies, 
separating quarrdllers with strokes of his 
bill, sustainifig the young and feeble, and 
waking the ochoes with his trampet while 
he brings home his flocks at night. 

The trumpeter is as handsome as he is 
useful. Noble and haughty in his aspect, 
he raises himself up on his long, yellow- 
gaitered legs snd scems to say, “I am the 
trumpeter, the scourge of réptilos and the 
protector of tho flocks |” 

In Southern Africa there is another great 
exterminator of reptiles—the snake eater 
or secretary bird, a maynificent creature 
who attacks tho largest serpents, making a 
shield of his wings and a sword of his beak. 
The namo of secretary bird is derived from 
tho plumes projecting backward from its 
head, which look like quill pens carried be- 
hind orie’s ear, 

In South America, in the very neighbor- 
hood of the trumpeter’s home, there lives 
the Kamichi or Kamiki, who wears a short 
horn projecting from his forehead, and a 
murdérous spur upon each of his wings. 
With these throe weapons, the serpents 
that he attacks are powerless against him 
and are easily put to death. ¥ 

The secretary bird, the Kamichi and the 
trumpeter form a valiant and useful trio. 
The trumpoter has two merits above tho 
others ; the ease with which he can be do- 
mesticated and his :nusical talent. 

The natives havea saying that he bas 
swallowed a cornet. Whether promenad- 
ing or war-making, he fills the air with 
trumpet calla, and at tho sound of his voice 
of brass the reptiles take to Hight. 

Prosently the bird arrives, flapping his 
wings and wielding them like a sword. 
Having killed the serpent, the trumpeter 
sounds his blast of victory, as he had sound: 
ed his charge.

Hints to Amateur Photographers, 

An important fret to be remembered in 
making portraits #t close quarters is that 
the professional photographer uses for 
portraits a special portrait lons, but the 
amateur generally does this work with a 
lens made for taking views, These view 
lenses condenao very much ; that is, they 
exaggerate the perspective by taking in 80 
wide a field. 

Somotimes in taking a simple profile 
if the head is placed too near the camera, 
the visible ear of the sitter, not baving a 
chance to get so far off as the nose, —which 
has, let us say, two anda half inches of an 
advantage,—is given an alarming nize. 
Then, in a full-face view, the poor nose 
has the worst of it. On this account, a 
“three-quarter” view is the best for an 
amateur working with a view camera; 
though if a fair distance is allowed between 
the sitter and the lens, there need be no 
dificulty of either sort, 

Do not hesitate to make experiments. 
Many of the advances in photography have 
resulted from the seeming blunders of 
amateurs, 

To those who, at college or at home, are 
engaged in acientific experiment, the 
ca4mora has been one of the greatest teach- 
era of this contury. Ib has, for instance, 
taught Meissonier, the great French paint- 
er, that the horses mm his ‘ 1807" are not 
galloping as horses actually do gallop. It 
has taught the scientist who photographed 
a flying bullet that the reason the best of 
marksmen can not hib a suspended ogg- 
shell is that a cushion of compressed air 
precedes the bullet and pushes the shell 
out of the way, Andina thousand other 
ways it has beon confirming or upsetting 
scientific and artistic theories. Let the 
amateur therefore pursue his investigations 
freely iu this field of experiment, and see 
what discoveries he may make therein. — 
From ** The Amatedr Camera," by Alex- 
ander Black, in St. Nicholas for July.
